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REPORT. 


In  discharging  the  duties  of  my  official  station  as  chief  of 
the  district  police,  I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  Your  Excellency 
my  twenty-first  annual  report,  comprising  as  full  a  statement 
as  practicable  of  the  duties  performed  by  the  members  of  this 
department  of  the  public  service  during  the  year  just  past. 
I  shall  likewise  venture  to  add  such  suggestions  and  recom- 
mendations as  seem  reasonable  and  necessary. 

The  policy  of  the  Commonwealth  to  provide  for  the  en- 
forcement of  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  employment  and 
protection  of  labor,  especially  that  of  women  and  children ; 
the  sanitation  and  safety  of  the  places  where  such  labor  is 
done ;  the  schooling  of  minors  so  employed,  and  the  many 
kindred  provisions  of  law,  by  the  existing  system  of  the  dis- 
trict police  has  become  so  well  established  that  no  serious 
proposition  has  ever  been  made  to  radically  change  or  abolish 
it.  These  statutes,  affecting  the  welfare  of  the  great  mass 
of  our  industrial  population,  would  become  practically  in- 
operative unless  maintained  by  the  same  authority  that 
enacted  them.  Left  to  local  authorities  of  the  several  cities 
and  towns  of  the  Commonwealth  for  enforcement,  it  would 
not  be  long  before  selfish  interests  would  nullify  them  or 
clamor  for  their  repeal.  That  this  is  not  a  fanciful  sugges- 
tion is  evident  from  the  history  of  this  department  in  the 
matter  of  requiring  suitable  sanitation  of  school-houses,  and 
the  adoption  of  measures  imperatively  demanded  by  the 
health  of  school  children. 

Inspectors  have  called  attention  to  the  gravest  defects  in 
drainage  and  ventilation ;  the  teachers  have  been  brought 
into  daily  familiarity  with  the  evils   mentioned   and  have 
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sought  from  the  local  authorities  some  relief;  but,  because 
of  the  aversion  to  spending  money  for  such  purposes  and 
the  proverbial  slowness  of  municipal  bodies  in  such  matters, 
nothing  has  been  done  until  the  ample  powers  of  this  depart- 
ment have  been  invoked  and  the  statutes  enforced. 

It  has  been  sometimes  said  that  the  self-interest  of  owners 
and  managers  of  factories,  workshops  and  similar  industrial 
centres  can  be  depended  upon  to  secure  their  employees 
suitable  conditions  for  their  work.  The  high  character  of 
those  who  have  responsible  charge  of  such  establishments 
here  in  Massachusetts  would,  if  anywhere,  be  a  guaranty  of 
fair  dealing  and  just  treatment.  Experience  has  shown, 
however,  that,  where  the  rights  of  the  obscure  and  uninfluen- 
tial  are  involved,  it  is  not  safe  to  trust  to  the  general  good 
intentions  of  those  who  are  more  inclined  to  yield  to  occa- 
sional charitable  impulse  than  to  make  concessions  to  just 
demands.  The  rights  of  the  industrial  class  are  safer  under 
clear  legal  definitions  and  restrictions  than  when  left  to  the 
average  good  will  of  the  public  or  of  any  selected  number  of 
people. 

It  is  undeniable  that  the  condition  of  what  we  call  the 
working  or  operative  classes  is  vastly  improved.  The  hours 
of  labor,  the  better  ventilation  and  sanitation  of  the  work- 
shops, factories  and  similar  places ;  the  increased  protection 
in  the  use  of  machinery  ;  the  numerous  appliances  for  safety 
and  comfort  during  working  hours ;  the  safeguards  that  are 
80  minute  as  well  as  so  general,  have  simply  revolutionized 
the  lives  of  working  people. 

No  fact  is  better  established  than  that  the  standard  of 
living  is  higher  in  this  country  among  wage  earners  than  in 
Europe.  What  are  luxuries  there,  or  practically  out  of 
reach  of  the  masses,  are  necessities  here.  The  working 
people  are  better  fed,  clothed  and  housed  with  us  than  the 
same  class  are  abroad ;  they  have  more  of  the  comforts  of 
life,  and  have  a  stronger  assurance  of  retaining  them.  The 
doors  of  opportunity  swing  open  to  all  on  demand.  The 
operative,  if  he  is  sober  and  industrious,  can  accomplish 
more  here,  earn  more  for  corresponding  labor,  and,  while 
living  better  and  making  the  most  of  himself,  realize  that 
his  children  have  even  a  brighter  heritage  than  he  had  when 
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he  began  life  on  his  own  account.  State  these  facts  even 
more  strongly,  and  it  cannot  be  properly  inferred  that,  be- 
cause so  much  has  been  accomplished,  nothing  remains  to  be 
done.  Who  shall  set  a  limit  to  the  inventive  genius  of  our 
people?  Who  shall  prescribe  the  bounds  beyond  which 
there  can  be  no  amelioration  of  present  evils? 

The  adjustment  of  the  rate  of  wages  to  the  cost  of  manu- 
facture ;  how  far,  if  at  all,  there  shall  be  a  check  upon  pro- 
duction of  any  article  of  necessity ;  how  to  regulate  wisely 
the  human  tide  that  flows  to  our  shores  from  foreign  countries 
and  periodically  upsets  all  calculations  in  regard  to  the 
supply  and  demand  of  labor,  —  these  and  kindred  problems 
have  much  to  do  with  American  labor  in  its  present  as  well 
as  future  aspects.  If  a  scientific  solution  of  these  questions 
could  be  reached,  the  sum  of  human  happiness  would  be 
greatly  augmented. 

In  regard  to  the  character  and  extent  of  the  duties  de- 
volved by  the  statutes  upon  the  district  police,  it  may  be 
said  that,  in  the  twenty  years  since  this  force  was  estab- 
lished, its  numbers  have  increased  from  nine  officers  to  forty- 
nine.  During  the  first  year  of  its  existence  to  the  district 
police  was  entrusted  the  enforcement  of  the  laws  in  relation 
to  the  hours  of  labor,  the  employment  of  children  and  the 
inspection  of  factories  and  public  buildings.  It  was  evident 
then,  and  still  more  as  the  experience  of  years  is  showing, 
that  the  efficiency  of  such  a  force  requires  something  more 
to  sustain  it  than  its  badge  of  authority  or  the  commission 
of  the  Commonwealth.  Public  confidence  is  accorded  when 
it  is  believed  that  the  officers  of  the  law  are  men  of  integrity, 
and  perform  their  duties  without  fear  or  favor. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  been  constantly  increas- 
ing, not  only  along  the  lines  of  inspection  as  originally  con- 
stituted, but  including  such  additional  provisions  of  the 
statutes  as  successive  Legislatures  have  enacted.  Much 
has  been  done  to  amplify  and  perfect  the  protective  features 
of  the  so-called  labor  laws,  and  consequently  to  add  to  the 
scope  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  the  members  of  the  district 
police. 

In  a  certain  sense  the  work  of  inspection  of  factories, 
school-houses  and  public  buildings  in  any  given  locality 
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mu8t  be  continuous  in  order  to  maintain  the  proper  standard 
demanded  by  the  law.  Conditions  may  be  entirely  satis- 
factory upon  compliance  with  the  directions  of  the  inspector 
in  a  particular  case,  but  it  cannot  be  assumed  that  they  will 
always  remain  so.  Tours  of  inspection  involve  vigilant 
oversight  of  all  matters  which  come  within  the  scope  of  an 
inspector's  duties,  and  in  almost  every  case  require  that  he 
shall  frequently  go  over  the  same  ground.  He  must  see  to 
it  that  notice  is  given  in  cases  where  there  is  clear  violation 
of  law,  and  that  compliance  duly  follows. 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  hours  of  labor  are  liable  to  be 
nullified  by  various  expedients,  which  limit,  if  they  do  not 
destroy,  their  usefulness.  Some  years  ago,  to  illustrate,  a 
few  corporations  claimed  that  under  the  law  they  were  en- 
titled to  take  a  certain  amount  of  time  in  getting  up  speed 
preparatory  to  production,  and  in  practice  there  were  in- 
stances of  machinery  being  started  in  factories  as  much  as 
fifteen  or  twenty  minutes  daily  before  the  hour  scheduled 
for  work  to  begin.  The  operatives  were  required  to  be  in 
their  places  when  steam  was  let  on,  and  when  the  proper 
speed  was  secured  there  was  no  further  delay  in  getting  to 
work,  regardless  of  the  fact  that  the  hour  on  the  schedule 
had  not  arrived.  For  awhile  remonstrance  eflected  no 
change.  In  some  cases  more  flagrant  than  the  rest,  and  in 
which  a  disposition  seemed  to  be  manifested  to  force  a  test 
of  the  law  as  interpi^eted,  prosecutions  followed. 

It  has  always  seemed  to  me  judicious  not  to  be  precipitate 
in  such  cases  and  I  have  summoned  offenders  into  court  as  a 
last  resort.  While  the  statute  in  these  cases  must  be 
reasonably  construed,  the  ingenious  evasions  which  some- 
times confront  us  must  not  be  allowed  to  prevail.  If  the 
laws  bear  equally  upon  all,  then  there  can  be  no  objection 
to  their  general  enforcement;  and  if  to  any  extent  they 
operate  oppressively,  it  is  the  province  of  the  law  makers  to 
amend  or  repeal  them.  I  do  not  understand  that  it  is  my 
duty  to  temper  an  unpopular  law  by  a  lax  enforcement  of 
it.  What  are  called  the  factory  laws  have  always  been  en- 
forced here  in  Massachusetts  with  the  least  possible  friction. 
This  is  doubtless  attributable  chiefly  to  the  fact  that  ample 
discussion  in  the  press  and  elsewhere  has  enlightened  the 
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public  mind  and  paved  the  way  for  suitable  legislation,  and 
to  the  further  fact  that  the  mill  owners  and  managers  are 
usually  high-minded  and  law-abiding  citizens. 

The  Employment  op  Women  and  Minors. 

This  is  a  subject  that  appeals  directly  to  even  the  most 
favored  classes  among  us,  as  does  the  protection  of  opera- 
tives from  unguarded  machinery.  If  under  existing  circum- 
stances women  and  children  must  take  their  places  as  laborers 
in  factories  and  workshops,  their  safety,  health  and  comfort 
must  not  be  left  to  chance.  Here  if  anywhere  the  shield  of 
the  law  must  be  invoked  against  all  preventable  causes  of 
evil  and  danger  incident  to  such  employment. 

The  schooling  of  children  employed  in  manufacturing  and 
mechanical  establishments  is  a  wise  provision  to  reduce  the 
ranks  of  illiteracy,  and  make  more  tolerable  the  presence  of 
minors  in  the  army  of  labor.  It  ought  to  be  said  that  no 
provisions  of  the  law  in  relation  to  children  so  employed  are 
more  faithfully  observed  by  employers  than  those  which  re- 
quire school  attendance,  and  certificates  to  establish  the  fact 
that  the  statute  has  been  fully  complied  with.  A  farmer 
who  consumes  his  seed  corn  for  daily  food  is  not  more  reck- 
less of  his  future  than  the  community  that  allows  its  youth 
to  grow  up  in  ignorance.  No  present  gain  of  paltry  earn- 
ings will  compensate  for  the  loss  of  school  privileges,  which 
fit  the  young  for  future  usefulness  and  the  highest  places  in 
our  American  life.  These  are  among  the  more  prominent 
provisions  of  law  which  command  the  efforts  of  our  oflScers. 

The  Growth  or  Industrial  Legislation. 
I  have  mentioned  in  the  beginning  of  this  report  the  fact 
that  at  the  time  the  Massachusetts  district  police  was  consti- 
tuted, now  more  than  twenty  years  ago,  the  duties  imposed 
upon  it  by  law  were  comparatively  few  and  simple,  and  I 
have  briefly  enumerated  some  of  the  additional  subjects  of 
legislation  that  have  greatly  enlarged  those  duties.  In  this 
connection  I  make  mention  of  the  following  as  showing  the 
growth  of  legislation  for  the  benefit  not  only  of  what  are 
denominated  the  industrial  classes  but  of  the  general  public ; 
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and  I  shall  confine  myself  to  such  statutes  whose  enforcement 
is  enjoined  upon  the  district  police.  I  have  mentioned  a 
number  of  these  statutes  already,  and  will  now  simply  cite 
others  in  order  to  afford  a  more  complete  idea  of  the  scope 
of  our  official  duties  and  to  show  how  these  have  been  ex- 
tended by  successive  enactments :  suitable  communication 
between  the  engineer's  room  and  each  room  where  machinery 
is  run  by  steam,  in  every  manufacturing  establishment ;  the 
maintenance  of  proper  safeguards  at  hatchways,  elevator 
openings  and  well-holes  in  public  buildings,  factories  and 
mercantile  establishments ;  forbidding  the  use  of  portable 
seats  in  aisles  or  passageways  in  public  buildings,  theatres, 
school-houses,  churches,  etc.,  during  any  entertainment  or 
service  held  therein;  requiring  fire-resisting  curtains,  ap- 
proved by  the  inspectors,  for  use  in  all  theatres ;  providing 
competent  watchmen  in  hotels,  also  lights,  gongs  or  other 
suitable  alarms,  and  notices  posted  describing  means  of 
escape  from  fire  in  boarding  and  lodging  houses  above  a  fixed 
capacity  and  in  family  and  public  hotels;  requiring  fire- 
escapes  on  tenement  or  lodging  houses  three  or  more  stories 
in  height ;  prohibiting  during  working  hours  the  locking  of 
any  inside  or  outside  door  of  any  building  in  which  oper- 
atives are  employed  ;  thorough  sanitation  of  public  buildings 
and  school-houses  in  respect  to  cleanliness,  suitable  ventila- 
tion and  sanitary  conveniences ;  the  weekly  payment  of 
wages  by  certain  corporations  to  each  of  their  employees ; 
the  inspection  of  uninsured  boilers  and  the  examination  as 
to  the  competency  of  engineers  and  firemen ;  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  law  relating  to  the  manufacture  of  ready-made 
clothing  made  under  unhealthy  conditions ;  of  the  law  re- 
lating to  the  heating  of  street  railway  cars;  and  of  that 
requiring  specifications  to  be  furnished  to  those  employed 
in  cotton,  worsted  and  woollen  factories. 

It  must  be  obvious  to  those  who  are  familiar  with  what  is 
known  as  labor  legislation  that  in  qo  other  State  can  be  found 
such  a  body  of  laws,  guarding  with  extreme  care  and  wisdom 
the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  operatives,  yet  not  encroach- 
ing upon  long-established  vested  interests  upon  whose  pros- 
perity so  much  depends.  That  such  legislation  is  within 
the  proper  domain  of  the  law-making  power  is  no  longer 
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a  subject  of  practical  discussioDy  since  the  policy  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  this  direction  has  been  settled  for  a  long 
period. 

Child  Labor  and  Education. 

In  relation  to  child  labor  in  factories  and  mercantile  estab- 
lishmentd)  the  age  limit  of  fourteen  years,  the  system  of 
compulsory  schooling,  including  the  requirements  that  such 
minors  shall  be  able  to  read  and  write  simple  sentences  in 
the  English  language,  are  features  of  Massachusetts  labor 
laws  that,  in  all  human  probability,  will  never  be  materially 
changed  unless  experience  shall  show  the  need  to  strengthen 
them.  Aside  from  the  interest  which  the  State  has  in  afford- 
ing educational  advantages  to  these  young  people,  it  is  a  real 
benefit  to  them  to  encourage  and  stimulate  mental  activity 
and  make  still  more  available  the  intellectual  advancement 
which  shall  be  a  common  heritage.  The  great  watchword 
of  the  youth  of  our  country  is  opportunity.  As  far  as 
human  laws  can  control,  let  them  provide  for  the  removal 
of  all  artificial  barriers,  and  afford  the  most  liberal  equip- 
ment for  the  broadest  education  of  all  the  children.  While 
it  is  not  improbable  that  efforts  will  be  occasionally  made  to 
bring  about  more  or  less  radical  changes  in  our  labor  laws, 
and  while  it  would  be  presumptuous  to  claim  that  they 
cannot  be  improved,  it  is  reasonably  certain  that  no  re- 
actionary movement  will  succeed.  If  amendments  are  made, 
such  changes  will  be  in  accord  with  the  existing  policy  of 
the  Commonwealth.  Massachusetts  has  assumed  the  lead 
among  the  States  in  respect  to  protective  legislation  for  the 
industrial  classes,  so  far  as  we  may  distinguish  these  from 
the  population  generally.  She  does  not  intend  to  relinquish 
her  leadership. 

One  question  has  been  raised  from  the  beginning,  which 
is,  whether  or  not  legislation  of  this  kind  does  not  make 
it  impossible  for  our  manufacturing  industries  to  compete 
successfully  with  those  of  other  States  of  the  Union  not 
having  laws  fixing  the  limit  of  hours  of  labor  for  women 
and  minors.  In  many  other  States  there  are  no  restrictions, 
the  limit  of  employment  rests  with  the  employer ;  and  in  a 
number  of  States  the  age  at  which  children  can  be  employed 
in  all  classes  of  work  is  optional  with  him.     Now,  it  has 
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been  urged,  with  some  appearance  of  plausibility,  that  the 
State  which  maintains  restrictive  factory  laws  and  a  rigid 
system  of  inspection  is  heavily  handicapped,  and  that,  for 
that  reason  Massachusetts  cannot  long  successfully  compete 
in  manufactures  with  States  that  do  not  impose  such  restric- 
tions. In  the  early  days  of  the  discussion  relative  to  the 
limitation  of  the  hours  of  labor  the  most  strenuous  opposi- 
tion to  such  legislation  was  based  upon  the  theory  that  it 
would  be  disastrous  to  the  manufacturing  industries  of 
Massachusetts.  To  shorten  the  hours  of  labor,  it  was  said, 
would  reduce  the  production  of  our  factories,  and  increase 
the  running  expenses,  unless  wages  should  be  cut  down  to 
meet  the  changed  condition.  The  evils  predicted  have  not 
come  to  pass.  It  is  at  least  probable,  if  it  cannot  be  claimed 
as  an  ascertained  fact,  that,  taking  a  reasonable  period  for 
the  basis  of  comparison,  better  work  and  more  of  it  is  done 
by  the  operatives  than  under  the  former  system  of  unre- 
stricted hours  of  labor.  Certainly  child  labor  ought  to 
be,  and  probably  is,  more  productive  under  present  limita- 
tions. This  view  regards  the  operative  simply  as  a  part  of 
the  machinery  of  production.  It  is  the  financial  view  of  the 
subject.  Substantially  it  becomes  a  question  whether  the 
schedule  of  hours  for  labor  should  be  fixed  in  accordance  to 
the  limit  of  human  endurance,  or  with  a  view  solely  to  the 
profit  of  production.  If  the  wear  of  machinery  is  excessive 
when  it  is  run  beyond  a  certain  limit  of  speed,  then  a  suit- 
able reduction  of  speed  becomes  an  economical  necessity. 
It  may  be  assumed  that  no  legislation  in  this  Commonwealth 
would  insist  upon  maintaining  a  policy  whose  effect  would 
be  the  destruction  of  our  manufacturing  supremacy.  If  it 
were  demonstrated  that  such  would  be  the  probable  result 
unless  all  the  restrictive  statutes  enacted  in  the  supposed 
interests  of  labor  were  repealed,  then  other  considerations 
would  enter  into  the  decision,  and  possibly  control  it.  It 
cannot  be  shown  that  the  laws  in  question  have  wrought 
injury  to  any  interest ;  but  it  is  true  that  they  have  been 
highly  beneficial  to  those  most  deeply  concerned.  The  con- 
dition of  operatives,  of  women  and  minors  as  well  as  men, 
have  been  greatly  improved.  Who  is  injured  when  our 
inspectors  enforce  the  laws  in  relation  to  the  hours  of  labor, 
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concerning  the  ventilation  of  factories  and  workshops,  their 
proper  sanitation,  and  the  health  requirements  generally  ? 

In  the  cotton  industry,  which  has  assumed  somewhat  large 
proportions  in  the  south,  it  has  been  said  that  the  services  of 
men  and  women  can  be  obtained  in  the  mills  for  eleven  and 
twelve  hours  a  day ;  that  children  of  tender  years  are  put  to 
work  there  for  very  slender  wages ;  that  the  cotton  manu- 
facturing business  is  wholly  free  from  the  oversight  of  State 
inspectors;  that  there  are  no  laws  concerning  ventilation, 
and  no  troublesome  requirements  respecting  sanitation  or 
anything  else  that  affects  the  health  and  well  being  of  those 
employed.  It  has  been  urged  that,  in  order  to  sustain  our 
cotton  mills  and  to  prevent  the  extinction  of  our  cotton 
manufactures,  we  must  make  radical  changes  in  the  labor 
laws  of  our  Commonwealth.  To  what  extent  these  changes 
must  be  made,  and  in  what  particulars,  has  not  been  stated. 
Shall  the  ten-hour  law  be  repealed?  Shall  the  age  limit  and 
the  schooling  required  of  minors  be  abolished  ?  Shall  women 
spend  all  the  hours  of  daylight  in  the  factory?  Shall  we 
remove  from  our  statutes  all  reference  to  health  conditions 
of  wage  earners?  When  that  is  done,  if  it  ever  shall  be 
done,  Massachusetts  will  have  abdicated  her  honorable  leader- 
ship among  the  States. 

HEARma    BEFORE  THE   INDUSTRIAL   COMMISSION   AT   WASH- 
INGTON. 

On  the  seventh  day  of  March,  1899,  at  the  request  of  the 
Industrial  Commission,  which  was  then  in  session  at  Wash- 
ington, I  appeared  and  furnished  testimony  upon  the  indus- 
trial questions  then  under  inquiry,  and  upon  invitation  gave 
such  information  as  I  possessed  relative  to  the  labor  laws  of 
Massachusetts  and  the  condition  of  our  wage  earners. 

I  stated  in  substance  that  when  I  took  charge  of  this  de- 
partment and  investigated  the  conditions  of  factory  life,  I 
found  little  children  at  work,  ranging  in  age  from  eight  to 
eleven  years,  some  of  them  performing  what  would  properly 
be  considered  now  as  adult  labor.  I  found  that  the  hours 
of  labor  exceeded  sixty  per  week.  The  ventilation  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  factories  I  found  to  be  poor.     As 
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a  general  thing,  the  shops  were  uncleanly,  and  devoid  of 
such  comforts  as  might  reasonably  have  been  expected.  In 
some  districts,  notably  in  Lowell  and  Lawrence,  there  were 
gratifying  exceptions.  At  that  time  the  law  put  the  burden 
of  proof  upon  the  prosecution  to  show  that  the  violations  of 
its  provisions  were  **  wilful.^  It  was  found  that  this  was 
impracticable,  and  in  1879  the  word  **  wilful  **  was  stricken 
out  of  the  statute.  Another  almost  insuperable  difficulty 
occurred  in  the  attempt  to  secure  evidence  that  the  hours  of 
labor  had  exceeded  more  than  sixty  a  week.  We  were 
obliged  to  cover  the  whole  period.  Then  the  law  was 
further  amended,  and  it  was  required  that  a  schedule  should 
be  posted,  stating  the  time  of  commencement  and  stopping 
of  each  day's  work.  After  that  the  law  worked  very  satis- 
factorily, until  now  there  is  no  more  friction  or  dissatis- 
faction. The  manufacturers  all  over  the  State  willingly  and 
cheerfully  comply  with  the  numerous  labor  and  industrial 
laws  of  Massachusetts. 

The  initial  legislation  was  the  so-called  ten-hour  law,  fix- 
ing the  hours  of  labor,  which  was  passed  by  our  Legislature 
in  1874. 

The  weekly  payment  law  has  succeeded  in  Massachusetts. 
All  our  large  corporations  pay  weekly^  and  the  law  has  been 
improved  so  as  to  apply  to  firms  as  well  as  individuals. 

As  to  the  employment  of  women  and  children  in  mills, 
my  observation  and  official  experience  show  that  whatever 
pertains  to  the  health  and  reasonable  comfort  of  women  and 
children  wage  earners  in  Massachusetts  has  been  safely 
guarded  in  our  laws,  which  are  generally  obeyed. 

In  reference  to  the  sanitary  conditions,  when  I  made  in- 
spections of  factories  in  1879  the  sanitary  appliances  for 
operatives  provided  no  privacy  of  the  sexes  whatever.  They 
had  no  separate  water-closets  for  women.  Now,  under  the 
statute  separate  water-closets  must  be  provided  and  be  prop- 
erly designated  <*  women ''  and  **  men,**  and  be  as  remote  as 
possible  from  each  other. 

Another  wise  provision  for  the  comfort  of  women  em- 
ployed in  factories  and  mercantile  establishments  was  the 
seats  with  which  they  must  be  supplied,  so  that  they  might 
occasionally  rest  during  the  day,  if  they  had  the  oppor- 
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tanily.  Farthermore,  the  ventilation  of  our  workshops  has 
been  much  improved. 

The  limit  of  age  of  children  is  fourteen  years.  That 
change  was  made  by  my  suggestion  last  year ;  the  number 
of  children  displaced  from  the  mills  by  reason  of  the  in- 
crease of  the  age  limit  was  less  than  one  hundred.  No  chil- 
dren can  be  employed  in  any  capacity  in  Massachusetts  under 
the  age  of  fourteen  years.  It  has  become  the  settled  policy 
of  the  State  to  secure  suitable  education  for  the  children 
before  they  are  allowed  to  become  wage-earners,  and  that 
has  been  the  central  feature  since  the  limit  of  age  was  grad- 
ually raised  from  eight  to  fourteen  years.  It  seemed  to  me 
that  to  secure  a  suitable  amount  of  schooling  for  these  chil- 
dren was  the  first  duty  owed  to  them.  A  child  who  attends 
public  school  until  he  is  fourteen  years  of  age  has  developed 
a  fair  amount  of  intelligence,  and  may  properly  be  allowed 
to  earn  the  wages  which  are  essential  assistance  in  the  family 
in  many  cases.  Some  questions  were  asked  relative  to  the 
half-time  system,  which  is,  as  in  England,  that  the  child 
employed  in  a  mill  works  a  half  day  and  attends  school  a 
half  day.  That  system  has  been  tried  to  some  extent  in 
Massachusetts,  but  it  has  not  been  generally  adopted ;  and 
the  present  law  in  respect  to  the  employment  of  children, 
which  is  fifty-eight  hours  a  week,  is  fully  as  advantageous  to 
them. 

Among  the  opportunities  for  education  after  work  hours 
may  be  mentioned  the  laws  by  which  every  city  of  ten 
thousand  inhabitants  or  more  is  required  to  maintain  night 
schools.  These  are  fully  attended  and  secure  good  results. 
This  is  compulsory  education  for  them ;  it  lasts  as  long  as 
they  are  minors,  and  they  cannot  be  employed  until  they 
can  read  and  write  simple  sentences  in  the  English  language. 
They  have  the  opportunity  to  learn  more  than  what  is  re- 
quired as  an  elementary  requisite.  The  school  books  are 
furnished  to  all  pupils  in  Massachusetts  free  of  expense. 

Inquiry  was  made  as  to  the  sweat  shop  system,  and  I 
answered  generally  that  when  I  investigated  the  matter  I 
found  clothing  was  made  under  decidedly  unhealthy  con- 
ditions, which  seemed  to  invite  contagious  diseases.  The 
rigid  law  which  was  promptly  enacted  and  later  improved 
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was  enforced  until  that  evil  has  been  practically  abolished  in 
our  Commonwealth.  The  law  applies  to  the  homes  of  those 
who  do  this  class  of  garment  work.  The  principal  feature 
of  this  work  is  that  before  any  one  can  obtain  clothing  to 
make,  repair,  alter  or  mend,  he  must  first  give  notice  that 
he  intends  to  do  the  work,  and  where  he  intends  to  do  it. 
That  of  course  brings  it  immediately  to  the  attention  of  the 
inspection  department.  The  inspector  goes  to  the  designated 
premises,  and,  if  he  finds  it  cleanly  and  a  suitable  place  in 
which  to  do  such  work,  a  license  is  issued.  Then  the  in- 
spection is  continued  by  the  oflScers  detailed  who  have  charge 
of  the  houses  in  which  this  clothing  is  made.  If  uncleanli- 
ness  is  found,  or  any  of  the  provisions  of  the  law  are  not 
complied  with,  the  license  is  revoked,  and  that  stops  it. 

In  regard  to  cleanly  workrooms,  more  adequate  sanitary 
provisions,  the  safeguarding  of  machinery,  ventilation  of 
factories  and  workshops  and  general  advance  in  reasonable 
comforts  of  living,  it  is  my  opinion  that  the  condition  of  the 
wage-earners  is  vastly  improved  in  comparison  with  twenty- 
five  years  ago,  when  it  was  the  merest  drudgery. 

The  question  was  asked  if  the  factory  inspection  laws  are 
sufficient.  I  stated  that  they  are,  and  that  they  are  not  only 
eflTective,  but  are  complied  with  cheerfully  by  the  manufact- 
urers. No  complaint  comes  from  them,  nor  from  the 
operatives. 

Taking  a  general  view  of  the  situation,  I  hope  we  shall 
ultimately  have  uniform  industrial  laws  in  the  several  States ; 
and  I  should  recommend  compulsory  school  laws,  a  limitation 
of  fifty-eight  hours  a  week,  and  a  law  providing  that  no  chil- 
dren under  fourteen  years  of  age  should  be  employed  in  any 
capacity  in  manufacturing,  mechanical  or  mercantile  estab- 
lishments, in  order  that  their  childhood  should  be  devoted 
to  proper  physical  growth  and  elementary  educational  train- 
ing. These  and  similar  points  were  covered  by  me  in  my 
remarks  before  the  Industrial  Commission. 

Fire-escapes  . 
Provisions  for  escape  from  hotels  and  other  buildings  in 
the  event  of  fire  are  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  public 
chiefly  by  the  occurrence  of  some  awful  calamity  like  that  of 
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recent  date  in  a  much-freqaented  and  costly  hotel,  bailt  of 
brick  in  its  outer  walls,  and  supposed  to  be  at  least  semi- 
fireproof.  It  was  entirely  enveloped  in  flames  in  less  than 
thirty  minutes  from  the  time  the  alarm  was  given.  The 
amazing  rapidity  of  its  destruction,  and  the  great  loss  of  life, 
in  such  a  locality,  the  centre  of  a  leading  city,  in  broad  day- 
light, with  boundless  resources  for  the  extinguishing  of  fires, 
are  indeed  appalling  features,  and  should  demand  immediate 
attention,  with  a  view  to  prevent,  if  possible,  a  repetition 
of  such  horrors.  Whatever  legislation  can  do,  in  the  light 
of  accumulated  experiences,  to  furnish  protection  to  guests  of 
hotels,  has  been  done  in  our  Commonwealth.  Apparently 
human  wisdom  has  devised  all  proper  means  of  prevention 
and  escape  in  the  last  resort.  Cards  of  directions  to  guests, 
containing  explicit  instructions  what  to  do  in  case  of  alarm 
of  fire,  are  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  each  room. 
There  are  fire  gongs,  never  used  except  at  fire  alarms  ;  there 
are  red  lights,  locating  the  stairways  and  other  means  of 
exit ;  there  are  fire  pails  and  extinguishers  on  every  floor ; 
watchmen  and  other  employees  on  duty  all  night ;  balconies 
and  fire-escapes  suitably  located,  and  the  approaches  plainly 
indicated.  Could  human  ingenuity  add  to  these  multiplied 
means  of  escape  ?  It  would  seem  not.  Yet  all  these  pre- 
cautions are  of  little  or  no  avail  to  those  who  become  para- 
lyzed by  fright  when  the  moment  for  action  comes.  In 
many  of  the  large  hotels  in  New  York  and  other  States  each 
room  is  provided  with  a  rope,  suspended  near  a  window,  and 
long  enough  to  reach  the  ground ;  but  the  presence  of  mind, 
courage  and  strength  to  properly  use  such  an  appliance  are 
not  combined  in  many  persons.  To  slide  down  a  rope  from 
a  considerable  height,  without  sustaining  severe  injuries, 
requires  a  sailor's  training,  and  very  little  reliance  can  be 
safely  placed  on  such  a  means  of  escape  from  fire.  In  the 
case  of  women  and  children  it  would  be  a  perilous  experiment. 
The  innate  difficulties  of  handling  a  fire  in  the  extremely 
high  buildings  in  our  large  cities  constitutes  an  additional 
risk  to  the  inmates.  In  case  of  fire  of  any  considerable 
magnitude,  the  flames  would  travel  with  such  rapidity  that 
the  diflBculty  of  reaching  them  would  be  greatly  enhanced. 
Stand  pipes  are  useless  without  an  adequate  supply  of  water, 
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and  at  such  an  elevation  the  force  of  the  water  would  be  in- 
sufficient. It  has  been  stated  that  the  highest  distance  in 
the  air  that  an  effective  fire  stream  can  be  thrown  is  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet ;  although  by  means  of  the  water 
tower,  with  three  powerful  steam  engines  concentrated  into 
it,  effective  service  might  be  done  in  a  structure  the  height 
of  the  Ames  building,  but  it  is  extremely  problematical. 
These  statements  are  interesting  when  we  consider  their 
applicability  to  the  hotels,  the  height  of  some  of  which  would 
tax  the  limit  of  our  fire  service.  Before  any  safety  appli- 
ances can  be  of  much  use  to  the  guests  or  inmates  of  a  hotel, 
an  indispensable  requisite  is  that  each  person  shall,  as  soon 
as  registered  and  shown  to  a  room,  acquaint  himself  with  all 
the  means  for  sudden  egress  which  that  hotel  affords,  the 
location  of  the  stairways,  their  windings  and  outlets,  the 
exits  by  the  fire-escapes  and  otherwise.  Such  knowledge 
will  inspire  confidence  in  the  most  timid,  and  is  certainly  no 
more  than  reasonable  precaution. 


Inspection  of  Buildings. 

The  inspection  of  buildings  alleged  to  be  unsafe  or  dan- 
gerous to  life  and  limb  in  case  of  fire  or  otherwise  has  en- 
gaged the  attention  of  the  members  of  this  force  in  a  number 
of  cases.  The  submission  to  the  inspector  for  approval  of  a 
copy  of  the  plans  and  specifications  of  buildings  designed 
for  public  purposes,  as  factories,  workshops,  mercantile 
buildings,  hotels,  apartment  houses,  lodging  or  tenement 
houses  (above  a  certain  height) ,  furnishes  a  broad  and  im- 
portant field  for  the  officers  of  the  inspection  department, 
and  a  degree  of  experience  and  care  which  such  examinations 
require. 

Protection  from  Accidents. 

In  order  to  make  more  effective  the  means  of  protection 
for  those  engaged  in  industrial  pursuits,  and  to  discover  pos- 
sible defects  in  the  law  governing  such  matters,  it  has  been 
deemed  wise  to  require  that  reports  in  full  detail  shall  be 
made  to  this  department  by  all  manufisicturers,  manu&ctur- 
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ing  corporations  and  proprietors  of  mercantile  establishments, 
of  any  accident  to  an  employee  in  any  factory  or  manufact- 
uring establishments  operated  by  them,  whenever  the  acci- 
dent results  in  the  death  of  said  employee,  or  causes  bodily 
injury  of  such  a  nature  as  to  prevent  the  person  injured  from 
returning  to  his  work  within  four  days  after  the  occurrence 
of  the  accident  so  reported  to  me,  together  with  a  statement 
of  the  name  of  the  person  injured,  the  city  or  town  where 
the  accident  occurred,  and  the  cause  thereof.  These  reports 
are  kept  in  this  ofiBce,  and  an  abstract  of  the  same  will  be 
found  elsewhere  in  this  document.  How  far  the  law  in 
question  acts  in  the  direction  of  inducing  greater  care  in  the 
making  and  maintenance  of  machinery  and  appliances  for 
use  of  operatives  and  others,  and  fixing  liability  for  such 
accidents,  may  not  be  determined  by  statistics.  There  is, 
however,  an  obvious  advantage  in  having  a  record  of  these 
accidents,  as  it  tends  to  show  what  should  be  done  to  prevent 
their  occurrence,  and  furnishes  a  mass  of  information  for  the 
guidance  of  the  Legislature.  No  methods  of  protection  or 
of  prevention  are  of  any  avail  in  cases  of  gross  negligence 
or  recklessness ;  but  whatever  dangers  are  preventable 
should  be  eliminated  so  far  as  it  can  be  done  by  legislation. 
The  accidents  that  are  reported  to  this  department  in 
pursuance  of  the  law  are  by  no  means  confined  to  such  as 
occur  from  the  use  of  machinery  or  of  any  motive  power. 
Although  a  considerable  proportion  are  thus  caused,  many 
of  the  accidents  reported  are,  as  might  be  expected,  caused 
by  carelessness  on  the  part  of  those  injured,  in  cleaning 
machinery  while  it  is  in  motion  or  in  the  performance  of 
some  other  equally  reckless  act.  The  constantly  increasing 
use  of  electricity  creates  new  perils  from  which  an  increase 
of  accidents  for  a  time  may  be  expected. 

Elevators. 
Another  frightful  cause  of  accidents  has  been  the  use  of 
elevators  for  carrying  goods  and  passengers  to  the  upper 
stories  of  buildings.  There  has  been  a  steady  increase  in 
the  number  of  elevators  provided  for  such  services.  The 
great  height  of  buildings  occupied  for  offices  and  for  manu- 
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&cturiDg,  mechanical  and  commercial  uses  necessitates  the 
employment  of  elevators.  The  great  speed  at  which  many 
of  these  are  operated,  the  rapid  opening  and  closing  of  the 
doors  at  each  landing  while  passengers  are  entering  or 
leaving  the  car,  the  constant  danger  of  defective  running 
gear  and  other  machinery,  are  among  the  perils  incident 
to  the  use  of  this  modern  perpendicular  method  of  rapid 
transit.  Everything  that  experience  has  shown  to  be  essen- 
tial to  safety  in  the  construction  and  management  of  elevators 
has  been  provided,  except  some  apparently  necessary  regu- 
lations as  to  the  speed  that  should  be  required.  In  former 
reports  I  have  stated  my  reason  for  the  belief  that  in  respect 
to  the  excessive  rate  of  speed  at  which  many  elevators 
are  operated,  especially  in  large  oflSce  buildings  in  which 
thousands  are  accommodated  daily,  the  point  of  danger  has 
been  almost  reached,  and  that  in  my  opinion  it  was  neces- 
sary to  impose  some  restrictions  as  to  such  speed  in  order  to 
guard  against  casualties.  I  have  seen  nothing  to  change  my 
views  upon  this  subject,  and  believe  it  to  be  my  duty  to 
repeat  former  suggestions  in  relation  thereto. 

The  earliest  legislation  in  relation  to  elevators  provided 
that  all  elevator  cabs  or  cars,  whether  used  for  freight  or 
passengers,  should  be  provided  with  some  suitable  mechani- 
cal device,  to  be  approved  by  the  inspector  of  factories  and 
public  buildings,  whereby  the  cabs  or  cars  will  be  securely 
held  in  the  event  of  accident  to  the  shipper  rope  or  hoisting 
machinery,  or  from  any  similar  cause.  If  inspection  showed 
that  an  elevator  was  unsafe  or  dangerous  to  use,  or  had  not 
been  constructed  in  the  manner  required  by  law,  its  use  was 
interdicted  until  such  elevator  was  made  safe  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  the  inspectors.  These  provisions  seemed  to  cover 
the  sources  of  danger  in  the  use  of  elevators  and  in  possible 
faults  of  construction.  Approved  automatic  attachments  are 
now  in  general  use,  and,  with  such  inspection  as  is  constantly 
made,  not  only  by  the  inspectors  of  this  department  but  also 
by  employees  of  the  accident  insurance  companies,  it  seems 
that  the  risk  in  the  use  of  elevators  has  been  reduced  to  the 
minimum. 
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Operation  of  the  Laws  relating  to  Inspection  of 
Boilers  and  the  Examination  of  Engineers  and 
Firemen. 
During  the  past  year  more  time  has  been  given  by  the  in- 
spectors to  the  inspection  of  boilers  than  had  been  possible 
in  the  preceding  years,  and,  from  the  large  number  of  de- 
fects found  and  the  large  number  of  orders  issued,  it  appears 
that  such  attention  was  needed.  The  passage  in  1895,  at 
the  same  time,  of  the  law  requiring  the  inspection  of  boilers 
and  the  law  requiring  the  examination  of  all  engineers  and 
firemen,  made  it  impossible  to  give  the  boilers  the  attention 
they  needed  and  which  the  law  contemplated  they  should 
have.  It  being  a  penal  offence  to  operate  a  boiler  or  engine 
without  a  license,  the  demands  upon  the  inspectors  by  en- 
gineers and  firemen  desiring  licenses  was  so  considerable 
that  the  boilers  could  not  be  inspected  as  extensively  as 
was  desired.  Those  boilers  were  inspected,  however,  where 
there  was  any  doubt  as  to  their  condition,  and  inquiry  by 
the  inspectors  of  those  persons  being  examined  as  to  when 
and  how  theii*  boilers  were  last  inspected  led  to  the  reveal- 
ing of  many  old  and  neglected  boilers  needing  immediate 
attention,  and  those  boilers  received  such  attention.  It 
should  be  possible,  however,  to  inspect  a  boiler  once  a  year. 
During  the  year  defects  may  develop  that  need  attention, 
and  which  without  such  attention  soon  become  dangerous  and 
the  boiler  a  menace  to  those  working  about  it.  The  grad- 
ual disposal  of  the  large  number  of  applicants  for  licenses 
has  made  it  possible  in  some  of  the  districts  of  the  State 
to  proceed  with  an  annual  inspection,  and  it  is  the  intention 
to  have  all  boilers  coming  under  the  supervision  of  this  de- 
partment receive  such  annual  inspection.  It  has  been  pos- 
sible this  year  to  give  a  more  general  inspection  and  more 
attention  to  this  important  branch  of  the  work,  and  from  the 
reports  received  much  good  has  been  accomplished.  Boilers 
insured  in  boiler  insurance  companies  are  exempted  from 
State  inspection,  and  up  to  this  year  no  objection  could  be 
found  to  this  practice ;  but  that  this  exemption  will  not  re- 
sult at  some  time  in  boiler  insurance  companies  carrying 
risks  they  ought  not  to  carry,  and  permitting  boilers  to  be 
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operated  at  too  high  a  pressure,  is  not  assured.  I  do  not 
feel  that  it  is  necessary  to  make  any  recommendations  upon 
this  matter,  but  if  it  should  become  noticeable  that  new 
companies  come  into  the  State  and  insure  boilers,  exempt- 
ing them  from  State  inspection,  and  these  boilers  are  per- 
mitted to  be  operated  at  too  high  a  pressure,  attention  will 
be  called  to  the  matter  and  a  remedy  suggested.  The  ex- 
emption of  the  boilers  insured  by  the  insurance  companies 
has  been  upon  the  ground  that  they  were  already  carefully 
inspected  and  did  not  need  a  second  inspection. 

During  the  year  more  attention  has  been  directed  to  the 
boilers  used  for  heating  large  apartment  houses  and  hotels, 
and  in  many  of  these  many  changes  were  needed.  Compe- 
tition in  the  erection  of  some  of  these  plants  had  led  to  the 
cutting  out  of  fittings  not  absolutely  necessary  to  the  work- 
ing of  the  boiler,  but  yet  whose  absence  caused  a  danger. 
In  some  cases  no  check  valves  were  provided  upon  the  return 
pipes,  and  accidents  had  occurred ;  or  the  boiler  was  open 
at  any  time  to  an  accident,  due  to  the  forcing  of  water  out 
of  the  boiler  into  the  returns  in  the  building,  which  accident 
would  be  prevented  by  the  provision  of  a  check  valve  in  the 
returns.  It  has  always  been  deemed  necessary  to  have  a 
safety  valve  on  a  boiler  to  relieve  the  boiler  of  surplus  steam 
and  prevent  the  pressure  increasing ;  but  the  inspectors' 
reports  have  showed  that  something  bearing  the  name  safety 
valve  had  been  used,  whereas  the  valve  was  a  safety  valve 
in  name  only,  and  altogether  too  small  to  keep  down  the 
pressure  of  steam  should  occasion  require  tt.  That  there 
might  be  an  understanding  as  to  what  was  deemed  necessary 
for  the  safety  of  the  boiler,  the  following  set  of  requirements 
have  been  printed  and  have  been  submitted  to  the  various 
steam  fitters  for  their  guidance  in  the  erection  of  such  work 
in  the  future  :  — 

Requirements  of  Boiler  Inspection  Department  of  District  Police 
as  to  Fittings  for  Low-pressure  Heating  Boilers. 

Upon  all  steam  boilers  used  for  heating  purposes,  having  a  grate 
area  of  over  two  square  feet,  and  subject  to  inspection  by  this 
department,  the  following  fittings  must  be  provided,  being  deemed 
necessary  for  safety :  — 
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One  safety  valve  on  each  boiler,  with  no  obstruction  between 
valve  and  boiler.  If  pressure  carried  is  to  be  below  twenty-five 
pounds,  the  least  area  of  the  safety  valv.e  in  inches  is  to  be  reckoned 
by  dividing  the  area  of  grate  in  square  feet  by  two  and  a  half  if  a 
pop  valve  is  used,  or  by  two,  if  a  lever,  dead-weight  or  simple 
spring  valve  is  used. 

One  steam  gauge  on  each  boiler,  connected  with  syphon  or 
equivalent  device  between  gauge  and  boiler,  to  fill  gauge  spring 
with  water.  The  supply  pipe  is  to  come  from  steam  space  of 
boiler. 

Each  boiler  must  have  at  least  two  try  cocks,  the  lower  one  to 
be  placed  two  and  a  half  inches  above  fusible  plug  or  lowest  safe 
water  line.  Where  a  glass  is  also  used,  the  lower  end  of  glass 
must  be  above  the  fusible  plug  or  lowest  safe  water  line. 

Each  boiler  must  be  provided  with  stop  valve  on  main  steam 
pipe  leading  from  boiler.  Each  boiler  must  have  check  valve  and 
stop  valve  on  main  return  pipe. 

Where  a  damper  regulator  is  used,  the  pressure  supply  pipe 
must  be  taken  from  the  steam  space  of  the  boiler  with  water  syphon. 

Safety  Valves  for  High  Pressure. 
If  pressure  carried  is  between  twenty-five  and  one  hundred 
pounds,  the  area  of  safety  valve  in  inches  shall  equal  the  area  of 
grate  in  square  feet  divided  by  three,  for  lever  or  dead- weight 
valves,  and  by  three  and  a  half  for  pop  valves.  If  pressure  is 
above  one  hundred  pounds,  divide  by  five  for  pop  valves  and  four 
for  lever  or  dead- weight  valves. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  recommended  that  the  law 
relating  to  the  examination  of  engineers  and  firemen  be 
more  clearly  defined.  Previous  to  that  time  it  had  not 
seemed  to  me  wise  to  recommend  any  change  until  the  law 
had  been  in  force  a  few  years,  and  more  data  was  available 
upon  which  an  amended  law  could  be  based.  There  were 
many  parts  of  the  old  laws  that  were  vague,  the  powers 
conveyed  by  the  diflferent  licenses  authorized  to  be  issued 
were  not  clearly  stated,  and  much  uncertainty  existed  as  to 
what  kind  of  license  was  required  for  the  diflferent  types  of 
steam  plants.  To  overcome  this  difficulty  the  Legislature 
passed  an  act,  chapter  368  of  the  Acts  of  1899,  which  was 
approved  May  12,  and  went  into  effect  ui)on  its  passage. 
It  is  as  follows  :  — 
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An  Act  relative  to  the  Licensing  of  Engineers  and  Firemen, 
Section  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  have  charge 
of  or  to  operate  a  steam  boiler  or  engine  in  this  Commonwealth, 
except  boilers  and  engines  upon  locomotives,  motor  road  vehicles, 
boilers  in  private  residences,  boilers  in  apartment  houses  of  less 
than  five  flats,  boilers  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States, 
boilers  used  for  agricultural  purposes  exclusively,  boilers  of  less 
than  eight  horse  power,  and  boilers  used  for  heating  purposes 
exclusively  which  are  provided  with  a  device  approved  by  the 
chief  of  the  district  police  limiting  the  pressure  carried  to  fifteen 
pounds  to  the  square  inch,  unless  he  holds  a  license  as  hereinafter 
provided  ;  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  owner  or  user  of  any 
steam  boiler  or  engine,  other  than  those  boilers  or  engines  above 
excepted,  to  operate  or  cause  to  be  operated  a  steam  boiler  or 
engine  for  a  period  of  more  than  one  week,  unless  the  persons  in 
charge  and  operating  such  boiler  or  engine  are  duly  licensed. 

Sect.  2.  If  any  such  steam  engine  or  boiler  is  found  at  any 
time  in  charge  of  or  operated  by  any  person  who  is  not  a  duly 
licensed  engineer  or  fireman,  and  if  after  a  lapse  of  one  week 
from  such  time  the  same  is  again  found  to  be  operated  by  a  person 
or  peraons  not  duly  licensed,  it  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence 
of  a  violation  of  section  one  of  this  act. 

Sect.  3.  Any  person  desiring  to  act  as  engineer  or  fireman 
shall  make  application  for  a  license  to  so  act,  to  the  examiner  of 
engineers  for  the  city  or  town  in  which  he  resides  or  is  employed, 
upon  blanks  to  be  furnished  by  the  examiner.  The  application 
must  show  his  experience  during  the  preceding  three  years  or  time 
of  service.  The  applicant  shall  be  given  a  practical  examination, 
and  if  found  competent  and  trustworthy,  he  shall  receive  within 
six  days  after  the  examination,  a  license  graded  according  to  the 
merits  of  his  examination,  irrespective  of  the  grade  of  license  for 
which  he  applies.  The  applicant  shall  have  the  privilege  of  having 
one  person  present  during  his  examination,  who  shall  take  no  part 
in  the  same,  but  who  may  take  notes,  if  he  so  desires.  No  person 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  more  than  one  examination  within 
ninety  days,  except  in  the  case  of  an  appeal  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided. A  license  shall  continue  in  force  for  three  years,  or  until 
the  same  is  revoked  for  incompetency  or  untrustworthiness ;  and 
a  license  shall  remain  revoked  until  a  new  license  is  granted.  A 
license,  unless  so  revoked,  shall  at  the  end  of  said  three  years  be 
renewed  by  an  examiner  of  engineers  upon  application  and  with- 
out examination,  if  the  application  for  renewal  is  made  within 
six  months  of  expiration  of  license.     In  case  a  new  license  of 
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different  grade  is  issued,  the  old  license  mast  be  destroyed  in  the 
presence  of  the  examiner.  In  case  of  the  loss  of  a  license  by 
fire  or  other  means,  a  new  license  shall  be  issued  in  its  place, 
without  re-examination,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  such  loss  to  an 
examiner. 

Sect.  4.  Licenses  shall  be  granted  according  to  the  competency 
of  the  applicant  and  shall  be  distributed  in  the  following  classes  : 
Engineers'  licenses,  —  first  class,  unlimited  in  horse  power.  Second 
class,  to  have  charge  of  and  operate  any  boiler  or  boilers  and  any 
engine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  fifty  horse  power.  Third 
class,  to  have  charge  of  and  operate  any  single  boiler  and  any 
engine  not  exceeding  fifty  horse  power.  Firemen's  licenses,  — 
first,  to  operate  any  boiler  or  boilers.  Second,  to  have  charge  of 
and  operate  low  pressure  heating  boilers  where  the  pressure  carried 
is  less  than  twenty-five  pounds  to  the  square  inch.  Any  person 
desiring  to  have  charge  of  or  to  operate  any  particular  steam  plant 
or  type  of  plant,  may  be  examined  as  to  his  competency  for  such 
service  and  no  other,  and  if  found  competent  and  trustworthy, 
shall  be  granted  a  license  for  such  service  and  no  other ;  and  the 
holder  of  such  special  license  may  have  the  same  transferred  to 
some  other  particular  plant  of  the  same  type  and  horse  power, 
without  re-examination. 

Sect.  5.  The  words  '*  have  charge  "  in  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  designate  the  person  under  whose  supervision  a  boiler  or 
engine  is  operated.  The  '*  person  operating  "  shall  be  understood 
to  mean  any  and  all  persons  actually  engaged  in  generating  steam 
in  any  power  boiler. 

Sect.  6.  The  horse  power  of  any  boiler  shall  be  ascertained 
upon  the  basis  of  three  horse  power  for  each  square  foot  of  grate 
surface,  for  a  power  boiler,  and  on  the  basis  of  one  and  one-half 
horse  power  for  each  square  foot  of  grate  surface  if  the  boiler  is 
used  for  heating  purposes  exclusively.  The  engine  power  shall  be 
reckoned  upon  a  basis  of  a  mean  effective  pressure  of  forty  pounds 
per  square  inch  of  piston  for  a  simple  engine ;  fifty  pounds  for  a 
condensing  engine ;  and  seventy  pounds  for  a  compound  engine, 
reckoned  upon  area  of  high  pressure  piston. 

Sect.  7.  All  applications  for  licenses  shall  be  accompanied  by 
a  fee  of  one  dollar.  All  fees  so  paid  shall  be  accounted  for  by 
the  examiners  to  the  chief  of  the  district  police,  who  shall  return 
the  same  monthly  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  8.  The  boiler  inspection  department  of  the  district  police 
shall  act  as  examiners  and  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sect.  9.  Any  person  dissatisfied  with  the  action  of  any  exam- 
iner in  refusing  or  revoking  a  license,  may  appeal  from  his  de- 
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cision  within  one  month  from  such  decision,  to  the  remaining 
examiners,  who  shall  together  act  as  a  board  of  appeal,  and  a 
majority  of  whom  shall  have  the  power  to  hear  the  parties  and 
pass  upon  the  subjects  of  appeal.  The  party  appealing  may  have 
the  privilege  of  having  one  first  class  engineer  present  during  the 
hearing  of  his  appeal,  who  shall  take  no  part  in  the  same.  The 
decision  of  the  majority  of  such  remaining  examiners  so  acting 
shall  be  final,  if  approved  by  the  chief  of  the  district  police. 

Sect.  10.  An  engineer's  or  fireman's  license  granted  under 
this  act  or  previous  acts,  shall  be  placed,  so  as  to  be  easily  read, 
in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  engine  room  or  boiler  room  of  the 
plant  operated  by  the  holder  of  such  license. 

Sect.  11.  Whoever  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  punished  by  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  nor  more  than  three 
hundred  dollars  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  three  months. 
Any  trial  justice  may  in  his  discretion  take  jurisdiction  in  com- 
plaints for  violations  of  this  act,  and  in  such  cases  may  impose  a 
fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sect.  12.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are 
hereby  repealed :  provided^  Jiowever,  that  such  repeal  shall  not  in- 
validate any  license  granted  under  the  acts  repealed  and  licensees 
holding  licenses  so  granted  shall  have  the  same  powers  given  by 
section  four  of  this  act  to  licensees  of  a  similar  grade. 

Sect.  13.     This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

During  the  passage  of  this  bill  through  the  Legislature  it 
was  amended  in  several  particulars,  and,  while  it  is  more 
generally  satisfactory  and  a  better  working  law,  with  the 
grades  more  clearly  defined  and  more  equable,  one  of  the 
amendments  adopted  left  a  question  of  doubt  as  to  whether 
certain  parties  who  worked  around  a  boiler  plant  were  re- 
quired to  be  licensed.  It  was  claimed  that  the  provisions  of 
the  law  extended  to  include  every  person  who  was  employed 
feeding  the  furnaces  with  fuel,  even  though  that  person 
had  nothing  to  do  with  providing  the  boiler  with  water,  and 
had  no  responsibility  resting  upon  him.  This  matter  not 
being  clear,  I  submitted  the  following  letter  to  the  Honorable 
Attorney-General  of  the  Commonwealth,  asking  his  opinion 
upon  the  matter :  — 

Boston,  June  1, 1899. 
Hon.  IIosEA  M.  Knowlton,  AUorney-OeneraL 

Dear  Sir  :  —  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  for  your  consideration 
and  opinion  the  following  question,  concerning  sections  4  and  5 
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of  chapter  368,  Acts  of  1899:  '*In  a  large  boiler  plant  where 
many  men  are  employed  as  firemen,  simply  putting  coal  under  the 
boilers,  subject  to  the  general  orders  and  directions  of  a  licensed 
fireman  present  in  the  boiler  room,  whose  duty  it  is  to  take  care  of 
the  water  for  the  boilers  and  direct  the  men  in  their  work,  are  such 
men  required  to  have  licenses  under  St.  1899,  c.  368?" 

The  reply  of  the  Attorney-General  is  appended,  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

Boston,  July  6, 1899. 
RuFDS  R.  Wade,  Esq.,  Chief  District  Police. 

Dear  Sir  :  —  Tour  letter  of  June  1  required  the  opinion  of  the 
Attorney-General  upon  the  following  question,  to  wit:  '^In  a 
large  boiler  plant  where  many  men  are  employed  as  firemen,  simply 
patting  coal  under  the  boilers,  subject  to  the  general  orders  and 
directions  of  a  licensed  fireman  present  in  the  boiler  room,  whose 
duty  it  is  to  take  care  of  the  water  for  the  boilers  and  direct  the 
men  in  their  work,  are  such  men  required  to  have  licenses  under 
St.  1899,  c.  368?" 

In  an  opinion  to  you,  dated  Sept.  29,  1897,  I  advised  you  that 
^*  in  a  large  boiler  plant  where  many  men  are  employed  as  firemen, 
simply  putting  coal  under  the  boilers,  with  a  fireman  in  charge  to 
take  care  of  the  water  for  the  boilers,"  such  men  were  not  required 
to  be  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  St.  1896,  c.  546.  The 
statute  upon  which  that  opinion  was  given  made  it  unlawful  for 
any  person  *'to  have  charge  of  or  to  operate  a  steam  boiler  or 
engine  "  (with  certain  exceptions)  unless  be  held  a  license  therefor. 
I  further  stated  as  the  reasons  which  led  me  to  the  conclusion 
arrived  at  that  the  statute  was  intended  for  the  security  of  the 
public  and  those  employed  or  having  business  in  the  vicinity  of 
steam  boilers,  by  providing  that  those  who  had  charge  of  such 
boilers  should  possess  the  skill  necessary  for  their  safe  operation  ; 
and  that  the  word  "operate,"  as  used  in  that  statute,  was  to  be 
taken  as  meaning  the  directing  or  superintending  of  the  working 
of  the  boiler,  and  that  the  statute  did  not  apply  to  mere  laborers, 
who  had  no  responsibility  or  authority  in  the  matter. 

St.  1899,  c.  363,  does  not  in  my  judgment  require  a  modifica- 
tion of  the  conclusions  stated  in  my  former  opinion.  It  provides 
in  section  4  that  "  licenses  shall  be  granted  according  to  the  com- 
petency of  the  applicant,  and  shall  be  distributed  in  the  following 
classes  :  .  .  .  Firemen's  license  :  —  First,  to  operate  any  boiler  or 
boilers.  Second,  to  have  charge  of  and  operate  low  pressure 
heating  boilers  where  the  pressure  carried  is  less  than  twenty-five 
pounds  to  the  square  inch.  .  .  ."     Section  5  provides  that  *'  the 
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words  ^  have  charge  of '  Id  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  designate 
the  person  under  whose  supervision  a  boiler  or  engine  is  operated. 
The  '  person  operating '  shall  be  understood  to  mean  any  and  all 
persons  actually  engaged  in  generating  steam  in  any  power  boiler." 

Whether,  as  I  understand  is  claimed,  the  intention  of  those  pro- 
curing the  passage  of  this  act  was  to  extend  the  provision  of 
existing  legislation,  requiring  persons  operating  steam  boilers  to 
be  licensed  therefor,  to  mere  laborers,  it  is  clear  that  the  language 
employed  fails  to  accomplish  any  such  intention,  even  granting 
that  it  would  be  constitutional  to  require  a  mere  laborer  to  be 
licensed.  It  is,  to  say  the  least,  doubtful  whether  such  a  law 
would  be  within  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution.  (Common- 
wealth V.  Perry,  155  Mass.  117,  121.)  In  the  broader  sense  of 
the  words  used  in  the  statute,  every  person  having  to  do  with  any 
labor  connected  with  the  operation  of  steam  boilers,  such  as  coal 
bolsters,  shovelers,  and  men  employed  to  bring  coal  in  wheelbar- 
rows, might  be  said  to  be  engaged  in  the  business  of  *'  generating 
steam  "  in  a  power  boiler. 

Such  a  construction  would  obviously  be  absurd.  I  cannot  be- 
lieve that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  require  that 
every  laborer  who  has  a  mere  mechanical  duty  to  perform  in  re- 
lation to  the  work  of  generating  steam  in  a  boiler  must  be  licensed. 
Licenses  are  granted  to  persons  having  special  qualiGcations  for 
the  work  for  which  the  license  is  issued  ;  and  a  construction  which 
requires  the  issuing  of  a  license  to  a  person  whose  work  requires 
no  special  skill  and  involves  no  danger  to  the  public  is  not  to 
be  favored,  especially  in  a  penal  statute  which  is  to  be  strictly 
construed. 

I  am  still  of  the  opinion,  notwithstanding  the  statute  of  this 
year,  that  licenses  are  not  required  for  mere  laborers  whose  duties 
require  no  skill  and  involve  no  responsibility.

In  accordance  with  this  opinion,  persons  employed  in  a 
boiler  room  and  who  do  not  have  charge  of  the  water  for  the 
boilers  are  not  required  to  be  licensed.  The  law  is  held, 
however,  to  apply  to  all  persons  who  have  any  responsibility 
in  the  operation  of  the  boiler,  and  whose  duty  it  is  to  supply 
the  boiler  with  water,  try  the  gauge  cocks  and  look  after  the 
safety  valve  and  other  fittings  around  the  boiler. 

During  the  year  apparatus  for  the  practical  examination 
of  engineers  and  firemen  has  been  introduced,  as  far  as  the 
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appropriation  made  in  1898  would  permit,  into  the  various 
offices  where  engineers  are  examined,  at  North  Adams, 
Springfield,  Worcester  and  Fall  River.  The  appropriation 
did  not  permit  in  fitting  these  rooms  for  the  practical  ex- 
amination wholly  of  applicants  for  the  higher-grade  licenses, 
but  has  been  a  great  help  in  assisting  the  examiner  to  ascer- 
tain the  practical  ability  of  the  applicant.  The  examinations 
now  proceed  almost  wholly  at  the  central  office  at  the  State 
House,  in  putting  the  applicant  to  work  upon  the  various 
engines,  pumps  and  boilers,  in  the  examination  room,  and 
judging  from  his  actual  work  what  his  ability  as  an  engineer 
is.  This  method  is  giving  very  good  satisfaction  among 
those  examined,  and  there  is  little  opportunity  for  an  appli- 
cant to  complain  that  his  examination  has  not  been  a  practi- 
cal and  fair  one.  The  number  of  examinations  has  been 
falling  ofl^,  although  the  number  is  still  surprisingly  large. 
Up  to  this  time  the  department  has  received  over  40,000 
applications  for  examination  since  the  law  went  into  efiect 
in  1895.

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Short  Lobsters. 

That  more  stringent  laws  should  be  enacted  for  the  pro- 
tection and  preservation  of  lobsters  in  the  waters  of  our 
Commonwealth  has  become  so  evident  that  I  feel  it  to  be  my 
duty  to  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to  the  im- 
perative necessity  of  enacting  the  most  stringent  provisions 
of  law,  to  prevent  the  catching,  mutilation  and  sale  of  short 
lobsters. 

A  brief  review  of  the  laws  which  from  time  to  time  have 
been  enacted  for  the  protection  of  our  lobster  fisheries  may 
be  of  interest,  as  showing  the  intention  of  former  Legis- 
latures to  protect  this  important  branch  of  the  fishery 
interests :  — 

The  ten  and  a  half  inch  law  was  passed  in  the  year  1874,  and  at 
that  time  the  fishermen  were  not  allowed  to  sell  short  lobsters ; 
they  would  use  them  to  fish  with  and  trade  them  for  lobster  bait, 
or  destroy  them  in  some  manner  without  putting  them  upon  the 
market.  In  the  year  1881  they  commenced  to  mutilate  small 
lobsters  in  Essex  County,  and  fried  lobster  became  an  article  of 
food  at  the  beach  hotels  and  restaurants ;  and  at  this  time  the 
fishermen  began  to  put  the  laths  on  the  pots  nearer  together,  so 
that  they  could  catch  smaller  lobsters.  In  1884  possession  of 
short  lobsters  was  made  an  offence,  and  the  fishermen  made  their 
traps  with  laths  about  one  inch  apart,  and  mutilated  everything 
less  than  ten  and  one  half  inches  in  length. 

The  ten  and  a  half  inch  law,  which  was  passed  to  protect  the 
lobsters  under  that  length  so  they  would  grow  large  enough  to 
bear  eggs,  would  be  a  good  law  if  the  people  could  be  made  to  live 
up  to  it ;  but  Just  so  long  as  fishermen  catch  small  lobsters,  they 
will  find  some  way  to  destroy  them.  We  have  put  many  of  them 
into  court,  where  they  have  been  heavily  fined,  and  invariably  they 
have  returned  to  the  same  business.  If  the  State  of  Massachusetts 
wishes  to  protect  its  lobster  fishery,  which  is  fast  disappearing,  it 
must  pass  a  different  law.  Either  we  must  have  a  close  season,  or 
make  the  fishermen  construct  their  traps  so  that  the  small  ones  can 
escape.  If  the  traps  were  constructed  with  the  laths  two  inches 
apart,  it  would  bring  about  the  same  result  that  the  ten  and  one 
half  inch  law  was  enacted  to  do,  and  every  fisherman  would  have 
an  equal  chance. 

Thousands  of  small  lobsters  go  through  to  New  York  and  Rhode 
Island  from  Maine  and  Nova  Scotia  which  would  stop  in  Boston 
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and  other  places  in  this  State  if  we  did  not  have  our  present  law, 
and  these  lobsters  we  might  as  well  have  in  Massachusetts,  so  far 
as  protecting  our  own  industry  is  concerned.  Small  lobsters  by  the 
thousands  are  shipped  through  to  Newport^  boiled  there^  broken  up 
and  shipped  back  into  Massachusetts,  These  dealers  ship  their 
large  lobsters  to  where  they  can  dispose  of  the  small  ones  also ; 
and  the  consequence  is,  the  people  of  this  State  have  to  pay  an 
enormous  price  for  their  lobsters.  Put  the  laths  two  inches  apart 
and  the  large  lobsters  will  be  more  plentiful. 

EecommendatioD  for  the  better  enforceaieDt  of  the  law 
relative  to  the  catching  of  lobsters :  — 

Section  1.  Whoever  sets,  hauls  or  uses  in  any  of  the  waters 
of  this  Commonwealth  a  lobster  trap  or  any  contrivance  for  taking 
lobsters,  said  trap  or  contrivance  haVing  any  of  the  laths  or  sticks 
or  any  other  material  nearer  together  than  two  inches,  and  not 
leaving  a  clear  space,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  width,  between 
all  of  said  laths  or  sticks  or  any  other  material,  shall  forfeit  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offence. 

Sect.  2.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  the  laths  or  sticks  on  the 
bottom  of  any  lobster  trap. 

Sbct.  3.  All  lobster  traps  shall  have  the  owner's  name  and 
residence  legibly  marked  thereon,  under  the  same  penalty  pre- 
scribed in  section  one. 

Sect.  4.  Chapter  three  hundred  and  fourteen  of  the  Acts  of 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  chapter  one 
hundred  and  twenty-two  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-one,  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sect.  5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  July  one,  nineteen 
hundred. 

Ventilation  and  Sanitation. 
In  recent  years  probably  no  legislation  in  Massachusetts 
has  carried  more  lasting  and  wide-spread  good  to  the  in- 
dustrial classes  than  that  relating  to  ventilation  and  other 
sanitary  provisions  in  factories,  school-houses  and  public 
buildings.  Of  late  years  public  attention  has  been  enlisted 
to  such  an  extent  in  the  discussions  carried  on  in  the  news- 
papers as  well  as  in  scientific  publications  respecting  the 
grave  evils  of  imperfect  drainage  and  the  gross  defects  in 
ventilation  of  the  class  of  buildings  mentioned,  that  when 
the  subject  was  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Legislature  it 
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was  not  difficult  to  secure  appropriate  remedial  legislation. 
Some  slight  opposition  to  matters  of  procedure  as  to  unim- 
portant details  arose  ;  but  the  onward  course  of  improvement 
was  not  seriously  impeded,  and  the  Commonwealth  in  this 
and  in  similar  ways  has  established  measures  of  protection 
which  distinctly  benefit  her  entire  population. 

The  children  in  her  public  schools,  the  operatives  in  her 
factories  and  workshops  and  the  thousands  not  included  in 
these  classes,  employers  and  otherwise,  perform  their  labors 
under  conditions  vastly  superior  to  those  which  formerly 
prevailed;  The  occasional  raising  or  lowering  windows  and 
opening  and  closing  of  doors,  an  alternation  of  scorching 
and  freezing,  is  no  longer  regarded  as  ventilation.  In  this 
as  in  many  other  things  scientific  accuracy  is  practical  good 
sense.  Men  who  by  education  and  training  have  made 
themselves  competent  to  deal  with  these  problems  are  the 
best  guides  in  their  practical  application. 

When  yellow  fever  becomes  epidemic  in  any  part  of  the 
United  States,  the  most  stringent  quarantine  measures  are 
established  as  a  barrier  to  its  possible  encroachments.  The 
best  medical  experts  are  given  supreme  control.  It  is  not 
difficult  to  mistake  its  symptoms.  It  is  the  height  of  folly 
to  delay  its  extirpation.  So  universal  is  the  dread  of  it, 
that  a  health  officer  who  should  be  in  the  slightest  degree 
negligent  in  duty  could  not  withstand  public  condemnation. 

Proper  ventilation  is  the  substitution  of  clean  air  for  dirty 
air,  the  furnishing  of  pure  air  to  the  lungs  instead  of  foul 
air.  The  effects  of  bad  drainage  and  imperfect  ventilation, 
or  none  at  all,  are  as  obvious  and  certain  as  anything  within 
the  range  of  human  observation  can  possibly  be.  It  is  a 
question  of  degree,  not  of  kind,  whether  polluted  air  shall 
decimate  our  population.  Any  educated  physician  can  detect 
in  child  or  adult  the  symptoms  of  sickness  produced  by  foul 
air  as  certainly  as  he  can  those  of  yellow  fever.  It  is 
another  type  of  filth  disease.  He  is  as  watchful  against  the 
ravages  of  typhoid  as  those  of  yellow  fever.  He  will  testify 
that,  if  the  latter  is  more  deadly  than  the  former,  if  it  yields 
less  readily  to  treatment,  both  are  alike  a  menace  to  human 
life.  Among  medical  men  there  is  not  a  dissenting  opinion 
on  the  question  of  the  deleterious  effects  of  impure  air  upon 
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health  and  life.  No  person  in  these  days  is  indifferent  to 
the  subject.  Parents  who  have  a  proper  regard  for  the 
physical  welfare  of  their  children  insist  that  they  shall  have 
pare  air  in  the  schoolroom  as  well  as  in  their  homes. 

In  the  domain  of  science  there  is  never  a  question  raised 
as  to  paramount  importance  to  human  welfare  of  the  best 
possible  health  conditions.  The  architectural  features  of  a 
school  building  may  be  attractive  to  the  eye,  the  ornamenta- 
tion may  be  as  elaborate  and  expensive  as  appropriations 
will  allow,  but  there  must  be  no  question  of  its  sanitary 
fitness  for  the  purposes  to  which  it  is  dedicated.  It  is  not 
impossible  in  many  cases  to  make  such  judicious  changes  in 
the  sanitary  conditions  of  buildings  long  standing  as  to  make 
them  practically  safe,  and  so  obviate  to  some  extent  objec- 
tions that  are  urged  on  the  score  of  expense. 

Candor  compels  the  acknowledgment  that  until  recent 
years  the  absence  of  any  general  demand  for  adequate  ven- 
tilation was  attributable  to  ignorance  of  the  advantages  which 
accrue  from  it.  The  popular  idea  of  ventilation  was  that  it 
was  a  fad  of  theorists  rather  than  a  necessity  to  health, 
vigor  and  life.  What  is  true  of  school-houses  is  also  true  of 
factories  and  workshops.  Even  a  reduction  of  the  hours  of 
labor  does  not  diminish  or  remove  the  evils  of  bad  air  and 
unsuitable  drainage  in  buildings  where  scores  and  hundreds 
are  obliged  to  work.  Radical  improvements  have  been 
effected  in  those  establishments,  and  the  most  gratifying 
results  have  followed  the  adoption  of  sanitary  methods  and 
appliances.  There  is,  however,  constant  need  of  vigilance 
not  only  in  the  relation  to  the  proper  inspection  of  new 
buildings  but  to  keep  up  to  the  standard  those  that  have 
been  regarded  as  satisfactory.  There  is  always  a  tendency 
to  become  careless  in  such  matters.  The  evils  of  foul  air 
are  not  immediately  apparent  except  to  the  sense  of  smell ; 
its  effects  are  insidious,  and  are  liable  to  be  ascribed  to  other 
causes.  It  is  easy  to  disregard  the  risks,  because,  for  any 
brief  period,  they  seem  to  be  so  slight.  It  is  a  familiar  fact 
that  a  person  going  from  the  outer  air  into  a  close  apartment 
feels  at  first  that  the  impure  air  is  intolerable.  If  he  remains 
awhile  exposed  to  the  pollution  it  becomes  unnoticeable  until 
he  again  returns  to  the  outside  air.     It  is  a  singular  fact 
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that  persons  who  would  shrink  with  disgust  from  drinking 
water  that  was  visibly  polluted,  will  breathe  without  objec- 
tion or  protest  air  that  is  laden  with  impurities. 

While  the  details  of  even  the  best  system  of  scientific  ven- 
tilation cannot  be  dealt  with  in  any  scheme  of  legislation, 
the  fundamental  requirements  may  be  comprehended  and 
provided  for  by  law. 

The  suppression  of  nuisances  in  factories,  workshops  and 
mercantile  establishments,  caused  by  insufficient  and  ill- 
managed  water-closets,  and  the  separation  of  such  con- 
veniences for  men  and  women,  has  been  brought  about  in 
the  interest  of  cleanliness  and  decency  in  many  cases  reported 
to  me  by  the  inspectors. 

Ventilation  practically  considered. 

I  have  in  former  reports  stated  that  heating  and  ventila- 
tion are  in  a  certain  sense  inseparable. 

Heating  by  indirect  radiation  should  be  had  in  all  cases 
where  it  is  practicable,  with  ample  inlets  for  fresh  air,  so 
that  the  discharge  of  heated  air  should  be  from  six  to  eight 
feet  above  the  level  of  the  floor,  and  with  ample  and  efficient 
means  of  carrying  off  the  foul  air  at  or  near  the  level  of  the 
floor.  It  has  been  found  impossible  to  supply  school-houses 
with  the  large  amount  of  fresh  air  required  for  proper  venti- 
lation, and  at  the  same  time  to  keep  up  the  temperature, 
unless  provision  is  made  for  warming  the  air  before  and 
during  its  introduction.  Ventilation  is  comparatively  easy 
when  the  current  can  be  established  for  the  regular  circula- 
tion of  air.  The  fresh  air  must  be  supplied  and  the  foul 
air  must  be  expelled. 

But  a  few  years  ago  it  was  the  popular  idea  that  it  was 
only  necessary  to  make  an  outlet  somewhere  in  or  near  the 
ceiling  to  let  out  the  foul  air,  and  the  room  was  properly 
ventilated.  Registers  were  placed  somewhere  in  the  floor, 
but  their  size  and  disposition  were  left  to  the  discretion  of 
the  furnace  dealer,  who  was  to  furnish  heat,  not  air.  It  is 
true  that  some  air  must  make  its  way  through  the  hot-air 
pipes,  but  when  the  temperature  reaches  a  height  too  warm 
for  comfort,  the  register  is  closed,  shutting  off  entirely  all 
supply  of  fresh  air,  except  what  may  creep  in  through  the 
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crevices  around  doors  and  windows.  If  further  relief  from 
heat  becomes  necessary,  the  windows  are  utilized.  The  re- 
sult of  this  is  that  the  cold  air  rushes  in  and  fills  the  bottom 
of  the  room,  causing  uncomfortable  draughts  for  those  who 
sit  near  the  windows,  and  cold  feet  for  everybody. 

The  problem  of  ventilating  large  buildings  is  one  full  of 
difficulties.  The  conditions  under  which  ventilating  appa- 
ratus must  work  are  variable;  the  system  must  be  elastic 
enough  to  work  under  all  possible  conditions.  The  heating 
and  ventilation  should  be  carefully  planned  before  the  con- 
struction of  the  building  is  commenced.  Changes  then  to 
meet  the  demands  of  the  system  of  heating  and  ventilation 
are  often  expensive  and  difficult.  We  should  not  forget  the 
rapid  advancement  in  sanitary  science  within  a  few  years. 
Its  laws  are  the  first  to  be  considered ;  they  speak  for  light, 
warmth  and  ventilation  everywhere.  They  tell  us  how  to 
secure  warmth,  and  at  the  same  time  how  to  avoid  dangerous 
draughts.  The  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  constitute 
the  vital  organs  of  a  building,  and  therefore  are  of  first  im- 
portance in  school-house  buildings.  To  know  how  much  air 
is  needed  by  a  school  and  to  furnish  it  by  exact  mechanical 
measurement  is  not  a  severe  problem,  and  is  one  with  which 
the  designer  of  buildings  should  be  familiar.  As  I  have 
stated  in  former  reports,  good  ventilation  consists  in  the 
proper  arrangement  and  distribution  of  the  ducts  for  the 
incoming  and  outgoing  of  the  air,  and  their  relation  and 
correspondence  to  each  other.  The  two  must  be  harmonized. 
I  have  also  in  former  reports  described  the  various  systems 
or  methods  resorted  to  for  heating  and  ventilating  schools 
and  other  public  buildings,  and  need  not  again  discuss  them. 
I  have  endeavored  to  place  before  the  public  such  facts  as 
have  absolutely  been  demonstrated  by  many  years  of  experi- 
ence and  observation.  I  present  in  this  portion  of  my 
report,  to  all  interested  in  this  important  subject,  plans 
showing  methods  of  heating  and  ventilation  submitted  to  me 
by  the  inspectors  assigned  to  this  scientific  branch  of  our 
inspection  work. 
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Description  or  Plans  for  Two-room  School-house,  submitted 
BY  Inspector  John  T.  White. 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
herewith  plans  for  a  school-house,  showing  method  of  heating  and 
ventilation.  There  are  many  school  districts  where  there  are  not 
more  pupils  than  can  be  accommodated  in  two  rooms,  and  it  is 
sometimes  more  difficult  to  devise  a  method  of  ventilation  for  such 
a  school-house  than  for  larger  and  more  pretentious  buildings. 
On  the  score  of  cheapness,  it  is  desirable  to  have  such  a  building 
two  stories  in  height,  with  one  school-room  on  each  floor.  In  a 
building  of  that  description  it  is  often  a  difficult  problem  to  prop- 
erly heat  the  school-rooms,  entries,  coat  rooms  and  stairways  with 
one  furnace.  On  the  plans  submitted  I  have  shown  a  building  of 
this  class  with  the  heating  and  ventilating  apparatus  arranged  as 
I  have  found  for  the  best  work. 

On  Plate  No.  1  are  shown  the  basement  and  first  floor  plans. 
There  are  two  entrances  and  two  stairways,  giving  safe  egress  and 
keeping  the  sexes  apart  if  desired.  The  first  floor  is  fully  de- 
scribed on  the  plan.  The  basement  shows  the  location  and  ar- 
rangement of  the  furnace,  air  ducts  and  vent  chimney.  It  is  not 
often  practicable  to  have  the  sanitary  appliances  in  the  basement 
in  such  a  building,  as  there  may  be  no  water  supply  or  sewerage  ; 
but  I  have  shown  the  space  under  the  school-rooms  divided  by  a 
partition,  making  two  rooms,  one  of  which  can  be  used  for  boys' 
and  one  for  girls'  sanitaries  and  playrooms,  and  the  closets  and 
urinals  could  be  easily  ventilated  into  an  extra  flue  in  the  vent 
chimney. 

On  Plate  No.  2  is  shown  the  second  floor  plan,  and  also  sec- 
tional drawings  of  the  furnace,  air  ducts,  ventilating  chimney  and 
stack  heater.  The  teacher's  room  on  the  second  floor  is  heated 
through  a  floor  register,  and  there  is  also  a  register  in  the  floor  of 
one  entry,  for  a  foot  warmer.  The  other  entry  is  heated  from  a 
register  in  the  second  story  warm-air  duct,  as  shown  in  section, 
with  a  valve  in  the  opening,  operated  as  may  be  desired  by  a  chain 
and  pull. 

I  believe  the  plans  and  this  description  will  be  sufficient  to  make 
the  whole  scheme  easily  understood. 
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Plans  for  a  Grammar  School,  drawn  by  Inspector  Jos.  A. 

Moore. 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit 
plans  for  a  two-story  brick  school  building,  intended  to  be  used  for 
a  grammar  school.  The  building  to  be  constructed  of  light  mot- 
tled brick,  with  granite  trimmings,  and  to  contain  six  class  rooms, 
one  .recitation  room,  a  manual  training  room  and  two  teacher's 
rooms.  Four  class  rooms  to  be  28  by  32  feet,  and  two  class  rooms 
29  by  32  feet  and  12  feet  high,  each  intended  for  49  pupils.  The 
corridor  walls  to  be  of  smooth  water  struck  brick,  without  wood 
finish,  and  painted  with  light-colored  gloss  paint.  The  clothing 
to  be  hung  on  special  racks,  fastened  to  the  walls,  and  with  steam 
pipes  near  the  floor  to  warm  and  dry  the  clothing  in  cold,  stormy 
weather.  Two-foot  warmers  to  be  provided  in  the  lower  corridor. 
The  heating  and  Yentilation  to  be  by  what  is  commonly  called  the 
■gravity  system. 

The  two  teacher's  rooms  to  be  heated  by  direct  radiation  and  the 
manual  training  room  in  the  basement  to  be  heated  by  both  direct 
and  indirect  radiation.  The  boys'  and  the  girls'  sanitary  rooms  to 
be  heated  by  direct  radiation  overhead,  and  ventilated  througli  the 
sanitary  fixtures,  which  are  each  to  have  four-inch  diameter  vents. 
Air  being  drawn  in  through  the  doors  and  windows  and  out  through 
the  sanitary  fixtures  will  prevent  odors  passing  out  into  the  corri- 
dors and  other  parts  of  the  building. 

In  the  first-story  fioor  are  registers  for  rotating  the  air  through 
the  indirect  radiators.  These  registers  to  be  used  only  at  night,  or 
when  the  school  is  not  in  session.  The  outside  windows  to  the 
cold-air  rooms  being  closed,  as  also  the  vent  ducts  from  the  school- 
rooms, the  air  is  rotated  by  opening  the  registers  in  the  fioor  and 
also  the  doors  from  the  several  class  rooms.  The  warm-air  ducts 
to  the  class  rooms  to  be  24  by  36  inches,  and  to  enter  the  rooms 
about  8  feet  above  the  floor,  through  30  by  36  inch  wire  grills. 
The  vent  ducts  to  be  at  the  floor,  and  24  by  30  inches  area;  Each 
warm-air  duct  to  be  provided  with  a  mixing  valve  to  regulate  the 
temperature  of  the  incoming  air.  An  adjusting  damper  to  be  also 
provided  for  each  warm-air  duct,  to  regulate  the  amount  supplied 
to  each  room.  Each  vent  duct  to  be  provided  with  20  square  feet 
of  pipe  coil  radiation,  placed  about  1  foot  above  the  vent  opening 
from  the  school-rooms.  The  vent  from  the  recitation  room  to  be 
carried  down  and  through  a  galvanized-iron  duct  on  the  basement 
ceiling  to  the  brick  vent  duct  for  this  room,  which  should  have 
25  feet  of  steam  pipe  radiation.  Each  sanitary  vent  to  also  be 
provided  with  steam  pipe  radiation,  say  20  square  feet  to  each 
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dnct.  Each  vent  dnct  except  the  sanitaries  to  have  a  damper  to 
close  when  the  building  is  not  in  use. 

The  heating  to  be  by  two  horizoutal  tubular  boilers  of  27  horse- 
power each,  and  a  small  sectional  boiler  for  heating  the  vent  ducts 
in  mild  weather  when  the  large  boilers  are  not  in  use.  The  boilers 
to  be  so  piped  that  either  or  all  of  them  can  be  used  as  desired. 

The  recitation  room  to  have  300,  the  two  middle  class  rooms 
380,  and  the  four  outer  class  rooms  400,  square  feet  of  indirect 
radiation,  to  be  divided  into  three  sections  each,  in  order  that  the 
amount  in  use  can  be  regulated  according  to  the  weather. 

The  basement  entrances  to  each  have  a  bicycle  run  to  take  the 
bicycles  down  to  the  places  provided.  The  doors  leading  from 
class  and  recitation  rooms  to  the  corridor  to  each  have  a  large 
panel  of  heavy  glass  in  the  centre,  and  transoms  to  be  provided 
over  the  doors.  A  mirror  placed  above  the  hand  bowls  in  the  cor- 
ridors will  be  of  much  service  to  the  pupils. 

Plans  of  basement,  giving  location  of  manual  training  room, 
sanitary  rooms  and  the  heating  apparatus,  also  plans  of  first  and 
second  stories,  and  a  sheet  giving  sections  of  radiator  stacks,  warm- 
air  ducts,  vent  ducts,  dampers  and  hangers  for  clothing  in  the  cor- 
ridors, are  shown. 
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Description  of  Plans  for  Heating  and  Ventilating,  by  In- 
spector Frederick  W.  Merriam. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  plans  for  a  school  bailding, 
illustrating  a  method  of  ventilation  by  either  gravity  or  mechanical 
means  of  exhaust,  with  steam  heat. 

Plate  1.  —  The  basement  plan  shows  the  boilers,  piping  in  part, 
f  reshair  rooms  and  heating  chambers.  The  play  and  bicycle  rooms 
are  heated  by  direct  coils  on  the  ceilings  and  the  sanitary  rooms 
on  the  walls ;  and  the  sanitary  rooms  are  ventilated  through  the 
fixtures.  The  boiler  room  floor  is  4  feet  below  that  of  the  general 
basement,  insuring  perfect  circulation  and  drainage. 

Plates  2  and  3,  —  The  first  and  second  story  floor  plans  locate 
the  supply  and  exhaust  flues  and  connections  with  their  respective 
rooms,  the  foot  warmers,  and  direct  radiation  in  the  corridors  and 
small  rooms.  The  corridors  are  ventilated  through  the  coat  rooms 
by  open  panels  in  lower  part  of  the  doors.  The  coat  racks  are  of 
heavy  wire  netting  of  large  mesh,  about  five  and  one  half  feet  in 
height ;  and  those  on  walls  are  furred  out  sufficient  for  free  circu- 
lation of  air  back  of  clothing,  and  all  provided  with  a  steam  pipe 
near  the  floor.  An  electric  motor  for  propelling  the  fan  is  shown 
in  small  room  off  the  landing,  midway  in  second  story. 

Plate  4,  —  The  attic  plan  shows  the  exhaust  fan  room,  counter 
shaft,  belt  connections,  exhaust  flues  with  metal  ducts  to  fan  room, 
and,  by  dotted  lines,  the  switch  damper  chains  to  motor  room. 

Plate  5.  —  Shows  sectional  views  through  various  parts  of  the 
building  and  apparatus.  That  of  A,  A,  shown  by  dotted  lines, 
the  sanitary  vent  flues,  in  part,  on  basement  ceiling ;  elevation  of 
coat  room  doors  with  open  panels,  in  lower  i)art,  in  first  story,  and 
section  through  coat  racks  and  heating  in  the  second  story.  But 
it  more  particularly  illustrates  the  method  of  exhaust  by  either 
gravity  or  mechanical  means.  Each  exhaust  flue  extends  to  the 
open  air,  and  is  provided  with  the  usual  curved  dampers,  D,  D, 
and  sufficient  heating  surface,  E,  E,  for  proper  circulation  and 
adjustment  for  winter  weather  and  night  work.  These  flues  are 
also  provided  with  switch  dampers,  F,  F,  above  the  attic  floor, 
with  operating  damper-chains  to  the  motor  room,  thereby  enabling 
the  janitor  to  close  the  flues  to  the  open  air  and  connect  with  the 
fan  room  whenever  mechanical  means  are  desired,  and  for  summer 
work.  Those  of  B,  B,  and  C,  C,  are  of  a  section  of  heating  cham- 
bers and  supply  flues,  showing  a  usual  method  of  receiving,  tem- 
pering and  delivering  the  air ;  also  protecting  damper  G,  G,  under 
the  heating  surface ;  operating  automatically  with  the  usual  tem- 
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periDg  dampers  H,  which  is  of  great  assistance  in  controlling  the 
temperature  of  the  rooms  under  certain  conditions.  That  of  C,  C, 
also  shows,  by  dotted  lines,  the  carrying  of  flues  to  the  second 
story  for  proper  location  of  inlet. 

In  the  construction,  the  walls,  partitions,  heating  chambers  and 
flues  are  of  brick  or  hollow  terra-cotta.  Steel  beams  or  girders 
are  intended  when  necessary  to  give  strength  and  stiffness.  Spans 
between  timbers  and  flues  are  provided,  and  floors  are  fire-stopped 
where  necessary.  The  sanitaries  as  shown  are  not  of  any  special 
pattern,  but  should  admit  of  thorough  local  vent.  The  general 
arrangement  of  the  building,  lighting  of  the  rooms  and  egress 
are  worthy  of  consideration. 


Report  of  Buildings  inspected,  including  Plans  re- 
ceived  AND  Changes  recommended. 

Report  of  Inspector  John  T.  White. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  my  work  as 
an  inspector  of  public  buildings  in  District  No.  1  for  the  year 
ending  Oct.  20,  1899. 

As  usual,  my  work  has  been  mostly  confined  to  new  buildings, 
plans  for  which  have  by  law  to  be  filed  in  this  ofl3ce  before  erec- 
tion. The  examination  and  correction  of  these  plans,  if  correction 
is  needed,  and  the  necessary  superintendence  required  while  in 
progress  of  erection  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  law  and  the 
regulations  of  this  department  will  occupy  a  large  portion  of  an 
inspector's  time  in  a  district  as  large  as  the  one  assigned  to  my 
care.  In  addition  to  this  supervision  before  completion,  there  is 
the  Inspection  of  and  report  on  ventilation  to  be  made  after  the 
building  is  occupied. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  requests  made  from  the  local 
authorities  for  inspection  of  buildings  represented  to  be  dangerous, 
and  in  every  such  case  the  work  necessary  to  put  them  in  a  safe 
condition  has  been  cheerfully  done  by  the  owners. 

The  inspection  and  reinspection  of  buildings  erected  before  the 
law  of  1888,  requiring  plans  to  be  deposited  with  the  inspectors, 
of  course  goes  on  as  usual,  and  takes  up  any  time  that  can  be 
spared  from  other  work ;  but  during  the  past  year  I  have  found  it 
necessary  to  give  few  orders  in  such  buildings. 

In  the  matter  of  ventilation  of  school-houses  I  note  continued 
improvement,  mainly  in  the  simplicity  and  economy  of  the 
methods  employed ;  and  it  is  in  these  matters  that  improvement  is 
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most  needed.  There  is  now  no  difficulty  in  supplying  to  and  re- 
moving from  the  rooms  all  the  air  that  is  necessary  for  first-class 
ventilation.  Many  of  the  larger  buildings  are  heated  by  steam ^ 
but  most  of  the  smaller  ones,  especially  those  of  four  rooms  and 
under,  are  heated  by  hot-air  furnaces.  The  best  work  is  being 
done  by  steam,  but  some  of  the  furnace  work  is  very  good. 

I  append  in  a  tabulated  form  the  results  of  my  inspection  of 
four  buildings,  which  are  fair  examples  of  the  work  now  being 
done  by  "  gravity  systems,"  so-called,  three  being  heated  by 
steam  and  one  by  furnaces.  I  also  append  a  list  of  the  plans 
received  by  me  since  my  last  annual  report,  with  such  orders  or 
suggestions  as  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  give  at  the  time  the 
plans  were  filed  or  at  previous  consultation  with  architects,  in 
order  to  secure  better  ventilation  or  compliance  with  other  pro- 
visions of  law. 

The  inspections  from  which  the  following  report  on  ventilation 
is  compiled  were  made  in  the  usual  course  of  work,  without  pre- 
vious notice  to  janitors,  and  therefore,  so  far  as  1  know,  without 
any  preparation  for  better  than  usual  work  by  the  apparatus. 

School  No.  1  is  a  two-story,  four-room  building,  heated  by 
furnaces,  and  the  air  removed  through  brick  chimneys,  having  a 
small  furnace  at  the  bottom,  called  a  '^  stack  heater."  Schools 
Nos.  2,  3,  and  4  are  two-story,  eight-room  buildings,  heated  by 
steam,  mainly  indirect,  and  the  air  is  removed  through  brick  flues^ 
separate  for  each  room,  and  heated  by  steam  coils.

Report  of  Inspector  Bardwell. 

Herewith  are  tabulated  statements,  which  I  respectfully  submit, 
of  the  work  done  in  my  district  during  the  current  year. 

There  has  been  an  increase  over  last  year  in  the  number  of 
buildings  erected,  and  some  of  the  apartment  houses  in  Cambridge 
are  the  largest  ever  built  in  the  district.  It  has  been  my  endeavor 
to  closely  follow  up  the  fire-stopping  of  all  buildings  that  come 
under  the  law,  which,  after  the  ways  of  egress  are  provided  for, 
I  think  is  the  most  important  matter  for  the  inspector  to  consider. 
There  are  continually  being  built  tenement  houses  of  three  stories 
of  five  and  six  rooms  each  for  one  family  on  a  floor,  and  in  towns 
and  cities  where  there  are  no  building  ordinances  many  of  them 
are  dangerous  as  regards  fire;  they  are  invariably  of  ''balloon" 
construction ;  the  wall  ends  of  the  joists  being  supported  upon 
ledger  boards,  and  where  there  is  no  supervision  they  are  usually 
left  without  fire-stopping  and  every  space  between  the  studs  be- 
comes a  chimney  for  fire  and  smoke  to  rise  through  and  fill  the 
house.  I  believe  that  it  would  be  for  the  best  interests  of  owners 
as  well  as  tenants,  if  the  construction  of  all  tenement  houses  of  five 
or  more  rooms  above  the  second  story  could  be  brought  under 
State  supervision. 

Section  45  of  chapter  481,  Acts  of  1894,  requires  the  inspector 
of  buildings  or  the  chief  engineer  of  the  fire  department  of  every 
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city  and  town  to  report  annually  to  the  chief  of  the  district  police 
the  condition  of  the  rope  fire-escapes  in  hotels  and  lodging  houses. 
Such  reports  have  been  received  from  six  of  the  forty-eight  cities 
and  towns  in  my  district ;  those,  and  others  requiring  orders  to 
properly  equip  them,  have  been  visited. 

The  time  to  devote  to  inspection  work  was  shortened  by  one 
month,  on  account  of  special  duty  performed  last  winter  during 
the  strike  at  Marlborough. 

With  two  or  three  exceptions,  I  think  all  of  the  orders  given 

will  have  been  complied  with  by  the  time  your  annual  report  is 

issued.

Report  op  Inspector  Moore. 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  report  of  work  done  by  me  for  the 
past  year.  In  the  report  of  buildings  inspected  only  buildings 
where  orders  have  been  given  or  changes  recommended  are  in- 
cluded. Many  other  buildings  where  no  orders  were  given  have 
been  inspected.  Much  of  the  work  performed  is  of  a  nature  that 
cannot  well  be  reported  in  tabulated  form.  Considerable  time  has 
been  spent  in  examining  plans  and  speciflcations  for  new  buildings, 
and  recommending  changes  where  desired  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  law.    Inspecting  buildings  in  process  of  construction 
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also  takes  much  of  an  inspector's  time,  to  see  that  fire-stops,  etc., 
are  properly  put  in,  several  visits  often  being  required  to  one 
building.  Correspondence  with  owners  and  architects  is  often 
required.  A  number  of  visits  were  made  to  buildings  where  orders 
have  been  given  in  order  to  secure  compliances.  Dangerous  and 
unsafe  buildings  have  also  required  careful  attention.  Consulta- 
tions with  owners,  architects,  heating  and  ventilating  engineers 
and'  the  inspection  of  the  heating  and  ventilation  of  public  build- 
ings keep  the  inspector  fully  employed. 

Steady  improvement  is  being  made  in  the  heating  and  ventilation 
of  school-houses  and  public  buildings,  and,  where  janitors  give 
proper  attention  to  the  management  of  the  apparatus  under  their 
charge,  satisfactory  results  are  easily  obtained.  If  contractors 
and  engineers,  after  completion  of  their  work,  would  see  that 
janitors  are  fully  instructed  in  the  management  of  the  apparatus, 
and  if  committees  would  also  see  that  the  janitors  attend  to  this 
part  of  their  duty,  it  would  add  much  to  the  comfort  of  teachers 
and  pupils,  and  make  a  decided  saving  in  fuel.  A  first-class 
apparatus,  if  not  carefully  and  intelligently  used,  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  give  the  best  results. 

The  following,  from  reports  made  in  the  regular  order  of  inspec- 
tion, and  without  notice  to  the  janitors  that  would  enable  them  to 
make  special  preparation,  are :  school  No.  1,  an  eight-room  brick 
building,  heated  by  furnaces,  and  with  stack  heaters  in  the  vent 
ducts ;  No.  2,  a  six-room  brick  building,  heated  by  indirect  steam  ; 
No.  3,  a  ten-room  wooden  building,  heated  by  indirect  steam, — 
Nos.  2  and  3  having  steam  coils  in  the  ventilating  shafts  and  Nos. 
1 ,  2  and  3  having  dampers  and  mixing  valves  regulated  by  hand  ; 
No.  4,  an  eight-room  brick  building,  heated  by  indirect  steam, 
with  steam  coils  in  ventilating  shafts  and  with  automatic  regula- 
tion. All  four  buildings  are  heated  and  ventilated  by  the  gravity 
system.

Report  of  Inspector  Brown. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  repoirt  of  work  done 
daring  the  past  year,  including  a  list  of  plans  received,  with  the 
changes  recommended,  also  of  the  buildings  inspected,  where  orders 
were  given  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  several  statutes. 

The  plans  of  new  buildings  submitted  have  been  about  the  same 
in  number  as  a  year  ago  and  have  been  carefully  gone  over,  and 
any  changes  deemed  necessary  arranged  satisfactorily  to  all  inter- 
ested parties.  Many  other  buildings  in  process  of  construction 
have  also  been  visited,  but,  having  less  than  ten  rooms  above  the 
second  floor,  did  not  come  within  the  laws  applying  to  tenement 
buildings. 

Six  new  school-houses  are  in  different  stages  of  construction,  the 
heating  and  ventilation  of  which  have  been  well  looked  after,  as 
well  as  ways  of  egress  and  proper  precautions  against  fire,  both 
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architects  and  buildiog  committees  seeming  desirous  of  securing 
the  best  devised  system  of  ventilation,  and  very  willing  to  adopt 
any  suggestions  from  this  department. 

The  many  summer  hotels  and  boarding  houses  have  been  in- 
spected, and  the  laws  applying  to  them  generally  found  to  be  well 
carried  out,  any  failure  being  an  exception,  and  at  once  corrected 
on  attention  being  called  to  the  omission.  The  various  other 
buildings  that  I  am  called  upon  to  inspect  have  been  found  to  be 
in  equally  good  condition.

Report  of  Inspector  Foulds. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  a  tabulated  report  for  the  past  year 
of  the  plans  of  buildings  received,  including  the  changes  required 
before  approving  them,  together  with  such  buildings  inspected  in 
District  No.  6,  and  orders  issued  to  secure  the  safety  of  employees 
and  occupants,  as  authorized  by  the  statutes.  The  duty  of  in- 
specting buildings  already  occupied,  and  of  examining  plans  of 
certain  buildings  to  be  constructed  or  in  course  of  construction, 
has  been  performed  by  authority  of  certain  sections  of  chapter  481 
of  the  Acts  of  1894. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  inspected  many  factories,  hotels, 
boarding  and  lodging  houses,  also  tenement  blocks,  and  have  found 
it  necessary  in  many  instances  to  have  additional  ways  of  egress. 
In  others  I  have  ordered  means  of  extinguishing  fire  and  portable 
fire-escapes  in  lodging  rooms,  or  other  better  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire.  I  have  visited  the  different  theatres  and  places  of 
assemblage  in  this  district,  and  am  pleased  to  state  that  I  have 
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received  do  complaints  as  to  overcrowding,  or  seats  being  placed 
in  aisles,  and  believe  the  managers  are  complying  with  the  pro- 
visions of  section  24  of  chapter  481.  In  the  matter  of  fire-stops 
being  placed  in  new  buildings,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  in  many 
instances  in  this  district  where  the  buildings  do  not  come  under 
the  provisions  of  chapter  481  of  the  Acts  of  1894,  the  owners, 
having  seen  the  benefits  derived  by  them,  are  putting  them  in.  In 
conclusion,  would  say  that  the  orders  issued  by  me  have  been, 
with  few  exceptions,  cheerfully  complied  with.

Report  op  Inspector  Cheney. 

I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report,  together  with 
tabulated  reports,  of  the  work  performed  by  me  in  District  No.  8. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  I  was  called  upon  to  do  criminal 
duty  for  several  weeks,  in  consequence  of  which  my  regular  in- 
spections were  somewhat  delayed.  The  construction  of  new  build- 
ings and  the  laws  relating  to  same  have  occupied  more  of  my  time 
during  the  past  year  than  has  been  the  case  in  former  years.  The 
time  spent  with  architects,  owners  and  contractors  the  year  past 
has  been  no  small  amount.     The  closer  the  construction  of  new 
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buildings  are  looked  after,  the  more  the  architects,  owners  and 
contractors  are  looking  for  the  inspector,  being  very  anxious  not 
to  do  anything  that  will  not  meet  with  his  approval,  it  being  much 
cheaper  to  do  the  work  right  in  the  first  place  than  to  tear  it  down 
and  do  it  over  again.  This  being  the  case  in  some  instances  has 
served  to  make  them  more  careful,  and  consultation  with  the 
inspector  in  relation  to  the  various  matters  that  may  come  up  has 
been  of  frequent  occurrence. 

The  method  adopted  by  some  of  the  architects  in  relation  to  the 
specification  for  fire-stopping  has  had  the  effect  to  place  the  respon- 
sibility for  its  being  carried  out  entirely  upon  the  inspector,  requir- 
ing still  more  of  his  time  on  such  buildings.  They  use  our  printed 
form  of  specification  in  its  entirety,  and  specify  no  particular 
section,  leaving  the  matter  entirely  between  the  contractor  and 
the  inspector  or  owner.  This  has  caused  some  considerable  argu- 
ment between  myself  and  some  contractors  the  past  year,  the  con- 
tractor claiming  that  I  could  not  properly  call  on  him  to  do  more  or 
different  fire-stopping  than  was  particularly  specified  in  the  various 
sections,  and  I  claiming  that  under  the  last  clause  he  was  obliged  to 
do  whatever  I  thought  necessary.  In  this  matter  I  have  usually 
had  my  way,  but  what  the  owners  may  have  to  say  about  the  mat- 
ter in  the  future  I  am  unable  to  state,  as  in  some  cases  a  bill  of 
extras  has  been  made  out  against  them  for  doing  this  work. 

There  are  certain  localities  in  my  district  that  should  be  looked 
after  by  some  one  having  more  authority  than  I,  and  in  such  local- 
ities there  should  be  authority  established  by  law  or  ordinance, 
whereby  the  thickly  settled  communities  could  be  better  protected 
from  the  danger  that  would  most  certainly  arise  should  a  fire  of 
much  magnitude  occur  among  them.  The  practice  that  is  common 
in  certain  large  manufacturing  cities  in  my  district,  of  building 
high  wooden  tenement  houses  so  close  together  as  to  have  scarcely 
room  for  a  walk  between,  should  not  be  tolerated  in  any  commun- 
ity ;  and  they  are  a  source  of  much  annoyance  and  anxiety  to  me, 
lest  something  required  by  the  laws  that  I  am  called  upon  to  en- 
force is  left  undone,  thereby  making  the  danger  in  case  of  fire 
greater  than  it  would  be  if  all  of  our  instructions  were  carefully 
carried  out.  On  account  of  this  I  am  obliged  to  give  the  larger 
part  of  new  buildings  greater  attention  and  more  time  than  would 
be  necessary  were  they  located  among  different  surroundings. 

Section  44  of  chapter  481,  Acts  of  1894,  relating  to  portable 
fire-escapes  in  hotels,  boarding  and  lodging  houses  containing  ten 
or  more  rooms  above  the  second  floor,  "  not  otherwise  properly 
provided  with  fire-escapes,"  requires  constant  attention  from  the 
inspector.     Nearly  all  such  buildings  have  been  equipped  in  my 
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district,  and  yet  every  year  I  find  more  or  less  rooms  in  the  above- 
named  buildings  without  them.  In  many  cases  the  occupants  take 
them  away,  and  oftentimes  the  proprietors  are  not  aware  they  are 
gone  until  I  call  their  attention  to  the  fact  that  they  are  missing. 
At  other  times  there  is  a  change  of  tenants,  and  when  they  move 
they  take  all  the  portable  escapes  with  them,  notwithstanding  the 
owner  of  the  property,  and  not  the  tenant^  originally  put  them  in 
and  paid  for  them.  These  are  some  of  the  annoyances  that  we 
meet  with,  and  these  are  some  of  the  little  things  that  require  our 
attention  and  take  up  much  of  our  time. 

The  laws  relating  to  the  ways  of  egress  or  means  of  escape  from 
fire  are  always  being  made  use  of,  and  during  the  past  year  I  have 
found  it  necessary  to  issue  more  orders  under  section  24  of  chapter 
481,  Acts  of  1894,  than  I  thought  it  possible  a  year  ago.  I  have 
found  no  less  than  twenty-four  buildings  in  which  it  was  necessary 
to  provide  for  additional  egress  or  means  of  escape  from  fire. 
I  was  of  the  opinion,  a  year  ago,  that  that  part  of  my  work  was 
practically  done,  and  in  the  future  not  many  fire-escapes  would  be 
required.  As  I  stated  then,  many  of  the  fire-escapes  ordered  this 
year  were  made  necessary  by  remodelling  old  buildings  and  chang- 
ing their  occupancy,  so  as  to  make  them  come  under  the  law. 
I  presume  the  same  causes  will  require  many  buildings  in  the 
future  to  be  provided  with  fire-escapes,  and  other  provisions  pro- 
vided for  in  the  various  sections  of  chapter  481. 

My  associate.  Inspector  Sheehan,  who  has  the  inspection  laws, 
other  than  those  relating  to  buildings,  to  look  after  in  District  No. 
8,  and  who  is  instructed  to  take  notice  of  the  ways  of  egress  in  the 
various  places  that  he  inspects,  and  report,  has  called  my  attention 
to  several  cases  where  the  egress  was  obstructed  or  insufficient, 
and  I  have  given  these  caSes  my  immediate  attention,  and  had 
them  provided  with  proper  ways  of  egress  or  means  of  escape 
from  fire. 

The  provisions  of  chapter  251,  Acts  of  1883,  relating  to  red 
lights,  notices,  watchmen  and  gongs  in  hotels,  boarding  and  lodg- 
ing houses,  three  or  more  stories  high,  and  containing  fifty  or 
more  rooms,  is  well  complied  with ;  and,  while  the  minor  parts  of 
law  need  looking  after  every  year,  the  more  essential  parts  —  red 
lights,  watchmen  and  gongs  —  are  generally  understood  and  pro- 
vided for.  The  matter  of  notices  being  posted  in  every  sleeping 
room,  describing  the  ways  of  egress  or  other  means  of  escape  from 
fire,  has  to  be  looked  after  every  year,  many  of  them  being  removed 
and  destroyed  during  house  cleaning  and  renovating  every  spring, 
and  through  neglect  of  help  they  fail  to  be  replaced  until  the 
proprietor  is  notified  by  the  inspector  that  they  are  missing.

Report  of  Inspector  Splaine. 

I  respectfally  submit  herewith,  for  the  year  now  closing,  a  tabu- 
lated report  of  inspections  made  by  me  in  my  district  of  buildings 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  24,  chapter  484,  Acts  of  1894, 
and  of  duties  performed  by  me  under  the  provisions  of  section  25 
of  the  same  chapter  and  acts  above  cited,  in  the  matter  of  examin- 
ing plans  of  future  buildings  and  securing  on  the  plans  and  in  the 
buildings  to  be  constructed  from  these  plans  ample  fire  stops  for 
the  prevention  of  the  spread  of  fire  and  smoke  in  case  of  fire,  suit- 
able means  of  extinguishing  fire  and  proper  ways  of  egress  from 
these  buildings  for  their  future  occupants. 

I  have  carefully  watched  alterations  in  and  additions  to  factories, 
hotels,  apartment  houses  and  boarding  houses  which  are  so  large 
or  so  important  as  to  warrant  action  on  the  part  of  the  inspector. 
In  some  instances  I  have  found  it  to  be  my  imperative  duty  to 
demand  and  secure  additional  means  of  egress  and  additional 
means  of  extinguishing  fire,  while  in  most  instances  I  have  only

had  to  suggest  the  necessary  changes  in  order  to  have  my  wishes 
complied  with  ;  and  in  my  supervisory  work  on  new  buildings  now 
in  course  of  erection,  or  which  have  lately  been  completed  and 
which  are  intended  to  be  used  for  the  same  purposes  as  the  build- 
ings named  last  above,  I  have  exercised  great  care  and  have  spent 
considerable  time  in  order  to  secure  the  best  possible  results. 

Between  watching  alterations  in  old  buildings  and  observing 
new  buildings  from  their  foundations  up  a  great  number  of  visits 
have  been  necessary  in  order  to  faithfully  discharge  my  duties  and 
to  obtain  results  which  will  secure  the  lives  of  the  occupants  of 
such  buildings  as  are  described  in  this  report. 

In  addition  to  the  many  visits  in  order  to  make  my  regular 
inspections,  I  have  found  it  necessary  to  make  over  two  hundred 
visits  in  order  to  watch  the  construction  of  new  buildings  and  to 
look  after  the  alterations  in  older  and  old  buildings.

Report  of  Inspector  Merriam. 
I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work  per- 
formed by  me  in  this  district  the  past  year,  tabulated  in  usual 
form,  BO  far  as  possible.  The  number  of  plans  filed  for  new 
buildings  is  about  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  but  are  largely 
for  business  purposes,  and  in  most  cases  a  marked  improvement 
in  safety  from  fires  is  noted.  The  number  of  public  and  school 
buildings  is  very  small.  Of  the  buildings  inspected,  but  few  have 
required  changes  of  great  importance,  in  many  cases  a  suggestion 
was  all  that  was  necessary.  But  in  all  cases  my  recommendations 
have  been  promptly  carried  out.     But  few  local  ofllcers  report 
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their  inspectioiis  of  hotels  and  boarding  hooses  until  notified  to  do 
80,  and  then  hot  little  reliable  information  is  obtained.  More  than 
the  usual  amount  of  time  has  been  given  to  the  testing  of  heating 
and  ventilating  systems  and  advisory  work,  but  the  results  have 
been  satisfactory.

Reports  by  Districts  of  Factories,  Workshops  and 

Mercantile  Establishments  Inspected  and  Orders 

Issued. 

Report  op  Inspector  Burfitt. 

Id  reviewing  tlie  work  performed  since  the  last  report,  there  is 
very  little  to  add  to  the  general  duties  that  are  required  in  factory 
inspection,  except  in  the  line  of  guarding  machinery,  as  there  have 
been  several  new  devices  brought  out  which  are  practical  and  of 
small  expense. 

First  there  is  the  beater  lock,  a  device  for  locking  the  lid  or 
cover  of  a  beater.  Accidents  have  occurred  by  lifting  the  cover 
while  the  beater  is  in  motion.  This  simple  device  prevents  the 
person  from  raising  the  cover  until  he  stops  the  machine,  and  also 
locks  the  driving  pulley  so  it  cannot  start  until  he  shuts  down  the 
cover ;  and  when  he  does  this  it  locks  the  cover  and  the  machine  is 
ready  to  be  started. 

Another  invention  is  a  device  for  guarding  a  sole-moulding 
machine.  This  machine  for  sole  moulding  is  a  dangerous  machine 
in  its  present  form,  but  with  this  new  attachment  it  becomes  safe 
to  use.  Sole-moulding  machines  are  now  constructed  with  two  dies, 
one  of  which  is  movable  with  relation  to  the  other,  and  suitable 
mechanism  for  moving  the  said  die.  In  operating  such  a  machine 
the  attendant  places  the  sole  to  be  moulded  on  the  lower  die  by 
hand,  and  after  it  has  been  moulded  removes  it  by  hand  and  places 
thereon  another.  The  operator  soon  becomes  tired  and  careless, 
and  the  result  is  that  his  hand  is  crushed.    The  new  attachment, 
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in  my  opinion,  will  prevent  any  sach  accident,  as  the  operative 
does  not  place  his  hand  between  the  dies  in  the  operation  of  mould- 
ing the  soles. 

We  have  another  device,  for  controlling  power,  which  has  lately 
been  brought  before  the  inspection  department.  This  is  a  device 
for  shipping  or  shifting  belts,  worked  by  electricity.  This  same 
arrangement  can  be  applied  to  a  friction  pulley  or  clutch,  causing 
the  shafting  of  any  room  to  stop,  without  interfering  with  any 
other,  and  also  helping  to  prevent  accident  by  being  caught  in 
machine  or  belt. 

In  talking  with  the  master  mechanics  of  dififerent  plants,  they 
indorsed  the  idea  of  placing  friction  clutches  in  every  room  where 
machinery  is  used,  saying  it  would  be  much  better  than  stopping 
the  whole  power,  as  each  room  would  be  independent  of  its  neigh- 
bor ;  and  if  an  accident  should  occur  in  one  room,  it  need  not  be 
known  throughout  the  mill.  These  clutches  can  be  operated  by 
electricity  in  the  same  way  as  shipping  a  belt.  I  think  having 
clutches  in  every  room  for  controlling  power  would  be  much  better 
than  shutting  down  the  engine,  thereby  stopping  the  whole  mill 
during  working  hours ;  also  it  would  be  a  greater  prevention  of 
accidents,  as  the  shafting  would  stop  much  sooner. 

There  are  some  machines  that  are  very  dangerous  to  use,  and 
I  have  not  been  able  to  devise  any  way  to  fully  protect  the  oper- 
ator. I  speak  of  the  rubber  grinders  in  rubber  mills.  The  rubber 
in  its  crude  state  has  to  be  ground  between  two  rolls,  and  the 
rubber  must  be  placed  or  fed  to  the  rolls  by  hand,  and  very 
severe  accidents  have  happened  by  the  operative  being  caught,  in 
most  cases  losing  his  hand  or  arm.  The  only  way  that  has  been 
devised  so  far  is  to  stop  the  rolls,  and  here  is  where  the  trouble 
comes  in.  The  greater  number  of  these  mills  have  only  a  lever  to 
draw  the  clutch  apart  that  connects  the  shaft  with  the  grinder,  and 
this  clutch  being  toothed,  it  is  impossible  to  force  it  apart  while 
the  grinder  or  roll  is  loaded  or  working.  I  have  asked  the  oper- 
atives to  try,  but  none  succeeded  ;  but  when  the  grinder  is  empty 
it  can  be  stopped  very  easily. 

In  some  of  the  mills  where  rubber  is  manufactured  they  have 
adopted  another  form  of  lever,  the  use  of  which  is  to  drop  into  the 
head  of  the  clutch  and  force  it  apart*  thereby  stopping  the  rolls. 
This  lever  is  hung  to  the  floor  in  the  rear  of  the  grinders,  and  ex- 
tending over  the  clutch  to  the  front  of  the  rolls.  The  lever  at  the 
front  is  raised  about  two  feet  above  the  floor.  In  case  an  operator 
of  one  of  these  grinding  rolls  is  caught,  the  man  next  to  him  can 
place  his  foot  upon  this  lever  and  force  it  down  on  to  the  head  of 
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the  clutch,  which  is  made  in  such  a  manner  as  to  receive  the  lever 
in  a  slot,  thus  forcing  the  clutch  out  of  gear  and  stopping  the  rolls 
or  grinders. 

The  Boston  Belting  Company's  rubber  mill  is  fitted  up  with  the 
friction  clutch  attached  to  these  grinders,  and  worked  by  a  system 
of  levers,  and  by  this  arrangement  the  grinders  can  be  stopped  by 
the  man  operating  them. 

This  system  of  using  friction  clutches  is  the  best  form  of  con- 
trolling power  that  I  have  ever  seen,  they  are  so  easy  to  operate, 
requiring  very  little  power  to  force  them  out  of  gear.  They  are 
manufactured  in  all  sizes  and  adapted  to  any  power  required,  and 
I  sincerely  hope  all  rubber  manufacturers  can  be  induced  to  place 
them  on  all  rubber  grinders  in  use  in  their  mills. 

In  the  district  under  my  charge  I  have  a  great  number  of  eleva- 
tors to  inspect.  These  elevatdrs  are  generally  freight  elevators, 
but  are  used  somewhat  for  passengers ;  that  is,  the  operatives  of 
the  mills  ride  up  and  down  with  their  freight.  There  have  been 
very  few  accidents  on  these  elevators  during  my  term  of  service, 
and  I  do  not  know  one  to  have  been  caused  by  the  breaking  of  the 
hoisting  rope.  The  ropes  are  well  looked  after  by  the  owners,  and 
many  of  them  where  manila  ropes  are  used  are  changed  every  six 
months.  Some  of  the  larger  firms  keep  a  man  whose  entire  time 
is  spent  looking  after  condition  of  all  parts  of  elevators. 

While  speaking  of  elevators,  I  will  say  that  I  have  very  little 
confidence  in  the  safety  devices  in  general  use,  as  they  depend 
almost  wholly  on  the  slacking  of  the  hoisting  ropes  to  allow  them 
to  work,  so  that,  in  case  of  the  breaking  of  some  part  of  the 
machinery,  and  the  rope  being  kept  taut,  the  safety  could  not  or 
would  not  be  of  any  use.  There  is  one  quite  cheap  safety  device 
on  the  market,  but  not  in  very  general  use,  which  works  indepen- 
dently of  the  hoisting  rope,  or  I  may  say  any  other  part  of  the 
machinery.  This  device  is  called  the  improved  safety  stop  for 
elevators,  invented  by  F.  P.  Canfield.  It  is  applied  to  each  side 
of  the  car,  and  always  in  running  service.  There  is  another  safety 
device  which  has  lately  been  placed  on  the  market,  called  the  Han- 
ford  air  safety  device.  This  is  more  particularly  adapted  to  pas- 
senger elevators,  as  it  is  quite  expensive.  As  far  as  I  have  been 
able  to  judge,  it  answers  the  purpose  it  is  designed  for.  One  of 
its  chief  advantages  is  that  it  is  entirely  independent  of  any 
mechanism  connected  with  the  elevator,  hoisting  rope  or  machinery. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  there  have  been  few  complaints  as  re- 
gards working  overtime,  or  the  employment  of  minors  without  the 
proper  school  certificate ;  and  the  employers  have  been  careful  to 
post  all  names  and  procure  certificates  for  minors  under  school  age.

Report  of  Inspector  Burleigh. 

I  respectfully  submit  a  tabulated  report  of  iDspections  made  in 
District  No.  8  for  the  year  now  ended. 

The  guarding  of  dangerous  machinery  needs  constant  care  and 
attention  on  the  part  of  the  inspectors,  because  new  machinery  is 
added  and  old  machinery  is  constantly  being  changed,  and  as  a 
rule  left  unguarded  until  found  by  the  inspectors  or  an  accident 
happens.  The  orders  to  guard  such  machinery  for  the  better  pro- 
tection of  the  employees  have  been  promptly  complied  with. 

No  illiterate  minors  were  found  at  work,  and  only  three  under 
fourteen  years  of  age  were  employed,  and  they  were  sent  to  school ; 
nearly  all  between  the  age  of  fourteen  and  sixteen  had  the  required 
school  certificate. 

The  fifty-eight-hour  weekly  law  for  women  and  minors  has  been 
fully  complied  with. 

I  have  found  manufacturers  willing  to  improve  the  sanitary  and 
ventilating  conditions  of  their  factories.

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Report  of  Inspector  Sillars. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  with  this  a  tabulated  report  of  in- 
spections made  by  me  during  the  year  in  District  No.  4.  My 
whole  district  is  in  SufiPolk  County. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  an  improvement  in  all  kinds  of  business, 
more  hands  being  employed  than  heretofore. 

The  various  laws  we  are  called  upon  to  enforce  meet  with 
scarcely  any  friction  from  the  manufacturers.  They  all  feel  the 
laws  are  wise  and  just,  and  are  beneficial  to  both  employer  and 
employee. 

There  is  always  a  change  going  on  in  regard  to  machinery,  etc. 
Parties  are  moving  from  factory  to  factory,  and  shafting  and 
machinery  are  often  changed.  Walls  are  being  cleaned  and  white- 
washed, and  when  next  the  inspector  calls  he  finds  machinery  to 
be  guarded  and  time  tables  to  be  posted.  Of  the  899  orders  given 
during  the  year,  39  were  for  sanitary  improvement,  96  in  relation 
to  the  hours  of  labor,  201  were  general  orders,  mostly  in  relation 
to  guarding  of  machinery,  etc.,  and  63  were  for  school  certificates, 
etc.  Several  illiterate  minors  were  found  at  work  who  were  sent 
to  evening  schools.  Nine  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age 
were  found  at  work,  who  were  sent  to  school. 

There  have  been  two  fatal  accidents  in  this  district  during  the 
year,  both  on  elevators.

Report  of  Inspector  Tierney. 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  the  following  report  regard- 
ing the  law  intrusted  to  me  to  enforce  in  District  No.  6,  which 
comprises  Bristol,  Barnstable,  Dukes  and  Nantucket  counties. 
Chapter  494,  Acts  of  the  year  1898,  relating  to  the  employment  of 
children  under  sixteen  years  of  age  in  factories,  workshops  and 
mercantile  establishments,  I  am  pleased  to  report  is  generally  com- 
plied with  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner  in  this  district.  I  have 
found  very  few  cases  during  the  past  year  where  this  law  has  been 
violated,  and  in  no  case  where  I  considered  it  a  wilful  violation, 
but  more  through  the  result  of  carelessness  or  negligence  on  the 
part  of  the  overseer  or  person  in  charge  of  the  room  where  the 
children  were  employed.  When  the  inspector  called  the  em- 
ployer's attention  to  the  fact  that  some  children  were  employed  in 
the  factory  without  certificates,  such  certificates  were  procured 
immediately. 

Also  there  has  been  much  time  devoted  to  the  enforcement  of 
the  law  in  regard  to  the  employment  of  minors,  fourteen  years  of 
age  or  over,  who  cannot  read  or  write  in  the  English  language. 
This  is  proving  itself,  in  my  judgment,  to  be  a  great  benefit,  not 
only  to  the  persons  in  whose  behalf  the  law  was  enacted,  but  to 
the  employers  as  well,  as  it  enables  the  employees  to  become  more 
proficient  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties,  thereby  be- 
coming more  valuable  to  their  employer.  This  law  is  complied 
with  very  satisfactorily  in  the  cities  where  evening  schools  are 
maintained,  with  excellent  results.  The  superintendents  of  schools 
generally  report  an  increased  attendance  this  year  over  last,  and 
an  apparent  desire  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  to  learn. 
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In  regard  to  locking  of  doors  daring  working  hours,  there  are 
some  factories  whose  location  makes  it  necessary  to  have  some 
means  of  keeping  applicants  for  work  and  strangers  from  inter- 
rupting and  bothering  the  help.  In  a  few  such  cases  I  have  found 
spring  locks,  which  could  be  readily  opened  from  the  inside,  but 
prevented  admission  from  the  outside. 

In  the  matter  of  sanitation  in  the  factories  and  workshops,  I 
would  say  that  many  in  my  district  were  built  many  years  ago, 
and  without  much  regard  to  their  sanitary  arrangements,  especially 
in  the  matter  of  ventilation ;  but  now  there  is  a  big  progress  being 
made  in  this  direction,  and  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  in  my  dis- 
trict a  factory  where  separate  water-closets,  plainly  marked,  for 
each  sex  are  not  provided. 

As  to  the  safety  of  elevators,  I  would  say  that  most  of  them 
seem  to  be  in  good  condition,  and  there  seems  to  be  a  growing 
inclination  among  manufacturers  to  provide  some  one  whose  sole 
duty  it  is  to  attend  to  the  running  of  the  elevator,  which  is  a  move 
in  the  right  direction.  The  factories  in  this  district  are  well  sup- 
plied with  means  of  egress,  and  the  proprietors  seem  anxious  to 
show  the  inspector  what  they  have  done  in  that  direction. 

Courteous  treatment  has  always  been  accorded  the  inspector, 
and  a  desire  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  employer  and  employees 
to  assist  him  in  his  labors.  Local  truant  officers  also  render  valu- 
able assistance  in  many  ways.

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Report  op  Inspector  Pdtnam. 

With  this  I  transmit  to  you  a  detailed  report  of  my  work  for 
the  year.  Advance  all  along  the  line  of  better  protection  to  life 
and  limb  has  been  made.  There  have  been  351  orders  issued 
during  the  year,  as  against  387  last  year,  and  54  of  these  were  to 
post  and  keep  on  file  lists  of  children,  in  compliance  with  chapter 
494,  which  went  into  effect  Sept.  1,  1898. 

The  matter  of  providing  communication  between  the  engine 
room  and  each  room  in  the  factory  is  an  important  one  and  a 
somewhat  difficult  one  to  handle  in  a  way  that  is  satisfactory  to  all 
parties.  The  installation  of  electric  bells  or  speaking  tubes  from 
each  room  to  the  engine  room  is  not  entirely  satisfactory  or 
entirely  safe,  even  if  the  engineer  is  always  in  the  engine  room. 
An  engine  running  at  full  speed  cannot  be  stopped  at  once,  and  if 
it  could  be  it  would  be  a  very  dangerous  proceeding.  The  fly 
wheel  must  make  a  number  of  revolutions  after  the  steam  is  shut 
off  before  it  stops,  and  a  few  revolutions  of  the  fly  wheel  may 
mean  hundreds  of  the  shaft  where  the  accident  is.  The  only  safe, 
sure  and  practical  method  is  to  have  in  each  room  an  appliance 
whereby  the  power  running  that  room  may  be  readily  controlled, 
either  by  a  clutch,  easily  handled  idler  or  a  loose  pulley  and 
shipper,  so  that  any  one  in  any  room  in  the  factory  may  stop  the 
shafting  in  that  room  quickly,  without  interfering  in  any  manner 
with  the  running  of  all  other  rooms.  In  other  words,  each  room 
should  be  run  independently  of  every  other  room.  The  difficulty 
in  adapting  this  method  to  the  old  factories  is  not  only  the  expense 
involved  in  changing  the  whole  scheme  of  transmitting  the  power, 
but  the  necessity  of  shutting  down  the  factory  for  a  longer  or 
shorter  period  while  the  changes  are  being  made. 

In  all  new  factories  in  my  district  I  insist  upon  this  method, 
and  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  show  the  manufacturer  that  to  adopt  it 
is  a  clear  saving  of  money  and  time.  Let  us  take,  for  example,  a 
factory  employing  six  hundred  people.  A  belt  running  a  room 
where  one  hundred  people  are  employed  breaks.  The  whole 
factory  must  be  shut  down  while  the  belt  is  being  repaired,  which 
takes  fifteen  minutes.  There  is  a  loss  of  nine  thousand  minutes, 
one  hundred  and  fifty  hours,  fifteen  days'  work  for  one  man,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  demoralization  which  ensues  among  the 
employees  for  some  time  afterwards.  On  the  other  hand,  could 
that  room  be  controlled  within  itself,  there  would  be  a  loss  of  only 
two  and  a  half  days'  work  of  one  man.  Again,  it  often  happens 
that  a  factory  needs  to  run  but  a  part  of  its  machinery.  Under 
the  old  system,  all  the  shafting  must  be  run  at  a  great  waste  of 
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power.  Uoder  the  new,  not  a  pulley  need  turn  in  any  room  where 
it  is  not  required.  Thus  a  great  saving  of  power  is  made.  The 
aggregate  saving  during  the  year  would  possibly  more  than  pay 
for  the  improvement. 

Several  notable  inventions  for  the  better  protection  of  life  and 
limb  have  been  brought  to  my  attention  during  the  year.  Among 
the  best  are  the  electric  power  controller,  safety  appliance  for  sole 
moulders,  beater  lock,  and  an  appliance  to  control  the  power 
running  rubber  grinders.  These  are  all  practically  new  inventions, 
and  are  practical  in  their  workings. 
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Report  op  Inspector  Sheehan. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  work  done 
daring  the  past  year  in  District  No.  9. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  an  increase  this  year  ov^r 
last  year  in  the  shoe  and  leather  business.  There  has  been  a 
larger  number  of  persons  employed  in  the  mills ;  two  cotton  mills 
that  were  shut  down  have  commenced  to  run,  and  there  is  a  good 
prospect  that  the  increased  activity  will  continue. 

Chapter  494,  Acts  of  1898,  that ''  no  child  under  fourteen  years 
of  age  shall  be  employed  in  any  factory,  workshop  or  mercantile 
establishment,"  has  been  well  received.  The  raising  of  the 
standard  of  years,  or  age,  at  which  children  may  be  permitted  to 
be  employed  in  manufacturing  and  mercantile  establishments  is  a 
most  wholesome  and  desirable  change  ;  and  I  am  happy  to  be  able 
to  report  that  the  great  majority  of  the  people,  without  regard  to 
station  or  calling,  have  been  highly  gratified  with  it.  I  am  satis- 
fied that  results  will  amply  justify  the  wisdom  of  the  Legislature 
in  having  made  the  change.  It  seems  almost  incredible  that  there 
would  be  any  desire  to  violate  the  fifty-eight  hour  law  for  the 
employment  of  women  and  minors  at  a  time  when  business  is  not 
supposed  to  be  very  brisk ;  but  it  not  infrequently  happens  that 
we  are  called  upon  to  act  promptly  and  vigorously  in  order  to 
prevent  the  employment  of  women  and  minors  over  the  maximum 
number  of  hours  allowed,  that  is,  fifty-eight  per  week,  and  in  two 
instances  during  the  year  it  became  necessary  to  prosecute  the 
manufacturers  for  violation  of  this  law.  In  justice  to  the  larger 
establishments,  I  must  say  that  they  comply  cheerfully. 

I  give  a  great  deal  of  time  annually  to  the  inspection  of  the 
elevators  in  this  district.  Great  care  is  taken  of  the  elevators  in 
some  factories,  and  careful  men  are  employed  to  operate  them. 
The  cables  are  examined  each  week,  and  the  safety  devices  kept 
free  from  rust  and  tested  frequently.  In  other  places  visited, 
good  appliances  were  found,  but  no  special  care  was  taken  of 
them ;  the  eye  bolts  had  become  corroded  with  rust,  and  would 
not  drop  to  release  springs  throwing  out  clutches  on  sides.  The 
steam  from  dye  houses  and  acids  in  other  factories  corrode  iron 
very  quickly,  and  safety  appliances  on  the  elevators  are  not  apt  to 
work  in  such  places  when  tested.  The  elevator  wells  are  guarded 
by  automatic  gates  and  self-closing  hatches.  In  some  instances 
these  hatches  are  used  as  a  passageway,  which  is  at  all  times 
dangerous  and  positively  forbidden. 

Although  a  great  deal  has  been  done  to  prevent  accidents  in 
factories,  there  is  still  room  for  considerable   improvement.    Ex- 
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posed  gearing  has  proved  a  source  of  great  danger.  Manufactur- 
erSf  when  buying  new  machinery,  should  insist  upon  the  gears 
being  guarded  at  exposed  parts,  for  it  is  decidedly  cheaper  and 
easier  to  have  this  done  at  the  machine  shops  where  they  are  built 
ttian  at  the  factories  where  they  are  used.  Many  accidents  have 
occurred  in  factories  by  the  operatives  being  caught  on  projecting 
set  screws,  and  they  cannot  be  looked  after  too  carefully.  Pro- 
jecting ends  of  shafting,  where  exposed,  and  liable  to  come  in 
contact  with  the  clothing  of  the  operatives,  are  another  source  of 
danger,  and  in  more  than  one  instance  have  caused  fatal  accidents. 
Pulleys  running  too  close  to  each  other,  without  any  precaution  to 
prevent  belts  from  slipping  between  them,  are  the  cause  of  many 
accidents,  which,  if  not  of  so  serious  a  nature  to  the  operative, 
are  decidedly  so  to  the  machinery. 

Friction  clutches  that  will  shut  off  the  power  in  any  part  of  the 
factory  are  coming  into  general  use  in  the  new  factories,  and  are 
a  source  of  protection  to  the  operatives,  as  well  as  at  many  times 
a  saving  to  the  manufacturer.  In  throwing  on  heavy  belts,  the 
speed  can  be  started  slowly  and  belts  run  on,  thereby  lessening 
the  danger  of  being  caught  by  the  belt  and  thrown  around  the 
shafting.  In  case  of  the  breaking  down  of  shafting  or  any  part 
of  machinery,  the  power  can  be  cut  off  immediately  in  any  section 
without  shutting  down  the  whole  factory.  » 

In  conclusion,  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  a  cordial  reception  has 
been  given  the  inspector,  while  words  of  encouragement  and  hopes 
of  good  results  have  been  expressed  by  manufacturers  so  fre- 
qucDtly  as  to  clearly  indicate  the  sympathy  of  employers  with  the 
law  and  its  thorough  enforcement.

I  respeotfally  submit,  in  tabulated  form,  a  report  of  inspections 
made  where  orders  were  issued,  also  a  summary  of  work  performed 
in  District  No.  10  during  the  past  year. 

I  find  about  the  same  duties  have  to  be  attended  to  as  in  pre- 
vious years,  which  require  constant  care  and  exercise  of  judgment 
and  discretion. 

In  regard  to  the  employment  of  minors  between  fourteen  and 
sixteen  years,  the  disposition  seems  to  be  not  to  employ  any  if  it 
can  be  avoided.  There  have  been  several  cases  found  where  minors 
were  at  work  without  certificates,  but  these  were  promptly  furnished 
on  notification.  Several  minors  under  fourteen  years  were  found 
at  work,  and  sent  out. 

But  few  accidents  have  occurred  (none  fatal),  and  they  were  of 
a  minor  nature,  caused  by  carelessness  of  those  injured. 

Inspection  has  been  made  of  about  all  the  elevators  in  the  dis- 
trict, and  the  safety  devices  thoroughly  tested.  Orders  have  been 
given  to  remedy  defects,  and  have  been  complied  with.  The  ele- 
vators are  all  in  fairly  good  condition  at  present,  and,  with  proper 
care,  accidents  should  not  occur. 

The  usual  orders  for  the  guarding  of  dangerous  machinery  have 
been  given,  caused  by  changes  that  are  being  made  in  location, 
etc. 

The  sanitary  conditions  are  very  good  in  all  establishments,  yet 
require  constant  care  to  maintain  healthful  conditions. 

The  laws  relating  to  the  employment  of  women  and  minors  in 
manufacturing  establishments  do  not  appear  to  be  fully  under- 
stood by  manufacturers  in  this  district,  as  I  have  had  to  make  com- 
plaint for  violation  of  section  11,  chapter  508,  Acts  of  1894,  in 
one  case.  The  impression  seems  to  be  that  if  they  do  not  exceed 
fifty-eight  hours  per  week  they  do  not  violate  the  law ;  that  they 
can  stop  the  machinery  for  any  reasonable  time,  for  any  cause,  and 
run  to  make  up  the  time  lost. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  state  that  the  general  condition  of  the 
district  is  good  and  my  relations  with  all  satisfactory.

Report  op  Inspector  Waslet. 

In  connection  with  my  tabulated  report,  I  would  respectfully 
submit  a  brief  summary  of  the  laws  intrusted  to  me  to  enforce  in 
District  No.  11. 

All  manufacturing  business  at  the  present  time  in  District  No. 
11  is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  All  the  more  extensive  plants 
have  a  larger  increase  of  help  employed,  the  Washington  Mills 
employing  5,500,  Pacific  Mills  4,700,  Tremont  and  Suflfolk  3,700, 
and  the  Lowell  machine  shop  more  help  than  ever  before,  1,800 
men.  In  fact,  the  outlook  for  business  in  all  mills  and  workshops 
is  very  encouraging. 

Section  51,  chapter  481,  Acts  of  1894,  requires  communication 
between  the  different  rooms  where  the  machinery  is  used  and  the 
room  where  the  engineer  is  stationed.  I  have  been  very  particular 
to  have  this  law  enforced.  In  Lowell  and  Lawrence,  where  steam 
and  water  are  used  in  conjunction,  it  is  much  more  difficult  to 
arrange  the  connections  than  if  steam  alone  were  used,  as  direct 
communication  must  be  had  between  the  water-wheels  and  the 
engines,  which  requires  a  friction  clutch,  or  some  person  on  guard 
continually  at  the  wheel  rooms,  so  that  signals  can  be  answered 
instantaneously,  to  prevent  danger  and  breakage  of  machinery. 
It  would  not  do  to  shut  off  the  steam  power  and  not  the  water 
power.  However,  all  the  agents  and  proprietors  of  mills  and 
workshops  are  complying  by  using  electric  signals  from  the  rooms 
to  where  the  engineers  are  stationed,  which  will  guard  against 
accidents  in  any  of  the  rooms.  I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that 
owners  are  complying  with  this  law  very  promptly,  and  in  the 
near  future  all  the  manufactories  will  have  these  communications 
where  it  is  necessary  in  District  No.  11. 

On  account  of  duties  at  Marlborough,  I  have  been  unable  to 
make  as  many  inspections  as  last  year,  but  have  had  occasion  to 
issue  more  orders,  for  the  changing  and  rearranging  of  machinery 
to  further  production  in  the  different  manufactories  have  been 
quite  extensive,  which  required  me  to  make  more  thorough  in- 
spections. 

I  have  received  many  complaints  the  past  year  in  regard  to 
payments  of  wages,  but  those  cases  that  I  have  been  required  to 
settle  have  been  done  with  satisfaction  to  all  parties  interested. 

Many  of  the  manufactories  have  had  considerable  night  work, 
but  in  all  cases  new  gangs  have  been  employed,  and  no  women  or 
minors  are  employed  in  violation  of  the  law. 

Ventilation  in  some  of  the  basements  of  large  stores  on  the 
street  I  have  been  called  to  investigate,  and  after  an  interview 
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with  those  in  aathority  they  have  arranged  for  better  ventilation 
without  further  complaint  being  made. 

The  elevators  I  am  pleased  to  report  are  in  good  order,  and 
agents  and  proprietors  of  the  factories  continue  to  use  much 
caution 9  and  if  the  inspector  has  any  fault  to  find  with  them,  it  is 
soon  remedied. 

I  have  had  but  very  few  fatal  accidents  in  this  district  the  past 
year,  but  many  slight  accidents ;  and  on  investigation  I  find  the 
cause  of  such  was  in  most  cases  the  carelessness  of  the  employees 
in  not  taking  due  care  in  operating  the  machines  under  their 
charge. 

In  my  investigations  of  theatres  and  all  places  of  assembly  I 
find  the  managers  using  much  caution  in  keeping  the  aisles  clear 
and  not  overcrowding  the  galleries. 

I  have  had  but  few  complaints  from  insufficient  heating  of  the 
street  railway  cars.  New  engines  at  the  power  station  at  Lowell 
having  been  put  in  operation  will  supply  all  power  necessary  for 
heating  purposes  and  keeping  the  cars  in  comfortable  condition 
through  the  winter  months. 

All  business  coming  under  my  supervision  pertaining  to  the 
enforcement  of  the  laws  has  caused  no  friction  between  the  agents 
and  others  of  the  manufacturing  plants.  All  orders  have  been 
complied  with  promptly.

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Report  of  Inspectress  Mart  E.  Hallbt. 

In  presenting  my  eighth  annaal  report,  I  will  say  at  the  begin- 
ning it  will  differ  very  little  from  my  preceding  ones,  being  for  the 
most  part  a  statement  of  the  different  laws  which  are  entrusted  to 
me  for  enforcement,  as  I  have  few  if  any  comments  to  present  for 
yoar  consideration  and  approval. 

The  particulars  bill  has  been  the  source  of  quite  a  few  com- 
plaints. I  have  had  several  conferences  with  the  district  attorney 
in  relation  to  the  proper  enforcement.  The  information  gleaned 
was  similar  to  your  instructions.  The  law  calling  for  an  intended 
or  maximum  number  of  yards,  manufacturers  find  it  convenient  to 
place  the  maximum  number  far  in  excess  of  actual  number,  thereby 
making  it  difficult  for  the  inspector  to  find  a  violation,  as  the  cloth 
rarely  reaches  the  highest  figures  on  specifications  given.  Only  in 
two  cases  did  I  find  cloth  to  exceed  maximum  length,  but  upon  in- 
vestigation found  the  reason  such  that  it  was  not  necessary  to 
enter  a  complaint.  In  both  cases  satisfactory  explanation  and 
remuneration  were  given  operatives.  The  adjustment  of  a  large 
number  of  yards  between  intended  and  maximum  number  is  not 
resorted  to  by  all  manufacturers,  some  claiming  that  from  one  to 
two  yards,  according  to  quality  desired,  is  sufiScient  for  the  usual 
contracting  and  lengthening  during  process  of  weaving. 

While  it  will  be  seen  from  the  tabulated  report  appended  that 
many  orders  are  given  to  procure  school  certificates  for  children 
employed  under  sixteen  years,  it  is  not  with  any  intention  or  de- 
sire to  evade  the  law,  but  sometimes  owing  to  changes  in  the  dif- 
ferent departments  where  new  overseers  are  placed  in  charge  who 
are  not  always  familiar  with  factory  laws.  Instructions  as  to  what 
is  expected  usually  bring  the  desired  result. 

Having  had  experience  or  advantage  of  being  located  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  State,  I  can  safely  say,  as  I  did  in  my  preceding 
report,  that  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  factories  in  Bristol 
County  are  among  the  best. 

Testing  the  children  as  to  their  ability  to  read  and  write  occupies 
no  small  amount  of  the  inspector's  time.  This  occurs  especially 
during  the  time  when  the  evening  schools  are  in  session.  We  are 
usually  assisted  by  superintendents  or  overseers,  who  make  special 
exertion  to  have  the  illiterates  attend  regularly.  Their  manifesta- 
tions of  pleasure  as  they  point  to  card  after  card  showing  perfect 
attendance  is  evidence  of  what  they  have  tried  to  do  to  assist  us. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say  that  much  of  the  work  of  this  depart- 
ment does  not  appear  on  the  surface.  Complaints  and  other  slight 
troubles,  which  call  for  mediation  rather  than  law,  make  a  large

demand  upon  the  time  of  the  inspector.     However,  from  the  cour- 
tesy received  and  the  coatomary  willingness  to  comply  with  orders 
given,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  majority  of  manufacturers  know  that 
the  labor  laws  are  not  passed  as  a  menace  to  their  business.

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Report  of  Inspeotress  Mart  A.  Nason. 

I  respectfully  sabmit  my  second  annual  report  as  inspectress. 
I  have  found  my  second  year's  work  easier  and  more  pleasant 
than  its  predecessor,  and  trust  that  it  has  been  satisfactory  to  all 
concerned. 

There  is  a  marked  tendency  all  along  the  line  toward  better  con- 
ditions, a  desire  to  lessen  the  hours  of  labor,  and  a  more  strict 
observance  of  proper  sanitary  arrangements.  It  is  a  deplorable 
fact  that  the  people  themselves,  both  employees  and  patrons  of 
stores  and  other  public  places,  seem  utterly  oblivious  in  many  cases 
to  all  laws  regarding  decency  in  the  use  of  these  conveniences. 

Very  few  instances,  comparatively,  have  come  to  my  knowledge 
of  the  employment  of  children  under  fourteen  years  of  age,  and 
in  every  case  they  have  been  promptly  dismissed.

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Inspectors'  Reports  of  Clothing  made  in  Tenement- 
houses  AND  Workshops. 

Report  or  Inspector  Griffin. 

I  most  respectfully  submit  herewith  my  report  for  the  year 
ending  Oct.  1,  1899.  Eight  years  have  passed  since  the  first  law 
against  the  manufacture  of  clothing  in  unhealthy  places,  more 
generally  known  as  the  ^^  sweating  system,"  was  enacted  by  the 
Legislature  of  Massachusetts,  and  although  no  doubt  it  was  a 
very  vague  and  indefinite  law,  the  good  results  accruing  from  its 
enforcement,  combined  with  a  strong  public  agitation,  not  only 
paved  the  way  for  further  and  more  concise  legislation,  but  also 
tended  to  encourage  other  States,  where  the  evil  existed  more 
abundantly  and  in  a  more  degrading  manner,  to  follow  our  ex- 
ample. To-day  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  Ohio  and  Illinois  have 
laws  of  different  kinds  dealing  with  the  sweating  system.  Not- 
withstanding the  great  good  these  various  laws  have  accomplished 
by  protecting  the  public  against  disease- infected  clothing,  there 
yet  remains  the  fact  that  the  ulterior  intent  of  these  laws  has  not 
been  reached,  namely,  the  abolition  of  all  tenement-made  clothing, 
and  a  return  to  the  proper  and  safer  method  of  having  it  manufact- 
ured in  clean,  wholesome  and  sanitary  workshops.  We  believe 
that  this  can  and  could  have  been  done  by  the  wholesale  merchants 
alone,  in  this  State  at  least,  if  they  would  only  combine  and  say 
the  word.  They  have  only  to  demand  that  their  contractors  shall 
make  the  entire  garment  in  their  respective  shops,  under  the  penalty 
of  the  loss  of  their  work  if  they  fail  to  do  so.  It  would  no  doubt 
add  a  small  amount  to  the  rent  of  the  contractors,  by  obliging  them 
to  secure  larger  workshops,  and  increase  slightly  the  cost  of  the 
garment ;  and  herein  lies  the  whole  cause  of  the  sweating  system, 
that  is,  cheapness  in  manufacturing.  To  offset  this,  the  cry  is 
raised  that  to  deprive  worthy  women  of  the  right  to  labor  in  their 
homes  would  throw  them  for  maintenance  upon  the  alms  and 
charities  of  the  community.  But  past  experience  has  taught  us 
that  this  is  not  so. 

Only  a  few  years  ago  immense  quantities  of  clothing  were  sent 
to  Maine  and  New  Hampshire,  to  be  made  by  the  wives  and 
daughters  of  our  farmers ;  and,  although  the  prices  paid  for  such 
work  were  very  low,  yet  the  sanitary  surroundings  were  of  good 
order,  and  our  merchants  used  to  boast  that  the  money  thus  earned 
helped  to  pay  mortgages  off  their  homes,  helped  to  build  other 
homes,  helped  to  educate  their  children,  and  enabled  many  a  Maine 
mother  to  keep  her  daughters  at  home,  instead  of  seeing  them  go 
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from  her  side  to  look  for  work  elsewhere.  And  also  they  would 
describe  the  striking  contrast  between  New  York  and  Maine,  — 
the  bright  home  life,  instead  of  that  of  the  garret  or  cellar ;  the 
village  streets,  instead  of  the  crowded  streets  of  New  York  ;  good 
food  and  plenty  of  air,  instead  of  black  bread  and  the  disease- 
inflicting  atmosphere  of  overcrowded  tenements.  Why  was  not 
this  truly  good  contrast  sustained,  and  why  is  it  that,  where  three 
million  dollars'  worth  of  work  was  sent  yearly  to  Maine  and  New 
Hampshire,  it  now  is  reduced  to  thousands?  Simply  because  the 
work  is  done  cheaper  in  New  York  slum  shops.  And  what  has 
become  of  the  hundreds  of  women  thus  thrown  out  of  employment 
by  being  deprived  of  their  right  to  labor  at  home?  Have  they 
become  burdens  and  objects  of  charity  upon  the  communities 
where  they  resided?  Not  at  all.  They  have  simply  found  other 
kinds  of  employment,  and  still  exist  under  as  good  circumstances 
as  before.  And  so  with  the  poor  worker  in  our  tenement  districts. 
For  a  while  there  might  be  more  or  less  suffering,  but  they  would 
shortly  find  other  employment,  and  their  children,  instead  of  be- 
coming slaves  to  the  sweater,  would  secure  more  healthful  and 
surely  more  remunerative  employment.  It  remains  for  the  organi- 
zations employed  in  the  clothing  industry,  assisted  by  an  active 
and  permanent  public  agitation,  to  secure  the  entire  manufacture 
of  clothing  in  workshops,  and  prevent  all  tenement-house  work. 
I  am  sorry  to  note  the  apathy  into  which  they  have  lately  fallen. 
Poor  women  compelled  to  finish  trousers  for  eight  cents  per  pair 
are  the  slaves  of  a  system  and  of  circumstances  from  which,  by 
reason  of  their  utter  poverty,  they  are  powerless  to  deliver  them- 
selves, and  justice  calls  to  the  more  fortunate  and  favored  to  assist 
them. 

The  regular  workshops  are  for  the  most  part  in  fairly  good  con- 
dition, although  the  sanitary  conditions  of  some  are  not  as  good 
as  they  might  be,  on  account  of  their  dirty  water-closets.  1  repeat 
my  recommendation  of  last  year,  of  compelling  the  owners  of  all 
workshops  wherein  clothing  is  manufactured  for  the  public  to 
obtain  a  State  certificate,  liable  to  revocation  if  the  sanitaries  and 
workshops  are  not  at  all  times  kept  clean.  As  stated  before,  the 
help  are  to  blame  for  the  filthy  condition  of  the  closets,  and  they 
can  be  reached  only  by  some  such  method. 

Court  cases  during  the  year  were  as  follows :  Simon  Wolf  was 
fined  fifty  dollars  for  sending  coats  to  be  finished  in  an  unlicensed 
tenement  house.  Joseph  Kirshen,  J.  Watchmaker  and  J.  Sud- 
halter  were  each  fined  ten  dollars  for  working  on  the  Lord's  day. 
In  the  last-mentioned  case  may  be  noted  the  difficulty  encountered 
by  the  inspector  in  convicting  this  class  of  violators  of  the  Lord's 
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day.  Although,  after  admitting  to  the  inspector  that  he,  a  Mr. 
Swartz,  was  proprietor  of  the  shop,  when  brought  into  court  he 
swore  that  he  had  sold  out  to  a  Mr.  Feinstein  a  few  days  previous 
to  the  date  of  offence,  and  consequently  he  was  discharged.  The 
next  day,  when  Mr.  Feinstein  was  brought  into  court,  he  swore 
that  he  sublet  part  of  the  shop  to  Mr.  Sudhalter,  and  he  too  was 
discharged.  Nothing  daunted,  the  next  day  we  brought  Mr.  Sud- 
halter into  court,  and  finally  h6  pleaded  guilty,  and  was  fined  ten 
dollars.  When  you  consider  that  they  each  paid  the  bail  commis- 
sioner two  dollars,  besides  counsel  fees,  it  must  have  appeared  to 
them  that  it  was  cheaper  to  pay  the  fine  than  to  continue  to  change 
owners.  Abram  Epstein  was  found  making  custom  dresses  at  his 
home,  71  Salem  Street,  Boston,  employing  therein  two  men  and 
four  women.  Being  ignorant  of  the  law,  and  guaranteeing  to 
secure  a  proper  workshop  at  once  (which  he  did),  he  was  not 
prosecuted. 

During  the  year,  in  my  district,  there  was  only  one  case  each  of 
diphtheria  and  scarlet-fever  in  families  who  held  a  license  to  finish 
clothing  at  home,  but  no  clothing  was  there  at  time  of  disease. 

The  law  relating  to  the  employment  of  children  between  fourteen 
and  sixteen  years  of  age  has  been  well  observed.  Time  tables 
have  been  torn  down  In  many  cases,  others  were  forgotten  during 
removal ;  but  in  all  cases  they  were  at  once  posted  upon  receipt 
of  order.

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Report  of  Inspector  Plunkett. 

The  year  just  closed  has  witnessed  no  new  phases  in  the  tene- 
ment-honse  system  of  clothing  mannfactnre.  The  law  has  been 
rigidly  enforced,  and  happily  without  recourse  to  prosecution ;  its 
provisions  have  been  complied  with  in  every  instance  where 
violations  of  its  requirements  were  discovered.  The  few  viola- 
tions which  occurred  during  the  year  were  due  more  to  a  false 
interpretation  of  the  requirements  of  the  statutes  than  to  any 
other  cause,  and  consisted  in  the  existence  of  connecting  passage- 
ways or  doors  between  the  workshop  and  the  living  rooms,  which 
were  closed  and  fastened  wherever  ordered.  These  conditions 
occur  only  in  places  where  parties  hire,  for  the  purpose  of  manu- 
facture, stores  which  are  located  in  tenement  buildings,  and  which 
are  directly  connected  with  and  let  in  conjunction  with  a  tenement 
wherein  the  proprietor  intends  to  reside.  These  stores,  which  are 
designed  to  be  used  for  mercantile  purposes  only,  are  not  easily 
converted  into  fit  or  proper  places  for  the  purpose  of  manufacture ; 
but,  if  provided  with  sanitary  accommodations,  and  having  no 
direct  connection  with  any  living  apartments,  the  requirements  of 
the  law  are  complied  with.  This  class  of  workshops  is,  however, 
not  numerous,  and  furnishes  employment  to  but  a  small  number 
of  persons  in  each  instance,  the  occupation  carried  on  in  these 
shops  being  generally  dressmaking,  in  most  cases  of  the  so-called 
custom-made  class. 

The  enforcement  of  that  provision  of  the  law  which  requires 
that  ^^  a  license  must  be  obtained  before  a  family  or  any  member 
thereof  can  engage  in  the  making  of  wearing  apparel  in  their 
tenement  or  dwelling "  has  occupied  my  time  during  the  year  to 
the  exclusion  of  almost  all  else.  A  larger  number  of  applications 
for  license  have  been  received  than  for  any  year  since  the  enact- 
ment of  this  part  of  the  law,  which  is  probably  due  to  the  revival 
of  business  and  the  ever-increasing  demand  for  ready-made  wear- 
ing apparel.  Hundreds  of  applications  for  licenses  have  been 
received  from  women  who  have  answered  advertisements  for  home 
sewing  by  small  concerns  not  having  a  factory,  and  who  endeavor 
to  have  their  work  made  under  this  system.  A  majority  of  these 
women  return  the  license  cards,  being  unable  to  accomplish  any- 
thing at  the  prices  given,  which  were  on  a  par  with  those  paid  to 
operatives  in  regular  factories,  where  a  perfect  system  of  manu- 
facture is  carried  on,  and  where  every  facility  is  offered  for  the 
accomplishment  of  large  quantities  of  work.  Many  of  these 
women,  having  no  other  means  of  support,  struggle  on,  and  by 
working  long  hours  manage  to  gain  a  bare  subsistence  until  such 
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time  as  other  and  more  profitable  employment  is  obtained.  There 
are  also  those  who  take  ap  this  occupation  from  choice  or  for  pin 
money.  But  by  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  license  clause  of 
the  law  the  manufacture  of  wearing  apparel  can  be  confined  to 
clean  and  healthful  places,  and  the  danger  from  contagion  from 
this  source  be  reduced  to  the  minimum. 

It  has  been  impossible  for  me  to  inspect  all  of  the  regular  work- 
shops and  factories  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  what  time 
I  have  been  able  to  give  has  been  devoted  to  those  which  require 
the  most  careful  attention.  The  law  regulating  the  hours  of  labor 
for  women  and  minors  will  require  close  attention,  as  the  supply 
of  labor  in  the  ready-made  clothing  trade  is  not  at  present  equal 
to  the  demand,  and  the  temptation  to  violate  its  provisions  is 
therefore  apparent. 

The  law  relating  to  the  employment  of  children  is  now 
thoroughly  understood  and  complied  with. 

The  laws  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences  are  fairly  complied 
with,  and  a  slight  improvement  over  past  years  is  noticeable  in 
this  respect.

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BOILER  INSPECTION  DEPARTMENT. 


Rbpobt  op  Inspector  Hawlet. 
District  No.  1. 

I  submit  herewith  mj  seventh  annual  report,  together  with  sum- 
mary of  examinations  and  inspections. 

The  passage  of  the  act  defining  more  clearly  the  grades  of 
licenses  for  engineers  and  firemen  has  enabled  this  law  to  be  en- 
forced with  a  more  satisfactory  understanding.  There  appears  to 
be  a  very  general  disposition  to  comply  with  the  law  by  steam 
users  when  the  matter  is  brought  definitely  to  their  attention,  but 
at  the  same  time  in  a  number  of  cases  men  are  put  on  to  steam 
plants  without  licenses  and  work  for  some  weeks,  and  then  apply 
for  a  license.  This  is  more  noticeable  in  plants  where  there  is  an 
engineer  in  charge,  but  which  also  require  licensed  assistants  and 
firemen.  When  these  cases  are  found  and  attention  called  to  the 
law,  there  is  but  little  difficulty  in  obtaining  a  prompt  compliance. 
It  is  very  seldom,  however,  now  the  case,  that  a  man  is  engaged  to 
take  charge  of  a  plant,  in  cases  where  there  is  but  one  engineer, 
unless  he  holds  a  license ;  but  it  cannot  be  said  to  be  true  that  in 
the  case  of  firemen  under  engineers  and  assistants,  there  is  so 
generally  a  strict  conformity  to  the  requirements  of  the  law, 
although,  as  noted  above,  no  difficulty  is  experienced  after  atten- 
tion is  called  to  the  matter,  so  far  as  that  particular  case  is  con- 
cerned. The  law  allows  the  employer  one  week  in  which  to  get  a 
licensed  man,  and  in  some  cases  this  time  is  considerably  overrun, 
possibly  in  the  expectation  that  the  unlicensed  person  employed 
during  that  week,  may  then  be  able  to  get  a  license.  I  have  made 
during  the  year  fouii;een  prosecutions  for  violation  of  this  law, 
but  they  have  been  principally  of  men  who  had  been  notified  and 
failed  to  comply  with  the  law,  and  in  all  cases  I  was  satisfied 
there  was  an  intentional  violation  of  the  law.  In  each  case  the 
law  was  sustained  and  the  parties  fined. 

The  work  of  inspection  of  boilers  has  proceeded  this  year  with- 
out any  noticeable  incident,  and,  as  in  previous  years,  there  is  a 
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disposition  to  comply  with  the  reqairements  of  the  department. 
The  majority  of  owners  are  only  too  glad  to  be  informed  of  any 
questionable  features  aboat  the  boilers  they  have  in  charge,  and 
welcome  the  suggestions  of  the  department.  There  are  some 
exceptions  to  this,  however,  and  usually  the  cost  of  some  neces- 
sary repairs  leads  the  owners  to  prefer  to  run  considerable  risk 
which  should  not  be  taken.  In  one  particular  case  the  large  flat 
surface  of  a  high-pressure  boiler  was  insufficiently  braced.  The 
surface  was  flat,  18  by  48  inches,  and,  allowing  for  the  support  the 
sides  gave,  there  was  a  flat  area  of  about  600  inches,  supported 
by  two  2x|^-inch  flat  stays.  At  the  pressure  desired,  60  pounds, 
this  would  submit  each  stay  to  the  tremendous  load  of  9  tons. 
Nine  tons  is  a  dangerous  and  risky  load  to  put  upon  any  such  rod, 
and  orders  for  additional  braces  were  given,  but  the  Cost  of  these 
braces  was  more  than  the  owner  desired  to  pay  out.  He  had, 
however,  no  difficulty  in  getting  a  boiler  insurance  company  to 
insure  the  boiler,  even  with  this  risk,  and  thought  that  by  doing 
so  he  could  overcome  the  orders  to  make  the  boiler  safe.  If  the 
boiler  had  been  so  insured  previous  to  inspection  by  this  depart- 
ment, he  could  then  have  lawfully  operated  the  boiler,  since  the 
inspector  has  no  jurisdiction  in  such  a  case,  but,  having  once  been 
inspected,  a  compliance  with  this  order  will  be  insisted  on,  or  else 
the  operation  of  the  boiler  at  a  lower  pressure.  The  considerable 
amount  of  clerical  work  naturally  lessens  the  amount  of  work  it  is 
possible  to  do,  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will  fall  off  shortly,  the 
number  of  applications  for  renewals  of  licenses  decreasing  con- 
siderably. 

The  number  of  applications  for  licenses  of  the  highest  grade  is 
proportionately  on  the  increase,  and  the  method  of  examination 
is  now  such  that  the  time  given  each  applicant  is  considerably 
increased,  making  it  not  possible  to  examine  so  many  men. 
Many  of  these  men  fail  to  obtain  a  higher  license,  and,  having 
one  already,  their  application  is  counted  among  those  rejected. 
The  number  of  rejections,  therefore,  does  not  necessarily  imply 
that  the  person  rejected  was  unqualified  for  any  license.  The 
large  number  of  specials  issued  are  principally  for  small  isolated 
plants,  for  which  a  general  license  could  not  be  required.

1  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  annual  report  for  District  No.  2, 
boiler  inspection  department,  including  tabulated  statement  of 
inspections,  with  summary  of  same,  and  of  applications  received 
for  engineers'  and  firemen's  licenses  and  for  renewals,  together 
with  the  disposition  made  of  them. 

This  report  covers  eleven  months,  ending  Sept.  30,  1899,  and 
the  counties  of  Bristol,  Barnstable,  Dukes,  Plymouth  and  Nan- 
tucket, excepting  Abiufrton,  Brockton,  Hanover,  Hingham,  Hull, 
Rockland,  Scituate  and  Whitman,  all  in  the  northerly  part  of 
Plymouth  County. 

The  tabulated  reports  and  summaries  submitted  but  partially 
indicate  the  amount  of  work  devolving  upon  the  inspector  in  the 
proper  execution  of  his  official  duties.  The  volume  of  correspond- 
ence, numerous  personal  inquiries,  complaints  and  investigations, 
comiug  in  rapid  succession,  requiring  careful  attention,  ample 
consideration  and  sound  judgment,  necessarily  absorb  much  time 
and  labor  ;  wliile  a  complete  record  of  every  case  and  action  must 
be  systematically  kept,  so  that  any  particular  item  may  be  quickly 
referred  to  and  satisfactorily  explained. 

The  large  number  of  renewals  of  licenses  issued  during  the  year 
have  added  greatly  to  the  clerical  labor  of  the  district,  more  espe- 
cially because  by  far  the  major  proportion  of  it  must  of  necessity 
be  done  through  the  mail.  This  branch  of  the  inspector's  work 
commenced  in  August  of  last  year,  and  must  in  future  continue  to 
be  an  absorbing  factor  of  his  daily  duties. 

Examinations  for  the  year  have  averaged  51  per  month,  scattered 
over  nearly  every  town  in  the  district ;  while  the  average  for  last 
year  was  50,  and  the  year  before  63.  New  applications  for  licenses 
have  averaged  58  per  month  against  42  for  last  year,  and  50  the 
year  before.  The  boiler  inspections  have  averaged  15  per  month, 
scattered  through  thirty  towns,  and  boilers  not  before  inspected 
have  had  preference,  as  a  rule. 

The  general  condition  of  boilers  in  the  district  has  materially 
improved,  as  has  also  the  care  and  attention  given  them,  and  no 
serious  accidents  or  disasters  have  occurred. 

The  work  of  examining  engineers  and  firemen  has  been  essen- 
tially facilitated  by  the  boiler,  engine  and  other  appliances  and 
apparatus  installed  in  the  examining  room  during  the  year.

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Report  of  Inspector  Amell. 
Distinct  No.  3. 

In  compliance  with  your  request,  I  have  the  honor  to  sabmit  my 
fourth  annual  report  of  the  work  performed  during  the  year  end- 
ing Oct.  14,  1899. 

No  hinderance  to  the  work  on  the  part  of  the  owners  of  boilers 
has  been  placed  in  the  way  of  boiler  inspection,  and  a  desire  that 
the  boilers  shall  be  inspected,  at  least  once  during  each  year,  has 
been  manifested  where  the  boilers  are  used  for  power  purposes, 
and  a  cheerful  compliance  with  the  suggestions  offered  and  orders 
issued  has  been  the  result,  in  some  instances  entailing  an  outlay  of 
many  thousands  of  dollars. 

One  large  steam  plant,  having  nearly  fifty  boilers  in  constant 
use,  some  of  which,  upon  my  first  inspection,  were  found  to  be  in 
a  very  dangerous  condition  from  an  accumulation  of  grease  and 
dirt  deposit,  has  been  remodelled,  and  thirteen  of  these  boilers 
have  been  thrown  out  and  new  ones  have  taken  their  places.  A 
new  modern  feed-water  heater  has  been  installed  in  this  plant,  by 
which  the  oil  was  prevented  from  entering  the  boilers,  and  there- 
fore the  dangerous  condition  was  removed. 

I  find  not  so  satisfactory  and  cheerful  disposition  to  comply  with 
the  law  upon  the  part  of  owners  of  small  plants,  where  only  one 
small  boiler  is  in  use.  They  often  express  the  opinion  that  there 
is  no  danger  from  so  small  a  boiler,  and  they  exclaim,  '*  I  only 
use  forty  or  fifty  pounds  pressure,  you  know."  But  some  of 
this  class  of  boilers  have  been  a  surprise  to  their  owners,  when 
the  pitted  and  corroded  condition  has  been  shown. 

One  accident,  which  came  near  proving  fatal,  came  to  my  knowl- 
edge, and  should  be  mentioned  in  this  report,  as  it  illustrates  very 
forcibly  that  there  is  great  danger  in  these  small  steam  appliances 
which  are  accepted  by  most  people  as  safe  and  harmless.  This 
was  the  explosion  of  a  Shipman  boiler.  The  owner  was  attending 
it,  and  came  near  losing  his  life.  He  was  thrown  some  fifteen 
feet  with  great  force,  scalded  and  cut,  and  was  unconscious  when 
found.  His  recovery  was  doubtful  for  many  weeks.  This  owner 
was  always  fearless,  as  this  small  Shipman  boiler  was  regarded  as 
safe.  This  explosion  was  caused  undoubtedly  by  over  pressure. 
The  owner  stated  that  he  never  had  tried  the  safety  valve,  and 
that  he  never  knew  it  to  blow  off ;  and  that  he  had  seen  one  hun- 
dred and  ten  pounds  pressure  indicated  by  the  steam  gauge. 

Two  of  these  boilers  have  exploded  in  Worcester  County  since 
I  have  been  inspector  of  this  district.  These  were  both  of  less 
horse-power  than  is  required  by  law  for  inspection.     I  am  of  the 
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opinion  that  this  class  of  steam  machinery  should  be  included  in 
the  list  for  inspections. 

Since  my  last  annual  report  a  small  steam  plant  has  been  erected 
at  this  office,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  practical  examinations  to 
the  applicants  for  licenses.  The  results  have  been  satisfactory  in 
most  cases  when  this  machinery  has  been  used  in  connection  with 
the  examinations  of  firemen  and  third-class  engineers,  but  the 
engine  is  of  no  account  for  the  other  classes,  as  it  is  a  common 
slide  valve.  A  Corliss  engine  should  be  added,  for  use  in  the  first 
and  second  class  examinations. 

A  full  detailed  and  tabulated  summary  of  the  work  follows, 
including  the  special  duty  at  Marlborough  during  the  strike  in  that 
city.

The  inspection  of  boilers  is  being  done  in  a  manner  which  ap- 
pears to  be  satisfactory  to  all  concerned,  and  no  trouble  is  being 
enconntered  in  the  enforcement  of  orders  given  for  changes  or 
repairs.  Seven  boilers  have  been  condemned  or  put  out  of  service, 
the  owner  in  some  cases  finding  it  to  be  cheaper  to  abandon  his 
old  boiler  and  put  in  new  than  to  comply  with  orders  given  for 
repairs.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  my  fifth  annual  report  on  the 
inspection  of  boilers  and  examination  of  engineers,  etc.,  and  do 
here  express  my  satisfaction  at  the  manner  in  which  the  work  on 
the  inspection  of  boilers  and  the  examination  of  engineers  has 
been  received,  more  particularly  that  of  boiler  inspection. 

The  result  of  the  boiler  inspection  law  from  year  to  year  can  be 
seen  by  any  observer  by  looking  over  and  comparing  the  tabulated 
statements  of  previous  years  with  the  present  one,  and  it  will  be- 
come evident  that  an  advance  of  a  very  positive  nature  has  been 
made  in  the  attention,  general  care  and  management  of  the  steam 
boilers  that  have  come  under  my  obsei-vation  ;  and  a  most  positive 
change  for  the  better  has  come  to  the  boilers  of  public  buildings 
and  institutions,  the  city  or  town  officials  being  quick  to  receive 
and  appreciate  instructions  that  are  given  looking  to  safer  boilers. 

The  demand  for  boiler  inspection  is  rapidly  increasing  each  suc- 
ceeding year,  and  the  public  are  becoming  more  and  more  inter- 
ested and  educated  as  to  the  general  ways  and  methods  of  the 
department ;  and  it  appears  to  me  that  the  seal  of  public  approval 
is  already  stamped  upon  the  inspection  law  as  one  of  the  most 
practical  value. 

The  work  of  examination  of  engineers  and  firemen  continues, 
but  with  some  dissatisfaction.  Notwithstanding  all  the  advantages 
of  a  most  practical  examination,  yet  even  the  practical  examina- 
tion given  is  objected  to  by  some  people  as  a  means  of  ascertain- 
ing whether  an  applicant  for  a  license  is  capable  of  operating  a 
steam  boiler.  But  if  he  cannot  tell  or  show  with  a  boiler  or  engine 
in  the  inspector's  presence,  how  is  he  going  to  perform  those 
duties  as  engineer  or  fireman  when  alone  with  probably  several 
boilers,  together  with  the  attendant  dangers  of  high  pressure?  If 
an  applicant  for  a  license  is  shown  a  hand-hole  plate,  safety  valve, 
check  valve  and  other  fittings,  and  he  shows  total  ignorance  of 
those  or  other  similar  things,  it  proves  beyond  doubt  that  he  has 
had  but  little  or  no  experience  around  boilers,  and  I  should  con- 
sider such  a  man  unsafe  and  consequently  refuse  him  a  license.

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  report  of  work  done  in  District 
No.  7,  Berkshire  and  Franklin  counties,  during  the  past  year. 

The  engineers  and  firemen  of  this  district  are  progressive,  and 
show  improvement;  the  greater  number  of  class  licenses  being 
granted  to  men  who  formerly  held  licenses  of  a  lower  grade,  and 
on  their  second  examination  were  better  qualified.  In  this  section 
the  large  majority  of  small  steam  plants  are  operated  by  the 
owners. 

The  number  of  boilers  coming  under  State  inspection  is  increas- 
ing continually  in  the  district,  especially  heating  boilers,  so  many 
large  business  blocks,  hotels,  and  other  public  buildings  being 
built. 

The  printed  "  Requirements  of  boiler  inspection  department  of 
district  police,  as  to  fittings  for  low-pressure  heating  boilers,"  has 
been  of  great  service,  giving  definite  rules  and  data  to  work  from, 
in  putting  in  steam  heating  systems  and  in  making  changes  and 
improvements  in  old  ones.  , 

The  examination  work  has  been  greatly  facilitated  and  made 
more  practical  by  the  installation  of  steam  apparatus  in  the  exam- 
ination room  at  the  ofiQce  here. 

I  send  you  a  photograph  of  two  l}-inch  nipples  six  inches  long, 
removed  from  an  internal  iron  feed-pipe  of  a  horizontal  tubular 
boiler. 

The  1^-inch  feed-pipe  entered  the  boiler  through  the  top  of  shell, 
extended  horizontally  above  the  tabes  to  within  four  feet  of  rear 
head  of  boiler,  branched  to  each  side,  and  discharged  —  downward 
—  between  shell  and  outer  row  of  tubes. 

The  boiler  was  fed  by  a  single-acting  power  plunger-pump, 
running  at  a  slow  speed.  The  power  developed  by  the  boiler  was 
light,  compared  with  its  rated  capacity.  The  maximum  pressure 
was  100  pounds  per  square  inch. 

The  extreme  ends  of  these  two  outlets  were  almost  stopped  up 
with  a  hard  formation  of  scale,  extending  in  one  inch  from  ends. 
The  diameter  of  openings  remaining  was  in  one  \  inch,  in  the  other 
two  holes  each  ^  inch  in  diameter,  and  merged  into  one  at  the 
surface. 

There  was  a  very  slight  coating  of  scale  on  portions  of  the  tubes 
and  the  shell  of  boiler. 

The  pressure  on  feed-pipe,  between  pump  and  point  of  discharge, 
was  not  known,  there  being  no  pressure  gauge  on  the  pump. 
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The  above  serves  to  illustrate  the  advantage  of  using  brass  for 
internal  feed  pipes^  and  also  the  advisability  of  having  a  pressure 
gauge  on  pump  discharge,  as  an  increase  of  pressure  at  pump 
would  denote  that  the  area  of  pipe  was  reduced  at  some  point.  A 
**  water-relief-valve  "  is  also  of  good  service.

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ExiiMiNATioN  Room  for  Engineers  and  Firemen,  at 
North  Adams. 

The  accompooying  eogravings  show  views  of  the  examination 
room  for  engineers  and  firemen  at  the  branch  office  in  North 
Adams.  The  arrangement  is  substantially  the  same  as  is  also 
found  in  the  branch  offices  at  Springfield,  Worcester  and  Fall 
River.  The  outfit  is  good  for  examination  in  the  lower  grades, 
but  lacks  apparatus  for  examination  of  second  and  first  class 
engineers. 

The  boiler  is  set  and  connections  with  pump  and  engine  made  the 
same  as  for  a  practical  modern  working  steam  plant.  Inspector 
McNeill,  the  examiner  at  North  Adams,  describes  the  plant  as 
follows :  — 

Applicants  are  examined  on  the  care  and  management  of  steam 
boilers ;  the  boiler  fittings,  and  where  placed ;  their  proper  and  im- 
proper handling ;  emergency  questions ;  adjusting  connecting  and 
piston  rods;  setting  engine  and  pump  valves;  break-downs; 
packing  pump  pistons  and  overhauling  pump  valves ;  water  ends  ; 
handling  inspirator ;  adjusting  safety  valves ;  tracing  connections 
on  system,  and  having  the  proper  valves  open  or  shut,  as  required, 
to  get  specified  results ;  adjusting  damper  regulators,  condensers, 
governors  and  other  apparatus,  the  improper  handling  of  which 
would  in  many  cases  lead  to  serious  results. 

The  boiler  used  is  of  the  horizontal  return  tubular  type,  24  inches 
diameter  and  5  feet  long,  and  is  set  with  the  right-hand  side  of 
setting  left  open,  to  show  the  construction  of  the  boiler;  the 
internal  part  of  setting,  with  fittings ;  and  also  method  of  placing 
the  rear  lugs  on  rollers,  to  provide  for  the  expansion  and  contrac- 
tion of  the  boiler. 

The  boiler  is  built  of  j^-inch  steel  plate,  -^-inch  heads,  and  has 
26  2-inch  tubes.  The  longitudinal  joint  is  a  double-riveted  lap 
joint.  The  cast-iron  ^^  flush  front"  is  fitted  with  usual  doors,  the 
furnace  door  having  cast-iron  mouth  pieces.  A  cast-iron  cleaning 
door  is, placed  in  side  of  setting,  rear  end.  The  water  column  is 
fitted  with  try  cocks,  glass  water  gauge,  and  drain  pipe  leading  to 
ash  pit.     The  bottom  blow-ofif  from  boiler  is  piped. 

A  high-pressure  steam  gauge,  with  skeleton  dial  and  stop  cock, 
is  connected  by  a  drop-leg  syphon  to  steam  connection  of  water 
cohimn,  with  drain  cock. 

A  2-inch  ball-and-lever  safety  valve,  and  a  l^inch  Ashton  pop 
safety  valve,  cut  in  section  to  show  internal  construction  and 
operation,  are  connected  direct  to  the  boiler. 
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A  Locke  damper  regulator,  with  cut-off  attachment,  is  connected 
to  a  butterfly  damper  in  the  uptake. 

The  boiler  is  set  as  being  fed  by  city  water  direct,  by  a  return 
trap,  by  an  inspirator,  or  by  a  duplex  steam  pump. 

The  inspirator  is  cut  in  section,  to  show  construction  and  prin- 
ciple of  operation,  and  piped  in  the  usual  manner. 

A  low-pressure  diaphragm  damper  regulator  is  set  to  control  a 
damper  in  the  uptake,  a  damper  to  the  ash  pit  and  a  damper  to  the 
combustion  chamber,  —  the  first  two  closing  in  the  order  named, 
the  third  opening,  if  the  pressure  still  continued  to  rise.  Both 
damper  regulators  are  provided  with  proper  shut-off  and  drain 
valves. 

The  pressure  on  the  heating  system  is  limited  by  a  star  brass 
district  police  safety  valve.  The  system  is  so  arranged  that  it 
may  be  supplied  by  steam  direct  from  the  boiler,  by  steam  from 
the  boiler  thi*ough  a  Locke  reducing  valve,  set  to  reduce  from 
boiler  pressure  to  12  pounds,  or  by  exhaust  steam  from  the  engine 
and  pumps.  A  low-pressure  steam  gauge  is  connected  with  the 
system. 

When  the  heating  is  done  by  steam  passing  through  the  reducing 
valve,  the  condensation  is  to  be  returned  into  a  receiver  placed  at 
lowest  point,  and  connected  to  a  Bundy's  return  trap  placed  above 
the  boiler  and  properly  piped. 

The  exhaust  steam  from  the  engine  and  pumps  may  be  passed 
through  a  Cochrane  oil  separator  (cored  out  on  sides  to  show  ribbed 
baffle  plate) .  The  condensation  from  heating  system  is  then  re- 
turned to  the  boiler  by  a  duplex  steam  pump. 

An  Ingalls  combination  brush  and  scraper,  and  also  a  steam 
blower,  are  fitted  for  cleaning  the  tubes. 

The  engine  is  of  the  vertical  inverted,  plain  slide  valve  type,  and 
is  fitted  with  drain  valves  and  oil  cups. 

A  Seibert  up-drop  sight  feed  lubricator  (showing  interior  of 
cup)  is  connected  for  valve  and  cylinder  lubrication.  The  engine 
exhaust  has  a  back-pressure  valve  and  back-pressure  gauge. 

The  exhaust  from  engine  and  pump  can  be  discharged  direct  to 
atmosphere,  through  a  closed  feed-water  heater  to  atmosphere,  to 
the  heating  system,  or  through  closed  feed-water  heater  to  an 
independent  condenser,  provision  for  connecting  which  is  made. 

The  Deane  4^  inch  by  2f  inch  by  4  inch  duplex  steam  pump  is 
piped  to  discharge  direct  to  boiler,  or  through  the  closed  feed-water 
heater  and  overhead  feed  pipe  to  boiler ;  or,  for  fire  protection, 
into  a  sprinkler  system,  which  is  provided  with  Weston's  automatic 
sprinkler  heads. 

An  American  underwriter  water  relief  valve  (cut  in  section 
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showing  construction) ,  set  to  open  at  115  pounds,  is  placed  on  the 
pump  discharge.  A  pressure  gauge  is  also  connected  to  discharge 
pipe. 

Other  apparatus  used  consists  of  a  Waters  governor,  with  auto- 
matic closing  attachment ;  vacuum  gauge ;  Dart  unions  and  union 
flanges ;  Chapman  valves ;  asbestos-packed  plug  cock  for  blow-off ; 
old-style  ball-and-lever  safety  valve ;  pieces  of  fractured,  corroded 
and  grooved  boiler  plates ;  pitted  tubes ;  several  kinds  of  fusible 
plugs;  lift,  swing  and  union  checks;  bulb  and  coiled  syphons; 
samples  of  scale ;  plugged  internal  feed  pipes ;  broken  safety 
valve  springs ;  Hoyt  try  cocks ;  water-gauge  glasses,  gaskets  and 
cutters ;  sheet,  ring  and  coil  packing ;  flat  and  tubular  gaskets ; 
automatic  and  plain  air  valves ;  indicator  springs ;  soft,  medium 
and  hard  pump  valves,  new  and  old ;  steam  piston  packing ;  spring 
safety  valve  ;  and  boiler  and  engine  room  tools. 

Report  op  Inspector  McGrath. 
District  No.  8. 

In  compliance  with  your  orders,  I  herewith  transmit,  in  tabulated 
form,  my  annual  report,  giving  number  of  engineers  and  firemen 
examined  and  boilers  inspected. 

The  license  law  for  boilers  seems  to  be  working  serenely.  I  find 
no  difl3culty  about  having  orders  for  repairs  and  changes  complied 
with.  The  great  majority  of  owners  and  users  of  boilers  in  my 
district  I  find  are  still  ignorant  in  regard  to  the  boiler  inspection 
law,  and  consequently  fail  to  notify  this  department  of  the  location 
of  boilers  owned  or  used  by  them.  The  result  is  that  a  great  deal 
of  my  time  is  used  in  locating  those  boilers.  The  clerical  work 
is  also  an  important  factor  in  the  duties  of  the  inspector,  as  it 
infringes  very  largely  on  the  time  that  would  otherwise  be  used 
in  the  inspection  of  boilers.  It  is  my  intention  to  inspect  every 
boiler  in  my  district  once  before  inspecting  any  of  them  a  second 
time,  with  the  exception  of  those  boilers  that  in  my  judgment  re- 
quire inspecting  annually  or  semi-annually.  The  boilers  are  so 
numerous  in  my  district  that  it  is  impossible  for  one  man  to  inspect 
each  boiler  every  year.  After  getting  the  district  well  in  hand,  I 
shall  be  able  to  follow  up  the  poorer  boilers  very  closely,  and 
inspect  the  others  in  their  order. 

The  examination  of  engineers  and  firemen  I  consider  to  be  the 
most  trying  part  of  my  duties.  There  are  times  in  the  examina- 
tion of  some  applicants  when  it  is  very  perplexing  to  the  examiner 
to  know  just  what  to  do  with  them ;  but  I  make  it  a  rule  always  to 
give  the  applicant  the  benefit  of  the  doubt.     Naturally  my  sympa- 
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thies  are  with  the  applicant ;  bat  I  have  my  duty  to  perform,  and, 
however  much  he  may  appeal  to  my  sympathetic  nature,  which  I 
can  assure  you  is  done  in  probably  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  cases,  I 
am  bound  to  do  justice  to  the  State  and  applicant  alike.  I  must 
decide  for  or  against  the  applicant  on  the  merits  of  his  examination 
only.  If  he  passes  the  examination  successfully,  he  is  entitled 
to  his  license.  If  he  does  not  succeed  in  passing  the  examination, 
then  there  is  no  other  alternative  but  to  reject  him.  Of  course 
the  applicant's  experience  and  recommendations  are  taken  into 
consideration,  and  in  a  great  number  of  cases  where  he  shows  a 
fair  amount  of  intelligence  in  his  line  of  examination,  but  not 
quite  up  to  the  standard,  I  postpone  the  examination  for  two  or 
three  weeks,  in  order  that  the  man  may  have  an  opportunity  to 
refresh  his  mind  on  those  duties  in  which  he  failed.  The  line  of 
examination  is  practical  in  every  sense,  and  in  line  with  such 
duties  and  knowledge  as  are  required  of  a  successful  and  safe 
engineer  or  fireman ;  and  if  the  applicant  fails  to  get  a  license  it  is 
his  fault  and  misfortune  and  not  the  inspector's.  There  is  a  class 
of  men  that  come  before  me  for  examination  that  understand  their 
business  so  thoroughly  that  it  is  a  pleasure  to  examine  them,  and 
more  of  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  grant  them  a  license,  for  in  their 
case  I  can  grant  it  without  a  scruple.  I  have  another  class  of  men 
that  apply  to  me  for  a  license  that  have  so  little  knowledge  of  the 
duties  required,  with  little  or  no  experience,  but  in  some  cases  a 
glib  tongue  and  some  book  knowledge,  that  I  really  wonder  what 
their  conception  of  the  duties  of  an  engineer  or  fireman  can  be. 
Those  men  go  away  without  a  license.  Some  of  them  realize  how 
little  they  know  about  the  business  after  they  get  through  with  the 
examination,  and  acknowledge  it,  while  others  will  go  away  indig- 
nant, and  heaping  all  sorts  of  abuse  on  the  head  of  the  examiner. 
My  relations  with  the  engineers  and  firemen  of  my  district  are  of 
the  most  cordial  nature.  I  find  them  in  hearty  sympathy  with  the 
law.  I  think  I  can  safely  say  that  the  engineers  and  firemen  of 
Massachusetts  have  greatly  improved  in  the  knowledge  of  their 
duties  during  the  existence  of  the  present  law.  They  will  continue 
to  improve,  for  they  realize  that  in  order  to  reach  the  pinnacle  (a 
first-class  engineer's  license)  they  must  study,  think  and  work.  I 
find  that  the  opponents  of  the  license  law  among  engineers  are 
those  men  who  have  taken  an  examination  and  failed,  and  desire 
to  drag  the  real  engineer  and  fireman  to  their  level.  They  have 
neither  the  intelligence  or  ability  required  to  perform  the  duties 
of  engineer  or  fireman,  yet  they  think  it  is  an  outrage,  a  great 
injustice,  that  they  are  not  given  permission  to  act  in  that  capacity 
and  an  opportunity  to  blow  up  or  destroy  the  plant.

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Report  of  Inspector  Everett  B.  Dter. 
District  No.  9. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  done 
in  my  district  for  the  year  ending  Oct.  15,  1899. 

That  which  has  particularly  impressed  me  this  year  is  the  im- 
provement in  the  condition  and  grade  of  engineers  and  firemen. 
Previous  to  the  enactment  of  the  license  law  engineers  generally 
gave  very  little  attention  to  the  details  of  their  business,  and  the 
boiler  room  was  hardly  considered.  Now  engineers  give  a  large 
part  of  their  spare  time  to  the  study  of  their  profession,  and  the 
boiler  is  acknowledged  a  vital  part  of  their  department.  Engines 
which  formerly  never  had  their  cylinder  heads  removed  until  they 
removed  themselves  are  not  so  neglected  now,  and  boilers  which 
formerly  were  operated  for  years  without  being  opened  are  now 
regularly  opened  and  cleaned.  And  the  engineer  makes  it  a  point 
to  look  after  this  personally.  Now  an  engine  room  can  scarcely 
be  found  but  abounds  with  books  and  magazines  relating  to  steam 
engineering.  Formerly  these  were  almost  unknown  there.  Engi- 
neers have  learned  that  the  day  of  running  by  dead  reckoning  (so 
to  speak)  has  passed,  and  he  who  fails  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times 
will  find  himself  sitting  on  the  fence  watching  the  procession  go 
by.  So  that  the  law  has  been  of  the  greatest  benefit  both  to  the 
operator  and  to  the  employer,  to  the  engineers,  in  that  it  haa 
induced  them  to  study,  experiment  and  confer  one  with  another 
as  to  the  best  and  most  economical  method  of  operating ;  and  to 
the  employer  it  has  given  the  benefits  of  the  same. 

The  condition  of  boilers  in  this  district  is  greatly  improved. 
Changes  and  repairs  will  now  be  comparatively  few,  and  confined 
mostly  to  the  ordinary  wear  and  tear,  so  that  by  a  small  expense 
each  year  they  can  be  kept  in  a  good  condition.

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Report  of  Inspector  Baxter. 
District  No,  10. 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  of  the  work  per- 
formed during  the  year  ending  Oct.  15,  1899.  Of  the  boilers 
inspected  this  year,  the  greater  number  were  inspected  last  year  by 
another  inspector,  and  therefore  did  not  necessitate  the  sending  of 
orders  this  year.  The  boilers  generally  are  in  fair  condition,  and 
have  the  necessary  fittings.  The  engineers  are  taking  a  greater 
interest  in  the  license  law  and  examinations,  and  there  is  a  marked 
diflference,  as  regards  a  knowledge  of  their  business,  between  en- 
gineers of  this  State  and  those  of  neighboring  States  without  the 
license  law. 

I  have  had  a  great  number  of  complaints  of  alleged  violation  of 
the  law,  but  in  most  cases  the  subjects  of  complaint  were  not  sub- 
stantiated by  the  investigations.  While  it  is  possible  that  there 
may  have  been  a  few  unintentional  violations,  the  ofifending  parties 
were  always  ready  and  willing  to  make  amends,  and  to  comply  with 
the  law  when  the  latter  was  clearly  understood.

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Summary  or  Inspection  Work. 

The  record  of  work  performed  by  the  inspectors  shows 
that  7,320  manufacturing,  mechanical  and  mercantile  estab- 
lishments have  been  inspected  since  my  last  report.  Orders 
have  been  issued  to  the  number  of  3,218,  and  it  is  gratifying 
to  state  that  there  has  been  a  general  compliance  with  said 
orders. 

Careful  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  safety  of  elevators, 
and  the  reports  show  that  1,782  elevators  have  been  inspected 
during  the  year. 

The  reports  of  the  inspectors  show  that  the  number  of 
young  persons  in  manufacturing,  mechanical  and  mercantile 
establishments,  also  workshops,  is  15,618 ;  number  of  males 
employed,  286,234 ;  number  of  females  employed,  174,142  ; 
whole  number  of  males  and  females  employed,  460,376. 

Applications  for  licenses  as  engineer  or  fireman  to  the 
number  of  5,981  have  been  received.  There  have  been 
issued  upon  examination  2,911  licenses  as  engineer  and  1,272 
licenses  as  fireman.  There  have  been  renewed  during  the 
year  5,845  licenses  as  engineer  or  fireman.  The  number  of 
boilers  inspected  was  2,626. 
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REPORTS  OF  ACCIDENTS  IN  MANUFACTURING  AND 
MERCANTILE  ESTABLISHMENTS. 


Keeping  pace  with  the  progress  made  in  the  mechanical 
and  manufacturing  indastries,  to  meet  the  constantly  arising 
needs  and  accomplish  the  purposes  designed,  time  is  ever 
fraught  with  the  practical  study  of  ideas  which  find  their 
development  in  the  genius  of  invention.  The  vast  improve- 
ments in  machinery,  through  the  many  mechanical  devices 
which  have  been  invented,  have  produced  radical  changes  in 
the  methods  of  manufacturing ;  and,  while  the  aim  is  natu- 
rally in  the  direction  of  securing  better  facilities  for  produc- 
tion, in  the  saving  of  time  and  labor,  and  in  obtaining  as 
well  superior  qualities  in  work,  it  is  furthermore  directed  to 
means  of  safety  and  security  in  the  operation  of  machinery, 
which  is  attended  with  so  much  danger  and  risk. 

Legislation  in  this  Commonwealth  has  always  been  prompt 
in  supplying  such  remedies  as  have  been  within  reach  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  our  great  industrial  population  and  to 
render  the  conditions  of  labor  as  favorable  as  possible.  The 
recommendations  made  in  these  annual  reports,  based  upon 
the  experience  obtained  in  the  enforcement  of  the  inspection 
laws,  have  all  received  the  fullest  consideration  by  legislative 
committees,  and  laws  have  been  enacted  in  relation  to  the 
subject  which,  in  the  results  of  their  operation,  manifest  the 
wisdom  of  their  framers.  To  enjoy  full  immunity  from  the 
casualties  and  mishaps  is  not  among  the  dispensations  allotted 
to  our  existence,  but  to  avert  many  of  such  is  happily  within 
our  power,  and  to  do  this  is  an  imperative  and  absolute  duty. 

During  the  years  of  its  operation,  the  act  in  relation  to 
reporting  accidents  in  manufacturing  establishments  has 
shown  much  to  commend  it,  and,  considered  in  connection 
with  the  laws  providing  for  safeguards  to  dangerous  machin- 
ery, has  proved  a  beneficial  measure  and  a  great  aid  in  the 
work  of  the  inspectors  of  this  department ;  as,  in  the  ex-  ' 
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aminatioD  of  the  causes  leading  to  the  more  serious  accidents, 
they  have  in  many  cases  succeeded  in  tracing  defects,  and 
thereupon  caused  provision  to  be  made  for  the  necessary 
and  proper  appliances  or  guards  for  the  machines  in  question. 
As  required  by  the  statute,  an  abstract  of  the  record  of  the 
accidents  reported  during  the  year  is  here  given,  showing  as 
far  as  possible  the  causes  and  results,  and  in  some  cases  of  a 
serious  nature  the  attendant  circumstances.*  Sections  8,  9, 
10  and  61  of  chapter  481  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1894  con- 
stitute the  law  relating  to  the  subject,  and  the  provisions  of 
the  same  are  as  follows :  — 

Report  of  Accidents. 

Sect.  8.  All  manufactarers,  maDufactaring  corporations  and 
proprietors  of  mercantile  establishments  shall  forthwith  send  to 
the  chief  of  the  district  police  a  written  notice  of  any  accident  to 
an  employee  whUe  at  work  in  any  factory,  manafacturing  or 
mercantile  establishment  operated  by  them,  whenever  the  accident 
results  in  the  death  of  said  employee  or  causes  bodily  injury  of 
such  a  nature  as  to  prevent  the  person  injured  from  returning  to 
his  work  within  four  days  after  the  occurrence  of  the  accident. 

Sect.  9.  When  notice  of  any  accident  is  sent  to  the  chief  of 
the  district  police  under  the  provisions  of  section  eight  of  this  act 
he  shall  forthwith  return  to  the  sender  of  such  notice  a  written  or 
printed  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt  of  the  same. 

Sect.  10.  The  chief  of  the  district  police  shall  keep  a  record 
of  all  accidents  so  reported  to  him,  together  with  a  statement 
of  the  name  of  the  person  injured,  the  city  or  town  where  the 
accident  occurred  and  the  cause  thereof,  and  shall  include  an 
abstract  of  said  record  in  his  annual  report. 

Sect.  61.  Any  person  or  corporation  failing  to  send  notice 
of  any  accident  as  required  by  section  eight  of  this  act,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars. 

The  whole  number  of  accidents  reported  for  the  year  is 
1,423 ;  but  of  this  number  there  are  545  cases  in  each 
of  which  the  accident  was  due  to  some  cause  other  than  the 
operation  of  machinery.  As  the  accident  occurs  within  the 
limits  of  the  manufacturing  establishment,  those  whose  duty 
it  is  to  meet  the  law's  requirements  in  reporting  the  same 
presumably  construe  the  statute  to  include  cases  of  every 
nature,  and  send  their  report  accordingly. 
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A  li&t  of  the  causes  leading  to  the  accidents,  indicating 
the  number  of  cases  in  each  of  said  causes,  is  here  presented. 
The  cases  in  this  list  mentioned  as  not  enumerated  are  those 
to  which  allusion  has  just  been  made,  as  arising  from  causes 
not  related  to  the  running  or  care  of  machinery.  The  cases 
which  had  a  fatal  result  are  not  included  herein,  but  the 
facts  in  such  will  be  reported  further  on. 

Injured  by  machinery  in  cotton,  woollen  and  paper  mills,  shoe 

factories  and  electrical  works, 561 

Injured  by  machinery  in  iron  works,  planing  and  saw  mills  and 

other  mechanical  establishments, 163 

Injured  by  belting  and  pulleys, 32 

Injured  by  being  caught  between  elevator  car  and  flooring, 

while  riding  on  elevator  or  working  about  same,    ...

In  the  above  list  are  included  296  cases  where  persons 
were  injured  while  attempting  to  clean  machinery  which  was 
in  motion,  or  in  trying  to  remove  bobbins,  waste  or  other 
articles  which  had  become  entangled  therein. 

Among  the  cases  not  in  the  foregoing  list  as  enumerated, 
there  were  366  in  each  of  which  injury  was  sustained  while 
engaged  in  work  in  or  about  the  factory  buildings,  or,  as  in 
many  cases,  where  work  was  being  done  by  carpenters  and 
other  mechanics  in  places  where  manual  labor  was  performed 
apart  from  machinery.  In  16  cases  included  in  the  above 
accidents  were  by  falling  from  ladders  and  stagings.  Out- 
side of  these,  the  mishaps  were  due  to  falls  on  stairways  or 
in  other  places ;  being  in  one  way  or  another  struck  by 
articles  in  falling ;  or  by  missiles,  flying  sparks  or  pieces  of 
steel ;  and  the  numberless  ways  which  make  up  every-day 
occurrences,  the  conditions  leading  to  the  same  being  infinite 
in  variety. 

It  is  noted  in  this  list  that  among  the  persons  injured  there 
were  296  who  met  with  accidents  while  they  were  attempting 
to  clean  the  machinery  when  it  was  in  motion,  or  were 
trying  to  remove  from  the  same  waste,  bobbins  or  other 
articles  which  had  dropped  or  in  some  manner  had  become 
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entangled  therein.  This  number  is  more  than  39  per  cent, 
of  the  entire  number  injured  while  at  work  about  machinery, 
belting  and  pulleys.  Last  year  the  percentage  of  accidents 
through  carelessness  was  35  per  cent.,  and  in  1897  it  was 
about  the  same,  maintaining,  as  it  does,  the  rule  of  average. 
That  such  a  large  proportion  must  be  accounted  for  in  this 
way  is  most  assuredly  a  cause  for  the  sincerest  regret,  as, 
whatever  the  means  may  be  for  the  protection  and  safety  of 
the  operatives  at  their  work,  they  would  avail  but  little  if 
due  care  and  thoughtful ness  were  not  observed  at  all  times. 

While  the  results  in  a  very  large  portion  of  the  cases 
reported  were  of  slight  importance,  mention  may  be  made 
here  of  some  of  the  more  serious  instances,  which  caused 
the  loss  of  some  member  or  portion  thereof.  In  764  cases 
the  injuries  were  to  the  hand,  the  fingers  and  thumbs  in  600 
of  these  cases  being  the  parts  to  sufier.  In  20  cases  each 
had  one  finger  lost,  and  the  loss  of  thumb  and  one  finger 
occurred  in  each  of  4  cases.  In  3  cases  each  lost  two 
fingers,  in  each  of  4  cases  there  were  three  fingers  lost,  and 
partial  loss  of  one  or  more  fingers  occurred  in  87  cases. 
There  were  5  cases  in  which  the  injuries  were  such  that 
the  hand  had  to  be  amputated,  being  in  3  cases  the  right 
hand ;  and  the  particulars  in  these,  as  also  in  4  other  cases, 
where  the  loss  of  the  right  arm  occurred,  will  be  given  more 
fully.  In  6  cases  the  arm  was  broken,  but  in  all  others  the 
injuries  to  the  arm  were  slight.  Injuries  to  the  head  were 
not  serious,  as  reported.  There  were  7  cases  where  the  leg 
was  broken,  and  upwards  of  150  were  injured  by  having 
their  feet  caught  about  the  machinery  or  on  elevators. 
About  90  more  received  general  bodily  injuries,  and  these 
were  in  most  cases  among  those  employed  in  laboring  and 
work  outside  of  the  factory  buildings. 

The  record  shows  that  the  persons  thus  injured  were, 
males,  1,145;  females,  278;  the  latter  being  in  almost  all 
the  cases  employed  in  cotton  and  woollen  mills. 

The  circumstances  in  one  case  where  the  right  arm  was 
lost  are  as  follows.  The  person  thus  injured  raised  the 
cover  of  the  beater  chamber  on  picker  machine,  and  put  his 
right  hand  in.  The  beater,  which  runs  at  1,400  revolutions 
per  minute,  cut  his  arm  ofi*  above  the  elbow  and  tore  the 
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muscles  and  tendons  remaining  into  shreds,  so  that  they 
wound  around  the  beater  shaft  and  stopped  the  machine. 
The  amputation  of  the  arm  was  necessary  about  three  inches 
below  the  shoulder.  He  had  been  cautioned  against  opening 
the  beater  chambers  while  the  pickers  were  running. 

In  another  case  the  person  was  operating  a  wool-opening 
machine,  and  was  feeding  the  machine  with  wool  over  an 
apron,  when  he  reached  over  the  apron  too  far,  and  his 
right  hand  was  brought  in  contact  with  the  feed  roll,  lacer- 
ating his  hand  terribly.  He  was  taken  to  the  hospital, 
where  hiR  hand  was  amputated  at  the  wrist. 

An  operative,  while  at  work  on  picker  machine,  in  order 
to  remove  some  cotton,  raised  the  cover  of  the  beater  and 
inserted  his  right  arm,  when  the  beater  was  revolving  at  the 
rate  of  1,500  revolutions  per  minute.  His  arm  was  broken 
in  two  places,  and  at  the  hospital  it  was  found  necessary  to 
amputate  the  arm  near  the  shoulder. 

Another  unfortunate  case,  similar  to  the  previous  one,  is 
that  of  a  man  who  was  tending  pickers,  and,  having  noticed 
that  the  feed  rolls  were  getting  clogged,  he  made  an  attempt 
to  free  them  without  stopping  the  machine.  He  raised  the 
iron  cover  and  put  his  left  band  in,  when  the  beater  was 
making  about  1,400  revolutions  per  minute.  His  hand  was 
cut  or  torn  off  just  above  the  wrist.  He  had  been  employed 
tending  pickers  about  thirteen  years,  and  had  been  in- 
structed not  to  work  around  the  beaters  when  the  machine 
was  running. 

While  employed  as  a  card  stripper,  an  operative  attempted 
to  remove  waste  from  a  card  while  the  machine  was  in 
motion,  when  his  right  hand  was  caught  in  the  main 
cylinder,  the  hand  being  so  badly  injured  that  it  had  to  be 
amputated. 

Another  case  is  that  of  a  man  who  for  some  purpose 
crawled  under  the  picker  machine,  and  put  his  hand  into  the 
beater  while  it  was  in  motion.  In  order  to  get  his  hand  in 
contact  with  beater,  he  had  to  put  the  hand  through  grate 
bars.     His  right  arm  was  taken  off  near  the  shoulder. 

In  the  case  of  a  boy  employed  in  the  mule  room  as  a  back 
boy,  it  was  reported  that  he  was  sitting  on  a  box,  and  fell 
off  the  same,  his  right  arm  getting  caught  between  the  scroll 
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and  rope  banding  on  the  back  shaft  of  a  mule,  breaking  his 
arm  between  the  wrist  and  elbow  in  a  shocking  manner. 
He  was  removed  to  the  hospital,  where  the  doctors  found  it 
necessary  to  amputate  the  arm  at  the  elbow. 

The  number  of  fatal  cases  reported  is  41.  Of  this  num- 
ber, 15  were  accidents  which  occurred  outside  of  the  factory 
buildings,  or  where  the  circumstances  had  no  connection 
with  running  machinery.  Referring  to  these,  one  case  was 
that  of  a  man  who  was  directing  some  work  in  the  yard  of 
the  factory  works,  when,  in  stepping  backward,  he  fell  into 
a  hole  which  was  partly  filled  with  hot  water,  and  sustained 
fatal  injuries.  Another  fatal  accident  was  caused  by  falling 
from  the  roof  of  a  shed.  Another  man  received  fatal 
injuries  by  being  struck  by  a  bale  of  hemp,  and  a  man  was 
killed  in  another  case  by  the  falling  of  a  derrick.  While  at 
work  raising  materials  in  the  construction  of  a  new  building, 
one  of  the  workmen  fell  through  an  opening  in  the  floor, 
receiving  injuries  which  caused  his  death.  In  another  case 
a  man  was  engaged  in  unloading  a  car,  fell  from  the  same, 
and  was  struck  by  a  truck  which  fell  upon  him  from  the  car, 
causing  fatal  injuries.  In  two  other  cases  men  were  killed 
by  being  thrown  or  falling  from  cars,  and  in  one  case  two 
men  were  crushed  by  the  overturning  of  a  coal  car.  A 
workman  in  the  employ  of  an  electric  lighting  company  was 
killed  by  an  electric  shock  received  while  adjusting  some 
wires.  A  case  was  reported  of  two  children  at  play  at  a 
lumber  pile,  when  part  of  the  lumber  fell,  striking  and 
causing  death  to  one  of  the  children.  A  workman  was 
killed  by  falling  from  a  floor  in  a  new  building  being 
erected.  Another  man  received  fatal  injury  from  some  gear 
flasks  falling  on  him.  Still  another  was  fatally  crushed  by 
a  falling  joist.  The  premature  explosion  of  dynamite  in  a 
quarry  caused  loss  of  life  in  another  case. 

In  the  cases  which  follow,  there  were  seven  in  which 
death  was  caused  by  being  caught  and  crushed  by  the 
ascending  or  descending  elevator  car.  Three  more  lost 
their  lives  by  the  falling  of  elevator  cars,  and  in  three  other 
cases  death  resulted  from  falls  through  elevator  wells. 
There  were  three  fatal  cases  as  the  result  of  being  caught  by 
shafting,  and  two  others  were  caused  by  electric  shocks. 
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In  each  of  eight  other  cases  the  cause  is  here  given  :  falling 
into  a  leach  which  contained  hot  tan  liquid ;  falling  into  a 
tank  containing  hot  caustic  soda  liquid ;  in  the  engine  room 
of  a  laundry ;  while  swinging  on  a  hoist  rope,  lost  his  hold 
and  fell  through  the  hatchway  ;  was  caught  and  thrown  by  a 
driving  pulley ;  fatally  scalded  while  at  work  in  a  kier,  two 
persons  being  killed;  falling  into  wheel  pit,  caused  by 
breaking  down  of  flooring;  falling  onto  a  circular  saw. 
The  particulars  in  these  cases,  as  far  as  they  could  be 
obtained  by  investigation  on  the  part  of  the  inspectors  of 
this  department,  are  presented  here,  with  the  names  of  the 
persons  fatally  injured,  the  city  or  town,  and  the  establish- 
ment where  the  accident  occurred,  as  follows  :  — 

Nathaniel  Pegrum,  Boston.  576  Washington  Street.  Date  of 
accident,  January  1 .  It  appears  that  Pegrum  came  into  the  build- 
ing about  9  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  went  to  the  fifth  floor  for 
the  purpose  of  cleaning  a  room  which  had  been  vacated.  A  short 
time  afterward  he  was  found  at  the  bottom  of  the  elevator  well. 
No  one  seemed  to  know  how  the  accident  occurred.  He  was  re- 
moved to  the  hospital,  where  he  died  the  same  day. 

John  McGrath,  Boston.  R.  P.  Hoagland.  Date  of  accident, 
January  3.  McGrath  was  in  the  employ  of  the  city  of  Boston,  in 
the  department  having  charge  of  the  collection  of  ashes.  He  got 
on  to  an  elevator  at  41  Bowker  Street,  Boston,  and,  with  a  sales- 
man employed  by  R.  P.  Hoagland  at  that  place,  ascended  to  the 
fifth  floor,  where  the  salesman  jumped  from  the  elevator  on  to  the 
landing,  the  elevator  still  ascending.  McGrath  also  attempted  to 
leave  the  elevator  at  this  floor,  but  in  so  doing  both  of  his  legs 
were  caught  between  the  top  edge  of  the  opening  to  the  elevator 
well  and  the  elevator  platform,  crushing  both  legs  and  stopping 
the  elevator  car.  Help  was  summoned,  and  before  McGrath  could 
be  extricated  the  elevator  floor  had  to  be  cut  and  the  iron  strip 
taken  off,  the  time  necessary  in  doing  this  being  some  thirty-five 
minutes.  He  was  conveyed  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died  on 
January  11,  eight  days  after  the  accident. 

Daniel  W.  Freeman,  Boston.  Williamson  &  Sleeper.  Date 
of  accident,  January  10.  Freeman  was  found  on  the  second  floor 
of  the  building,  with  his  head  caught  between  the  platform  of  the 
elevator  and  the  gate  to  the  elevator  well.  He  was  taken  to  the 
hospital,  where  he  died  soon  after  his  arrival.     How  the  accident 
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occurred  is  not  known.  It  is  supposed  that  he  was  in  the  act  of 
looking  down  the  elevator  well,  when  the  descending  car  caught 
him  and  crushed  him  in  the  position  in  which  he  was  found. 

Jacob  Sohobel,  Boston.  Standard  Grocery  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  January  15.  Schobel  was  employed  as  a  book- 
keeper at  80-86  Fulton  Street,  Boston.  He  was  at  work  with 
three  or  four  others  in  the  oflSce,  and  some  three  more  were 
engaged  upon  the  upper  floor,  overhauling  merchandise.  Schobel 
and  the  others  in  the  office  were  engaged  in  posting  the  books,  and 
some  time  between  1  and  3  o'clock  those  employed  with  Schobel 
in  the  office  went  to  lunch,  leaving  Schobel  behind.  Upon  their 
return  to  the  office  they  missed  Schobel.  Soon  they  were  in- 
formed by  one  of  the  men  at  work  on  the  upper  floor  that  a  man 
was  lying  at  the  bottom  of  the  elevator  well.  The  clerks  immedi- 
ately went  down  to  the  basement,  and  there  found  Schobel  lying 
unconscious  in  the  well,  under  the  elevator,  said  elevator  being  at 
the  time  at  the  first  floor,  where,  it  was  claimed,  it  had  been  since 
leaving  off  work  on  the  previous  day  (Saturday).  Medical  aid 
was  called  in,  and  it  was  found  that  Schobel's  skull  was  fractured. 
An  ambulance  was  sent  for  and  he  was  conveyed  to  the  hospital, 
where  he  died  at  10.30  the  next  morning.  It  appears,  from  a 
statement  made  by  one  of  the  men  employed  on  the  upper  floor, 
that  he  ran  the  elevator  between  2  and  3  o'clock,  which  was  prob- 
ably the  time  Schobel  was  injured ;  and  the  supposition  is  that  he 
must  have  been  standing  in  the  elevator  well  when  he  was  struck 
by  the  descending  car,  and  found  in  the  condition  as  above  stated. 

Gkorgb  Haddow,  Cambridge.  The  Stratton  Lumber  Com- 
pany. Date  of  accident,  January  31.  Haddow  was  oiling  the 
hanger  of  the  main  shaft,  and  was  caught  and  whirled  around  on 
the  same,  causing  his  death.  An  investigation  of  this  accident 
showed  that  the  shafting  was  in  a  dark  place  and  was  about  ten 
feet  f^om  the  floor,  and,  in  order  to  reach  the  hanger,  Haddow 
used  a  ladder  and  also  required  a  small  lamp.  No  one  saw  him 
at  the  time,  but  it  is  supposed  that  the  ladder  slipped,  and  in 
order  to  save  himself  he  caught  hold  of  the  shaft  and  was  drawn 
over  and  wound  around  the  same,  killing  him  instantly.  The 
foreman,  who  noticed  an  unusual  noise  in  the  closing  down  of 
the  power  from  lack  of  steam,  found  Haddow  hanging  to  the 
shaft.     He  must  have  been  on  the  shaft  twenty  or  thirty  minutes. 

William  G.  Clark,  Whitman.  Clark  Bros.  &  Co.  Date  of 
accident,  March  9.     Clark  was  a  member  of  the  firm,  and  was 
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trying  to  pat  a  belt  on  to  a  pulley  on  the  countershaft  which  runs 
a  planer.  He  was  standing  on  the  planer,  when  a  set  screw,  pro- 
jecting about  an  inch  and  a  half  from  a  collar,  caught  him  and 
threw  him  up  on  the  shaft.  He  was  taken  down  in  less  than  a 
minute  afterward,  but  life  was  extinct.  The  accident  occurred 
about  half-past  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Joseph  B.  Curran,  Boston.  Devonshire  building.  Date  of 
accident,  March  18.  Curran  was  employed  as  an  elevator  man  at 
Devonshire  building,  194  Washington  Street.  His  duties  were 
to  clean  the  walls  of  the  elevator  well,  and  in  doing  so  he  had 
control  of  the  elevator,  which  was  standing  still  at  the  time.  He 
was  standing  on  the  top  of  the  car,  and  it  is  supposed  that  he 
leaned  over  into  the  adjoining  elevator  well  just  as  that  elevator 
was  descending,  and  his  head  was  caught  between  a  cross-beam 
and  the  bottom  of  the  elevator  car,  crushing  his  skull  and  causing 
death. 

James  Ganlet,  Peabody.  Franklin  Osbom  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  March  21.  Ganley  was  employed  in  the  tannery. 
He  fell  into  a  leach  containing  hot  tan  liquid,  and  was  so  badly 
burned  that  he  died  from  the  effects  some  twelve  hours  after  the 
accident  happened.  No  one  saw  him  fall  into  the  leach,  and  the 
supposition  is  that  he  was  sitting  on  a  box  near  the  leach,  changing 
his  clothes,  when,  losing  his  balance,  he  fell  in. 

Levy  Merfield,  Lawrence.  Arlington  Mills.  Date  of  accident, 
March  24.  Merfield  was  employed  in  the  room  known  as  the 
acid  room,  which  was  used  for  the  purpose  of  mixing  caustic  soda 
and  vitriol.  This  room  was  connected  with  another  room,  having 
a  window  between  the  two  rooms.  Merfield  placed  a  joist  across 
an  iron  tank  filled  with  caustic  soda  liquid,  one  end  of  the  joist 
resting  on  the  window  sill.  He  stepped  through  the  window 
opening  on  to  the  joist,  and  in  doing  so  pushed  the  end  off  the 
sill,  which  was  very  slippery,  and  this  caused  him  to  fall  into  the 
tank,  his  body  being  submerged  to  the  neck.  He  was  taken  from 
the  tank,  and  his  sufferings  were  so  intense  that  he  died  in  about 
thirty  minutes  afterward. 

Mary  Mills,  Boston.  Trade  Club,  116  Bedford  Street.  Date 
of  accident,  March  29.  Mary  MiUs  was  employed  as  cook  at  the 
aforesaid  club,  and  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained  she  went  to  the 
elevator  well  to  answer  a  call  made  for  the  elevator,  and  in  leaning 
over  the  safety  gate  to  see  who  wanted  the  elevator,  was  caught 
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by  the  descending  car  about  the  ribs,  and  crushed  against  the 
gate.  She  was  taken  out  as  soon  as  assistance  could  reach  her« 
and  conveyed  to  the  hospital,  where  she  died  the  same  day.  The 
report  states  that  it  was  not  part  of  her  duty  to  answer  the  elevator 
calls,  but  simply  an  act  of  kindness  on  her  part  when  she  did  so. 

Ernest  Shfth,  Worcester.  American  Steel  &  Wire  Company. 
Date  of  accident,  March  81.  Smith,  who  was  a  boy  sixteen  years 
of  age,  was  found  dead  between  the  floor  of  the  car  and  the  first 
floor  of  the  building.  No  one  knows  how  the  accident  was  caused. 
Some  one  on  the  floor  above  rang  for  the  elevator,  and,  getting  no 
reply,  looked  for  the  cause,  and  found  the  body  of  the  boy,  as 
before  stated.  The  Smith  boy  had  operated  elevators  at  other 
places. 

Charles  A.  Fisher,  Boston.  The  Creamer-Wing  Laundry 
Company.  Date  of  accident,  April  1.  Fisher  was  employed  as 
an  engineer  at  the  laundry,  was  alone  in  the  engine  room  at  the 
time  of  the  accident,  and  how  the  same  was  caused  is  not  known. 
It  occurred  about  7  o'clock  in  the  morning.  When  found  the  body 
was  dreadfully  bruised  and  mangled. 

William  McLaughlin,  Boston.  Building  on  Charter  Street, 
owned  by  Smith  Gerrish.  Date  of  accident,  April  25.  Mc- 
Laughlin was  a  boy  about  twelve  years  old,  who,  in  company  with 
another  boy,  entered  the  building,  and,  while  the  said  McLaughlin 
was  swinging  on  the  hoist  rope,  it  is  said  he  lost  his  hold  on  the 
rope  and  fell  to  the  first  floor,  a  distance  of  about  twenty-five  feet. 
One-half  of  the  hatch  was  open  on  the  second  and  third  floors  where 
the  boy  fell.  They  are  ordered  closed  when  not  in  use,  and  it  is 
not  known  who  opened  them.  The  McLaughlin  boy  was  not  em- 
ployed in  the  building,  and  his  presence  there  was  not  known  until 
after  the  accident.  He  was  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died 
the  next  day. 

RoTAL  Brady,  Fall  River.  D.  M.  Anthony.  Date  of  accident. 
May  12.  Brady  was  employed  in  D.  M.  Anthony's  pork-packing 
establishment,  and  was  at  work  in  the  basement  near  the  elevator 
well,  using  a  hose,  washing  the  floor.  No  one  witnessed  the  acci- 
dent, but  it  is  supposed  that  he  saw  something  at  the  bottom  of  the 
elevator  well  which  he  desired  to  pick  up,  and,  before  doing  so, 
looked  up  the  well  to  see  where  the  elevator  was,  and  by  an  unfor- 
tunate coincidence  the  shaft  on  the  elevator  drum  broke,  causing 
the  elevator  to  fall,  striking  him  on  the  back  of  the  head,  breaking 
his  neck,  and  killing  him  almost  instantly. 
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Michael  Monaghan,  Holyoke.  George  C.  Gill  Paper  Com- 
pany. Date  of  accident,  May  20.  Monaghan  was  employed  as  a 
general  helper  in  the  repair  shop.  He  was  directed  to  paint  some 
water  pipe  in  the  basement,  which  is  about  three  feet  from  the  end 
of  a  revolving  counter-shaft,  which  is  located  at  right  angles  with 
the  pipe  he  was  painting.  The  end  of  the  counter-shaft  projects 
some  seven  inches  beyond  the  hanger  and  box,  which  is  perfectly 
smooth.  One  of  the  employees,  passing  in  the  basement,  found 
him  with  his  back  to  the  shaft,  and  the  clothing  about  his  neck 
wound  around  the  revolving  shaft  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause 
death  by  strangulation.  There  was  no  one  who  witnessed  the 
accident.    It  is  not  known  how  long  he  had  been  on  the  shaft. 

John  Tresersa,  Fall  River.  Union  Cotton  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany. Date  of  accident,  June  2.  Tresersa  was  employed  in  the 
card  room.  There  is  uncertainty  in  regard  to  the  exact  circum- 
stances connected  with  the  accident,  as  he  was  found  stretched  on 
the  floor  between  the  cards  in  an  unconscious  condition,  apparently 
seriously  injured.  The  doctor  was  called  and  Tresersa  was  re- 
moved to  the  hospital,  where  an  examination  was  made,  showing 
that  his  skull  was  badly  fractured.  Everything  possible  was  done 
for  him,  but  he  died  about  5.30  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day, 
the  accident  having  occurred  in  the  morning.  Tresersa  was  a  card 
stripper,  his  work  being  to  clean  the  cards.  It  seems  that  the  belt 
which  drives  the  cards  is  a  straight  belt ;  but  in  this  case  they  were 
grinding  a  card,  and  in  doing  so  they  always  cross  the  belts  so  as 
to  run  in  the  opposite  direction,  which  drives  the  card  from  the  top 
side  of  the  pulley ;  it  is  thought  Tresersa  put  his  arm  between  the 
side  of  the  card  and  the  driving  pulley  to  do  cleaning,  and  was 
caught  and  thrown  over  on  the  floor,  his  head  striking  on  a  gear, 
on  which  blood  was  found. 

Jules  Yavner,  Lynn.  General  Electric  Company.  Date  of 
accident,  June  22.  Yavner  was  engaged,  with  another  man,  in 
putting  up  a  trolley  wire,  and,  while  standing  on  a  ladder  which 
was  leaning  against  a  pole  which  held  the  span  wire,  with  the 
trolley  wire  in  one  of  his  hands,  he  took  hold  of  the  span  wire 
with  his  other  hand  and  pulled  the  same  down  on  to  the  trolley 
wire  running  parallel  with  the  line  he  was  putting  up,  and 
charged  with  electricity.  He  received  a  shock  sufl3cient  to  throw 
him  from  the  ladder,  and,  falling,  striking  the  railway  track,  his 
back  was  broken.  He  was  taken  to  the  hospital,  where  he  died  on 
the  8th  of  July  following. 
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Herbert  Russell  Cawthorne,  Cottage  City.  Cornell  &  May- 
hew.  Date  of  accident,  June  28.  Cawthorne  was  employed  in  a 
grocery  store  and  was  at  work  with  another  employee  of  the  es- 
tablishment in  loading  the  elevator  car  with  boxes  of  goods  and 
raising  them  to  the  third  floor  for  storage.  The  elevator  was 
worked  by  hand  power  and  operated  by  a  manila  rope  attached  to 
the  hoisting  machinery  at  the  top  of  the  elevator  well,  and  run  to  the 
bottom  of  the  same  on  both  sides.  The  instructions  were  always 
to  operate  the  elevator  from  the  second  or  third  floor ;  but  in  this 
case  the  young  men  doing  the  work  were  on  the  basement  floor, 
and  were  standing  under  the  elevator,  pulling  on  the  rope  to  raise 
the  car  with  its  load.  When  it  had  reached  the  height  of  about 
twenty  feet,  one  of  the  links  in  the  hoisting  chain  broke,  causing 
the  elevator  to  fall,  striking  both  men,  and  Cawthorne,  who  was 
farthest  underneath  the  elevator,  was  pinned  under  the  heavy 
weight  and  was  instantly  killed.  The  other  employee  who  was  at 
work  with  Cawthorne  had  his  left  collar  bone  broken. 

Charles  M.  Spicer,  Blackstone.  Blackstone  Manufacturing 
Company.  Date  of  accident,  July  6.  He  was  employed  as  a 
blacksmith  in  the  company*s  works,  and  was  at  work  with  another 
employee,  a  machinist,  in  the  sub-basement  of  the  mill,  putting 
up  the  pipes  for  a  system  of  sprinklers.  They  had  a  pair  of  steps 
with  them.  Spicer  was  standing  in  front  of  the  water  wheel 
(which  was  entirely  enclosed  in  an  iron  casing) ,  when  he  called  to 
the  other  man  that  they  would  postpone  further  work  until  noon- 
time, and  then  they  could  hear  what  each  other  said.  Upon  this 
the  other  man  stepped  over  to  the  side  where  Spicer  was  standing, 
when  a  timber  which  held  the  floor  broke,  precipitating  both  men 
and  the  steps  into  the  wheel-pit,  fifteen  feet  below,  which  had 
about  three  feet  of  water  in  it.  The  other  man  found  his  way  out 
by  a  short  flight  of  stairs  and  through  a  trap  door  in  the  floor. 
Spicer  was  found  lying  face  down  in  the  water,  with  the  steps  they 
had  been  using  on  top  of  him,  and  he  was  dead.  He  had  a  bruise 
across  the  back  of  his  head,  and  it  is  probable  that  he  was  stunned 
and  fell  face  down  in  the  water  and  was  suffocated. 

John  Abbott,  Boston.  J.  Manning  &  Sons.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, July  12.  He  was  employed  by  J.  Manning  &  Sons,  truck- 
men, and,  having  delivered  a  safe  to  the  American  Thread 
Company,  112  Beach  Street,  was  taking  down  the  ropes  and 
timber  from  the  elevator  well  hole,  when  the  timber  fell,  and 
Abbott  fell  with  it  from  the  third  floor  to  the  bottom  of  the  well 
hole,  causing  his  skull  to  be  fractured,  and  resulting  in  death. 
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William  Dolan  and  Jacob  Shasteb,  Fall  River.  Algonquin 
Printing  Company.  Date  of  accident,  July  28.  This  was  the 
case  of  two  boys,  sixteen  and  fifteen  years  of  age  respectively, 
who  were  at  work  arranging  cloth  in  a  kier,  used  in  the  process  of 
bleaching.  The  kiers  are  entered  through  a  man-hole  in  the  top, 
and  steam  pipes  are  connected  with  them,  and  when  the  kier  is 
full  of  cloth  the  man-hole  plates  are  put  in  and  the  steam  is 
turned  on.  The  boys  were  at  work  in  one  of  the  kiers  steering 
the  cloth,  when  a  valve  which  lets  steam  into  the  same  was  acci- 
dently  turned  on,  allowing  the  steam  to  pour  in  on  them.  One  of 
the  employees,  seeing  steam  coming  from  the  man-hole,  and  know- 
ing that  the  boys  were  in  the  kier,  ran  over  to  the  same  and  shut 
off  the  steam,  but  before  they  could  be  rescued  the  boys  were 
terribly  scalded.  They  were  sent  to  the  hospital,  where  they  died 
on  the  morning  of  July  30.  No  one  could  tell  how  the  steam 
happened  to  be  turned  on,  but  it  is  thought  that  a  belt  which  ran 
a  cloth  reel  over  the  kier  caught  the  valve  by  which  the  steam  is 
turned  on,  and,  as  the  boys  were  down  in  the  kier  some  distance 
from  the  opening,  they  could  not  give  the  alarm. 

Eugene  E.  Cole,  Carver.  T.  T.  Vaughan,  saw  mill.  Date 
of  accident,  September  1 .  The  place  where  the  accident  occurred 
is  a  mill  for  the  sawing  of  box  boards  from  logs.  A  large  circular 
saw  runs  near  the  corner  of  a  platform,  about  three  and  one-half 
feet  high  and  seven  or  eight  feet  in  length,  upon  which  the  logs 
are  hoisted  and  rolled  on  the  traveller  which  carries  the  logs  for- 
ward and  back  while  being  sawed.  The  carrier  or  traveller  is  set 
in  motion  by  levers  manipulated  by  the  sawyer.  The  saw,  as  is 
frequently  the  case,  did  not  cut  entirely  through  the  log,  and  at 
such  times  it  is  the  duty  of  the  sawyer  to  sever  the  uncut  part 
with  an  axe,  standing  for  this  purpose  on  the  platform  farthest 
from  the  saw.  Cole  got  up  on  the  platform,  against  the  protest  of 
the  sawyer  who  was  working  with  him,  and,  standing  on  the  plat- 
form at  the  end  nearest  the  saw,  raised  the  axe  to  split  the  log. 
As  he  started  to  deliver  the  blow,  the  head  of  the  axe  caught  on 
an  obstruction  overhead,  which  threw  him  off  his  balance,  and, 
falling  on  the  saw,  he  was  cut  entirely  through,  the  upper  half 
of  his  body  falling  on  one  side  of  the  saw,  and  the  lower  half 
falling  on  the  other  side. 

Albert  C.  Bowden,  Boston.  Tremont  Temple.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, October  6.  Bowden  was  the  night  watchman  of  said  build- 
ing, and  was  found  in  the  morning,  about  5.50  o'clock,  lying  on 
top  of  the  elevator,  which  at  the  time  was  on   the  street  floor. 
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Bowden  was  in  a  dying  condition,  and  the  attention  of  the  fireman 
of  the  baUding  who  fonnd  him  was  attracted  by  the  groans  coming 
from  that  direction.  It  was  stated  that  Bowden,  in  making  his 
rounds  as  watchman,  used  the  elevator  to  go  to  the  top  floor,  and 
would  then  start  the  elevator  for  the  lower  floor,  and  he  himself 
would  inspect  each  floor  of  the  building  as  he  went  down  from  one 
floor  to  another  by  the  stairway.  The  supposition  is  that  at  this 
time  he  attempted  to  use  the  elevator,  and,  stepping  into  space, 
he  fell  and  was  found  as  described. 

John  H.  Allen,  Somerville.  American  Tube  Works.  Date 
of  accident,  October  6.  He  was  employed  as  a  machinist's  helper. 
He  was  in  the  act  of  switching  on  the  current  to  one  of  the  elec- 
tric arc  lights  at  the  cut-out  box,  and  received  an  electric  shock, 
which  was  fatal.  It  seems  that  the  person  who  had  charge  of 
turning  on  the  lights  with  this  switch  was  not  near  at  the  time, 
and  Allen  took  it  upon  himself  to  operate  the  switch,  and  in  doing 
so  touched  one  of  the  charged  wires  and  received  the  whole  cur- 
rent through  his  body,  killing  him  instantly. 

Andrew  F.  Phelan,  Lynn.  James  E.  Phelan.  Date  of  acci- 
dent, October  26.  He  was  ascending  by  way  of  the  elevator  to 
the  upper  floor  of  the  building,  when  he  was  seized  with  a  fit,  and, 
falling,  threw  his  arms  over  the  side  of  the  car  and  was  caught 
and  crushed  between  the  car  and  the  side  of  the  elevator  well, 
receiving  injuries  from  which  he  died  on  November  4  following. 
The  deceased  was  a  brother  of  the  proprietor  of  the  establishment. 

John  O'Brien,  Lowell.  Lowell  Bleachery  Company.  Date 
of  accident,  October  28.  O'Brien  and  two  other  men  were  at 
work  at  the  elevator,  taking  empty  cases  to  the  attic  of  the  store- 
house. The  cover  of  one  of  the  cases  got  wedged  between  the 
floor  and  elevator,  and  one  of  the  men  tried  to  start  the  elevator, 
but  it  would  not  move.  The  three  men  then  jumped  on  to  the  ele- 
vator, in  order  to  start  the  same,  but  failed  to  move  it.  Then 
they  threw  the  shipper,  unwinding  the  chain  and  making  a  slack 
chain  of  about  eight  feet,  and  reversed  the  shipper  so  as  to  go 
down.  After  prying  up  the  elevator  to  get  the  cover  off  the  case, 
the  elevator  was  then  started  down,  when  it  dropped  eight  feet. 
All  of  the  men  jumped  from  the  platform  to  the  floor,  about  four 
feet.  The  two  men  with  O'Brien  landed  without  serious  injuries, 
but  O'Brien  rolled  down  the  elevator  opening  to  the  floor,  falling 
about  fifteen  feet,  and  striking  on  his  face,  causing  fracture  of  his 
skull  in  two  places.  He  was  carried  to  the  hospital,  where  he 
died  the  same  day. 
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EEPORT  OF  THE  DETECTIVE  DEPARTMENT. 


As  the  district  police  force  was  originally  constituted 
(Public  Statutes,  chapter  103),  it  was  provided  that  they 
have  and  exercise  throughout  the  Commonwealth  all  the 
powers  of  constables  (except  the  service  of  civil  process), 
police  officers  and  watchmen,  and  may  be  transferred  from 
one  district  to  another,  and  the  governor  may  at  any  time 
command  their  services  in  suppressing  riots  and  in  preserv- 
ing the  peace.  The  governor  was  authorized  to  appoint  two 
or  more  of  the  district  police  to  act  as  inspectors  of  factories 
and  public  buildings.  In  a  district  where  such  appointments 
should  be  made  by  the  governor,  he  might  appoint  an  addi- 
tional district  police  officer,  but  the  whole  district  police 
force  shall  not  exceed  sixteen  men.  This  was  in  the  year 
of  1879.  In  1894  the  work  of  the  force  had  so  greatly 
increased  that  the  law  was  amended  as  follows :  — 

Section  1.  The  district  police  force  shall  be  divided  into  two 
departments,  which  shall  be  known  respectively  as  the  inspection 
department  and  the  detective  department  of  said  force.  The 
inspection  department  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  male  members 
and  two  female  members,  together  with  the  chief  of  said  force ; 
the  detective  department  shall  consist  of  twelve  members,  and 
said  chief.  The  chief  of  said  district  police  force  shall  be  the 
head  of  each  of  said  departments.  No  member  of  the  inspection 
department  of  said  district  police  force  shall  be  called  to  perform 
any  other  duties  than  those  pertaining  to  the  office  of  inspector  of 
factories  and  public  buildings,  unless  his  services  are  commanded 
by  the  governor  as  provided  by  law  in  suppressing  riots  and  pre- 
serving the  peace  ;  but  the  members  of  said  inspection  department 
shall  continue  to  have  and  exercise  all  powers  now  given  by  law 
to  members  of  said  district  police.  Vacancies  in  either  of  said 
departments  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  to  the  department  in 
which  the  vacancy  occurs. 
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There  are  numerous  other  provisions  which  relate  to  the 
work  of  the  inspection  department,  and  which  need  not  be 
mentioned  here,  which  show  the  growth  of  legislation  along 
such  lines ;  but  the  sub-division  of  the  district  police  force 
by  the  establishment  of  the  detective  department  has  greatly 
promoted  the  eflSciency  of  the  entire  force.  Much  of  the 
work  done  by  the  oflBcers  of  the  department  of  detection  is 
done  under  the  direction  of  the  several  district  attorneys. 
Many  important  cases  of  grave  misdemeanors  and  felonies 
have  been  intrusted  to  our  officers,  who  have  sought  evidence 
and  made  investigations  which  have  resulted  in  bringing  the 
offenders  to  justice.  A  more  detailed  statement  of  facts,  so 
far  as  they  may  exhibit  the  character  and  the  extent  of  the 
services  rendered,  is  given  in  the  following  report  of  the 
officers  of  the  detective  department  of  the  district  police. 

Recommendations  . 
I  respectfully  recommend  the  appointment  of  an  additional 
officer  in  the  detective  department  of  the  district  police.  My 
reasons  for  this  request,  briefly  stated,  are  :  that  in  the  south- 
eastern district,  comprising  Norfolk  and  Plymouth  counties, 
there  is  but  one  officer  assigned  for  detective  service.  The 
two  counties  cover  quite  an  extensive  territory  and  contain  a 
large  population.  The  calls  for  detective  service  in  Norfolk 
County  during  the  past  year  have  been  so  frequent  that  I 
am  convinced  that  good  and  efficient  service  can  be  rendered 
to  the  citizens  by  the  appointment  of  an  officer  to  be  assigned 
to  Norfolk  County.  I  append  copy  of  a  letter  received  from 
the  Hon.  Robert  O.  Harris,  district  attorney  for  Norfolk  and 
Plymouth  counties :  — 

East  Bridge  water,  Nov.  12,  1899. 
RuFDS  R.  Wade,  Esq.,  Chief  District  Police. 

Dear  Sir  :  —  Yours  of  the  9th  was  duly  received  on  my  return 
yesterday.  Your  intention  to  ask  for  an  additional  officer  for  my 
district  meets  my  hearty  approval.  My  district  comprises  two 
counties,  and,  although  the  population  is  not  as  large  as  that  of 
some  other  districts,  the  territory  to  be  covered  is  large,  and  the 
means  of  getting  about  are  not  of  the  best.  There  should  be  a 
man  in  each  county. 

Yours  very  truly,  Robert  O.  Harris. 
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My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  in  some  of 
the  towns  of  the  State  the  dealing  in  junk,  old  metals  and 
second-class  articles  is  carried  on  by  certain  persons  having 
no  license  to  transact  such  business.  It  is  known  to  the 
oflScers  of  the  detective  department  of  this  force  that  a  large 
amount  of  property  is  stolen  and  sold  to  these  junk  dealers, 
the  identity  of  said  property  being  destroyed  after  its  pur- 
chase. It  has  been  found  in  very  many  instances,  that,  to 
secure  conviction  of  selling  or  receiving  such  property,  the 
evidence  must  come  from  the  testimony  of  those  whose  evi- 
dence would  not  be  discredited  by  our  courts.  To  make 
more  effective  the  provisions  of  sections  28  and  29  of  chap- 
ter 102  of  the  Public  Statutes,  I  would  recommend  that  said 
sections  be  amended  so  as  to  require  all  towns  to  adopt  by- 
laws to  control  and  license  all  dealers  in  junk,  metals  and 
second-hand  articles. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  letter  received  from  Officer 
George  Dunham,  assigned  for  duty  in  Middlesex  County :  — 

Sir:  —  My  experience  in  the  prosecution  of  cases  of  larceny 
shows  me  that  the  ease  with  which  certain  kinds  of  stolen  prop- 
erty can  be  turned  into  cash  makes  a  strong  incentive  to  steal. 
To  illustrate  the  conditions  existing  in  many  localities  within  the 
Commonwealth,  I  take  the  town  of  Natick,  where  within  a  radius 
of  ten  miles  twenty  or  more  junk  dealers  exist,  where  a  legitimate 
trade  could  not  maintain  one-third  of  that  number.  Many  in- 
stances have  been  found  where  valuable  brass  and  copper  machin- 
ery has  been  sold  to  these  junk  dealers,  at  one-tenth  of  its  cost  to 
the  owners,  by  young  thieves  who  say  that  the  junk  dealers  always 
stood  ready  to  take  it  off  their  hands  and  tell  them  to  get  more. 
After  getting  the  metal,  the  identity  is  quickly  destroyed  by  the 
dealers ;  and,  because  the  State  mast  then  rely  upon  only  testi- 
mony of  confessed  thieves,  no  conviction  of  the  receiver  can  be 
had.  Comparatively  few  towns  have  adopted  by-laws  requiring 
junk  dealers  to  be  licensed,  consequently  a  business  that  a  few 
years  ago  was  mainly  conducted  by  licensed  tin-pedlers  represent- 
ing reliable  business  stores  has  almost  wholly  passed  into  the 
hands  of  a  class  of  people  who  make  it  impossible  to  leave  any 
metal  that  may  be  a  part  of  a  structure  in  any  way  exposed.  I 
snggest  that  the  Legislature  have  this  matter  before  them,  so  it 
amend  sections  28  and  29  of  chapter  102  of  the  Public  Statutes, 
and  oblige  all  towns  to  adopt  by-laws  licensing  and  otherwise  con- 
trolling all  dealers  in  junk  or  second-hand  articles.

articles  taken.  This  case  made  the  ninth  of  a  like  nature  that  had 
been  committed  in  the  county  since  March,  1895,  and  no  arrests 
had  been  made.  A  number  of  photographs  were  shown  Mrs. 
Kimball,  and  she  recognized  one  of  them  as  the  man  that  came 
into  her  store  in  the  afternoon  previous  to  the  night  of  the  robbery. 
It  was  a  picture  of  a  well-known  thief,  George  R.  Fearebay  by 
name.  A  special  effort  was  then  made  by  the  department,  under 
the  direction  of  Chief  Wade,  for  his  apprehension  ;  and  in  October 
following  Fearebay  was  arrested  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  by  Officer 
Letteney,  brought  to  Boston  and  turned  over  to  me,  and  taken  to 
Essex  County  to  answer  to  an  indictment  brought  by  the  grand  jury 
against  him  for  breaking  and  entering  the  store  of  Mrs.  Mary 
Kimball  at  Topsfield,  and  committing  the  crime  of  larceny.  He 
was  tried  at  the  following  term  of  court,  in  January,  at  Salem, 
found  guilty,  and  sentenced  to  not  less  than  six  and  not  more  than 
ten  years  in  Massachusetts  State  Prison. 

In  January,  1898,  a  forged  check  for  the  sum  of  ninety-five 
dollars,  with  the  forged  endorsement  of  a  prominent  citizen  on  the 
back,  was  cashed  at  the  Beverly  National  Bank.  The  loss  was 
made  known  to  the  local  chief  of  police  and  the  Pinkerton  de- 
tective agency.  The  following  October,  a  forged  check,  with  a 
forged  endorsement  for  the  sum  of  eighty-five  dollars,  was  cashed 
by  the  Danvers  National  Bank  under  like  circumstances.  The  last 
case  I  incidentally  got  knowledge  of.  I  got  the  two  forged  checks 
photographed,  and  commenced  work  on  the  case.  October  29, 1 
was  informed  by  the  inspectors'  department  of  Boston  that  one  of 
two  men  arrested  on  suspicion  had  a  printed  form  for  a  check 
filled  out  in  the  same  handwriting  as  the  forged  one  passed  in 
Danvers.  The  two  men,  giving  their  names  as  John  A.  Stanley 
and  Samuel  Lucas,  were  turned  over  to  me  and  taken  to  Essex 
County  for  trial.  They  were  indicted  at  the  following  January 
term  of  court  for  forging  and  uttering  checks  on  the  Beverly  and 
Danvers  national  banks.  Before  the  time  of  their  trial  arrived 
they  were  taken  to  Dedham  for  trial  on  two  counts,  having  forged 
and  uttered  two  checks  against  the  bank  there.  They  were  found 
guilty,  and  John  A.  Stanley  was  sentenced  to  not  less  than  four 
and  not  more  than  six  years  in  the  Massachusetts  State  Prison ; 
Samuel  Lucas,  alias  Harry  Schlicter,  was  sentenced  to  not  less 
than  five  and  not  more  than  eight  years  in  the  Massachusetts 
State  Prison.  It  was  learned  after  their  arrest  that  eight  banks 
had  suffered  in  a  similar  way  to  the  Beverly  National  Bank,  some 
of  them  as  high  as  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars.  If  the 
officials  of  a  bank,  at  the  time  any  fraud  like  the  one  mentioned 
was  perpetrated  upon  them,  would  send  a  history  of  the  case  to 
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the  chief  of  this  department,  a  notice  containing  such  information 
as  was  necessary  might  be  sent  to  all  the  banks  in  the  State ;  it 
would  put  them  on  their  guard,  and  thus  they  would  be  saved  from 
a  loss  and  annoyance  they  would  otherwise  suffer,  and  insure  a 
greater  chance  of  the  perpetrator  of  the  crime  being  caught. 

For  a  number  of  years  there  have  been  many  crimes  committed 
in  West  Peabody,  such  as  larcenies,  breaking  and  entering,  the 
burning  of  woods,  barns  and  unoccupied  houses.  April  8  and  10, 
1899,  the  summer  house  of  John  H.  Howard,  Esq.,  in  North 
Reading,  was  entered  at  night.  Mr.  Howard  and  family  were 
living  away ;  a  lot  of  the  household  goods  were  taken.  From  infor- 
mation received  I  got  a  warrant,  and,  in  company  with  the  chief 
of  police  of  Peabody  and  North  Reading,  searched  the  house 
of  Willard  Spaulding  in  West  Peabody,  where  we  found  Mr. 
Howard's  goods.  I  arrested  Spaulding,  and  he  is  now  in  the  jail 
at  Cambridge,  awaiting  trial  on  two  counts  of  breaking  and  enter- 
ing, and  two  counts  of  larceny  in  a  building  in  Middlesex  County. 
Much  property  was  found  in  Spaulding's  house  that  had  been 
taken  from  the  houses  burned  in  West  Peabody  and  Lynnfield, 
also  from  other  places.  He  has  been  indicted  by  the  grand  jury 
of  Essex  County  on  twenty  counts,  ten  of  larceny,  six  of  breaking 
and  entering  and  four  of  arson,  and  probably  will  be  tried  on  the 
same  at  the  January  term  of  the  criminal  court,  at  Salem  • 

Frank  L.  Weston,  alias  Arthur  Shaw.  Crime,  larceny  of  a 
yacht  from  the  harbor  at  Salem,  in  June.  He  was  arrested  in 
New  York  City  while  trying  to  sell  the  same.  He  was  brought  to 
Massachusetts  on  requisition  papers  for  trial,  found  guilty  and 
sentenced  to  eighteen  months  in  the  House  of  Correction. 

Arthur  Ford.  Crime,  robbery.  In  company  with  another 
man,  he  robbed  an  old  man  in  Hamilton  on  the  night  of  March  4, 
1899,  leaving  him  tied.  Ford  afterwards  was  sentenced  to  the 
House  of  Correction  at  Ipswich  for  drunkenness,  and  while  there 
was  identified  by  the  man  robbed  as  one  of  his  assaihints.

The  Disposition  op  Forfeited  Liquors. 

Section  38  of  chapter  100  of  the  Public  Statutes  provides 
as  follows :  — 

Any  liquors  so  forfeited  shall,  by  the  authority  of  the  written 
order  of  the  trial  Justice  or  court,  be  delivered  to  the  chief  of  the 
district  police.  Said  oflScer  shall  sell  the  same  and  pay  over  the 
net  proceeds  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  Legislature  of  1887  passed  an  act  providing  for  the 
seizure  of  implements  and  furniture  used  in  the  illegal  sell- 
ing of  intoxicating  liquors,  which  is  as  follows  :  — 

[Chaptbr  |06  ] 

An  Act  providing  for  the  Seizure  of  Implements  and  Furni- 
ture USED  IN  the  Illegal  Selling  op  Intoxicating  Liquors. 

Be  it  enactedy  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Section  thirty  of  chapter  one  hundred  of  the  Pub- 
lic Statutes  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word  '^  con- 
tained'' in  the  fifteenth  line  of  said  section  the  words:  and  all 
implements  of  sale  and  furniture  used  in  the  sale  of  such  liquor. 

Section  2.  Section  thirty-three  of  chapter  one  hundred  of  the 
Public  Statutes  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  word 
''contained"  in  the  third  line  of  said  section  the  words :  and  all 
implements  of  sale  and  furniture  used  in  the  sale  of  such  liquor. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  [^Ap- 
proved June  13^  1887, 

Complete  records  are  made  and  preserved  of  every  trans- 
action, from  the  time  of  the  seizure  of  the  liquors  to  their 
final  disposition  under  the  law,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  im- 
possible for  any  improper  use  to  be  made  of  them. 

Under  the  amendment  of  the  law,  chapter  53,  Acts  of 
1887,  the  expenses  of  transportation  must  be  paid  from  the 
sales  of  the  liquors  and  vessels  received.  In  obedience  to 
the  above  law,  I  have  received  from  the  officers  of  the  Com- 
monwealth all  liquors,  and  the  vessels  containing  the  same, 
which  have  been  delivered  to  me  as  having  been  seized  and 
forfeited  by  virtue  of  said  act,  giving  my  receipt  for  the 
same. 
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I  annex  a  schedule  showing  the  cities  and  towns  from 
which  the  liquor  has  been  received,  and  the  quantity  that 
has  been  turned  over  to  me  up  to  the  present  date  :  —
